WORK OF THE GANG IN CHICAGO, 


How the Freeman Family Failed to “Work” 
the Rock {sland. 

The gang arrested ip Indianapolis is probably 
the same outfit whose career was closed in Chi- 
cago in February by the Rock Island railroad. 
In this city the gang consisted of threo women, 
two children, and a mysterious man, said to bea 
Jew. Here the women were known by the name 
of Freeman. One, the mother, was between 40 
and 50 years old and the daughters were about 
18 and 22 respectively.. Fannie, the younger 
one, was the girl who was depended upon 
to dupe the railroad. She pretended to have 
been injured on a Rock Island train and entered 
a claim for $2,000 damages. She declared her 
Spine was injured apd her legs and the lower 
part of her body paralyzed. So well did she 
Simulate paralysis that the best doctors who ox- 
amined her were deceived and ail. their tests 
failed to show that the girl was not really par- 
alyzed. But the Rock Island Claim Department 
thought there was a fraud in the Freeman claim. 
The gang lived in a flat in West Twelfth street 
and detectives were set at work on 
the case, and the suspicions of the railroad of- 
ficials were confirmed. When the detectives had 
all the evidence of the fraud that was necessary 
the three women were arrested, but for some 
reason were not prosecuted by the railroad 
company. They were ordered, however. to leave 
the city and were released:for that purpose.

CARBON DI-OXIDE IN PIPES TO SUP- 
PLANT OAKES OF GELID WATER. 


Waukegan, I11L., to Have a System Working 
by Aug. 1 That Will Paralyze the Man 
of Big BillseIce-Cream Frozen and 
Stirred by the New Agent—Cool Air 
for the Sick-Room and Death to Bugs 
Wonderful Results by the New Ke- 
frigerator. 

‘Every man his own ice-man”’ is the watch- 
word of the future. 

A company has been formed to send coolness 
around in pipes, so that a man can turn a tap in 
his own héuse and produce a temperature of 
100° below zero as easy as wink. The company 
some time ago secured a franchise from Ogden, 
Utah, and Rock Island, Ilj., and the last place 
to fallin line was Waukegan, where heat will 
cease to be a torment Aug. 1. 

This scheme sunuply is the well-known plan of 
ice-making by the liquefaction and subsequent 
reévaporation of gases, except that the gas is 
carbon di-oxide instead of ammonia, and that it 
is conveyed around town in pipes in liquid form 
and applied to anything that is to be cooled or 
frozen. To this a number of mechanical devices 
are necessary, and if 100 patents in them is any 
security, the company has the whole field to it- 
self. A plant forthis purpose consists of gas 
producers, calcining retorts, distilling appa- 
ratus, boilers, engines, pumps, and compressors. 
The raw materials used are soft coal and lime- 
stone. The products are carbon di-oxide, com- 
mercial lime, carbonate of ammonia, and coal tar, 
It is by producing the last three together 
with the di-oxide that the di-oxide itself is made 
cheap enough for general use. The coal is sup- 
plied to retorts and subjected to destructive dis- 
tillation is nearly the same manner as in ordinary 
gas works, the tar and ammoniacal liquor being 
sepafated, the former being sold in that state and 
the latter distilled and converted into carbonate 
of ammonia, packed and sold. The coke is con- 
verted into asemi-water gas, which is used to 
calcine the limestone. The di-oxide is cooled, 


nish absolute security against the ravages 3S 
moths, What people need who have costly furs 
to preserve through the summer ‘is not camphor 
and pepper, but di-oxide. They should pack 
their things in a truvk, and then spray them 
with this gas. Itis heavier than common air, 
and when it is once in the trunk, and the trunk 
is shut, it will stay there forever. The moths 
will stay there also, bnt they will be dead, for no 
moth can live in this gas. 

Finally every customer for di-oxide becomes 
his own fireman. If he comes home in the even- 
ing and finds his house on fire, he will not run 
through the street screaming fire, and turn on 
an alarm. He simply will turn the di-oxide tap,’ 
and then watch the flames wither and die. The 
di-oxide is as fatal to fire as it is to bugs. It 
runs down on the floor like water, and the draft 
of the flames draws it to them and cause their 
own extinguishment. 

All these wonders are to be seen, in operation 
in Waukegan by Aug. 1.

Sixty Acres for Exposition Purposes, 

The feature of the ordinance that will interest 
especially the business-men and the taxpayers 
has to do with the section providing that sixty 
acres be dedicated for exposition purposes.. This 
tract will be just south of the military grounds 
and extend to the south line of Van Buren street 
extended. It ie Ald. Campbell's idea and the idea 
of those who have interested themselves in the 
matter that this tract should be leased to 
an exposition Gompany composed of the leading 
business-men on some such plan as the World's 
Fair Directory was organized. It is believed a 
handsome revenue can be obtained from the ex- 
position company that will more than pay for 
maintaining the beautifal park that it is pro- 

posed to make of the tract between Van Buren 
street extended and Park row extended. 

This exposition, it is believed, can be made one 
of the features of Chicago, and one that will an- 
nually bring thousands of visitors to the city. 
The building will be permanent, and can be con- 
structed so as to have pronounced architectural 
beauty. 

The park proper will contain ninety-six acres 
and cande made one of the most delightful spots 
iu this country. It is the idea in carrying out 
this great plan to get the Illinois Central rail- 
road company to consent to depress its right pf 
way, the depression to be spannod by numerous 
bridges that atchitecturally will be ornaments 
in keeping with the surroundings. 

The Campbell ordinance when introduced to- 
morrow night will be referred to the Committee 
on Wharves and Public Groans. Ald. Madden's 
order, which was passed by the Couneil 
last Monday night. directed this committee 
to comfer at enee with the Drainage Trustees and 
contractors on the canal with a view to starting 
the work of filling the basin. The contractors 
are now dumping much of the material they ez- 
cavated from the canal, but, under the rules and 
regulations of the Navy Department, are re- 
quired to take this material out to where the 
water is thirty feet deep. Itis thought the con- 
tractors will improve gladly the opportunity to 
dump in the besin. Ald. Campbell said yester- 
day he would call a meeting of the Committee on 
Wharves and Public Grounds for Tuesday to act 
on the ordinance and take steps to carry out the 
request of the Madden order.

Columbus, Q., May 11.—The first step looking 
to a nationr!l convention of miners to consider 
existing conditions was taken today. A confer- 
ence was held this afternoon by P. H. Penna, 
President, Pat McBryde, Secretary of 
the national organization, and President 
M D. Ratchford, Vice-President Henry Shires, 
and Secretary W. C. Pearce of the Ohio district. 
As a result it was decided to submit the question 
of calling a national convention of the miners 
with a view to a general strike or settlefnent to 
a vote of the officers of the districts in Western 
Pennsylvania, West Virginia, ludiara, and IlIli- 
nois. The following letter was issued: 

*“ Columbus, O.. May 11.—The miners of Ohio 
and part of the miners of Indiana, Pennsylvania, 
and West Virginia are resisting a reduction in 
mining rates. The oflicers of dis- 
trict 6 believe that a convention 
of the miners of the districts above 
named, with lilinois included, should be held and 
havé asked meto cali it at an early date. (I 
agreed with them to call such a convention if a 
major.ty of the officers in the districts named 
should unite with them in the request for such 
meeting. Wili you please answer the following 
questions: 

1. Do you believe a suspension in the districts 
named could be made suftiicientiy general to be 
effective in maintaining the prices demanded? 

2. Do you favor aconvention being calied with 
a view io such suspension? 

3. Do you favor a convention being called 
without reference to such a suspension? 

Please answer the question plainly and une- 
quivocally at as early a date as possible,

RAWTHORNE TRACK IS VISITED 
AGAIN BY DEPUTY SHERIFFS. 


Six Men Arrested, Including Edward Cor- 
rigan, Who Decides to Test the Right 
of the Officers to Take Him Without a 


Warrant and Then Refuse to Accept a 


Bond Approved by a Justice of the 


PeacewHe Is Released=No Open Bet- 


ting Yesterday. 

There was no open bookmaking or betting at 
Hawthorne race track yesterday, but six arrests 
were made under the direction of the Civic Fed- 
eration. The men captured were: Edward Cor- 
rigan. Charles W. Doherty, Mose Raphael, Ben- 
jamin Falk, George W. Ware, and A. Gritf. ‘Of 
these Corrigan and Doherty were released by 
order of Justice Adam Trapp of Cicero, who was 
on the eround and accepted bonds in 
the eum of $500, with John SBrenock 
ns eurety. The other four were hurried to town, 
where they. were arraigned later in the day be- 
fore Justice Ewing and beld in #500 bonds each. 

Deputy Sheriff Spear went to Hawthorne on 
the 2 o'clock train with a squad of fifty regular 
Deputy Sheriffs and warrants for ten bookmak- 
ers who escaped. arrost during the raid Friday. 
Spear had no sooner landed at the traek than 
Faik and Ware, who were two of the men for 
whom warrauts were beid, stepped up and sur- 
Lawyer B. M. Shatiner at 
oOnuce tendéred a bond approved by Justice 
Trapp and demanded their -release. This 
was refused by Spear, who held that 
a Justice could not interfere with the 
execution of a writ from u State 
court. and the prisoners were brought to the city. 
The other men wanted could not be found and 
Spear told his deputies to scatter about the 
grounds and arrest on sight without a warrant 
every vody who was caught in the act of making a 
bet. None of the bookmakers’ stands were occu- 
pied and there were no slates up, butthe odds 
were quoted on the quiet just the Same, and a 
great deai of betting was done on the shirt-cuff 
lan. It was while aceepting a wager of this 
cmd that A. Griff was arrested, and he, too, 
was rushed away to town in defiance of 
his attorney’s threat of an action against 
the Sheriff for faise arrest. As the afternoon 
wore on this kind of betturg, carrying the bandi- 
cap of cinch odds, became the rule and arrests 
were made almost every minute. Deputy Spear, 
however. in nearly ever instance ordered the re- 
lease of the suspects, as it was impossible to 
show they were not reputable men merely mak- 
ing a private wager among themselves. Maxy 
Biumenthal was gathered in while laying a $100 
bet with a friend on Sa lie Ciiquot, and in order- 
ing his re ease Spear said: 

‘1 don't be ieve it is our duty, so long as we 
have no warrants, to interfere with men who are 
making a private wager. but if we find a man go- 
ing around soliciting bets, or taking them from 
all comers, we will arrest him.” 

Corrigan Makes a Test,

The climax came when Mr. Corrigan, on the 
advice of Lawyer Shaffner, decided to make a 
test case of the right of Deputy Sheriffs to make 
arrests without warrants, and declining to ac- 
cept bonds approved by a Justice of the Peace.

Lawyer Shaff- 
her after chased it, and jumping on the steps of 
one of the cars shouted out a demand for the re- 
lease of the prisoner. It was refused, and by the 
time Shatfner was ready to get olf, the train was 
going so fast he had to make a dangerous leap. 
In the meantime. Corrigan and Doherty had 
been takén to the former’s private office in the 
paddock, and on the ‘way there one 
nervous deputy, Nate Terbune, unmindful 
of the fact that Doherty was 
moving along peacefu'ly, snatched outa revolver 
and pressed the muzzie against Doherty's abdo- 
men. The latter was horrified and said sharply: 

“For God's sake put that gun up. We don’t 
want any Gartield nonsense here.” 

The deputy put up his gun and the crowd 
huwled a little in derision, but that ended the 
scene. The maw who bad Mr. Corrigan in cus- 
todvy wes Frank Morgan, a slim young man who 
looked like a mere boy by the side of the stal- 
wart master Of Hawthorne. 

On reaching the office Justice Trapp approved 
bonds given by John. Brenock in the sum 

$500 for both Corrigan and _ Doherty 

set the case for hearing May 2l. 

in order to preserve his rights in 

bringing’an action for false arrest Mr. Corrigan 

made the usual legal refusal to accompany the 

deputy unless the latrer used force. What Mr.

Mr. Morgan turned pale and his knees trem- 
bled.

Mr. Morgan was grateful tolearn that he bad 
no fight on his hands, and referred the bond mat- 
ter to Mr. Spear. who accepted the surety and 
both of the prisoners were released. 

Cashing of winning ticketson Friday's races 
caused some trouble for a time, but acompromise 
was made by which the bookies were permitted 
to pay out money but not to accept any on new 
wagers. The officers of the association were ear- 
nest in enforcing this part of the compact, and 
there was no violation of it except tn the one in- 
stance, when a bet was purposely taken to-insure 
au arrest as the foundation for a test case. 

The program fixed upon by the Hawthorne 
people at the eleventh hour yesterday will be 
followed at Hariem next weck.

Mayor Swift and Chief Badenoch Take 
Measures Which Suppress the Evil. 

Gamblers who expected Mayor Swift and Chief 
Badenoch would countenance gaming even ina 
restricted form now realize the jig is ap and that 
for two years at least their vocation is gone. The 
screws have been applied more effectually than 
any reform society ever applied them, and there 
ha ve been no written orders or flourishes. The 
simple announcement was made that gambling- 
houses would not be tolerated. That settied it.

biuff. but they know pow it was not. Repeated 
efforts were made through certain newspapers to 

et the Mayor to announce bis policy as to gam- 
ee but he simply refused to discuss the mat- 
Explicit instructions were given to ins tors 
that all gambling in their respective dielalaen 
Those of the gambling fra- 
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ternity who have kept their games running since 


the eve of the recent election were notified the 
present administration would not tolerate it, and 
since that time, it is claimed, it has been impos- 
sibie for those wio frequent such resorts to tind 
a game of any description. The handbook poo 
rooms that were tolerated for atime have, with 
other games, been obliged to cease operations. 
Inspector Show, it is said, has seen personaily 
that all of the old hannts in the down-town dis- 
trict have been closed. Mayor Swift said yester- 
day he taid down no policy in regard to gam- 
bling and that Chief Badenoch had full control 
of the matter. Chief Badenoch readily admitted 
the orders had been. issued and advanced the be- 
lief they had also been effective. 

“Now.” said the Chief, “anything concerning 
the mcrals of the community it isnot our policy 
to attempt to regulate or suppress with a brass 
band orin that order. Gambling must cease. 
and wiil not be permitted in any form where it 
comes to the notice of the department. Of 
course there will always be more or iess private 
games running, such as in dwellings and club- 
houses, but any form of gambling that is of its 
nature pub ic wi'l not be tolerated.” 

Inspector Fitzpatrick of the Second Division 
said all gambling in any form in his district had 
been closed for several days. The proprietors of 
places where gambling flourished were told in 
positive terms they must close at once and per- 
manently, and ‘hat favors wouid be shown to 
none and political precedence would be of no 
avail to any one. 

Not only has gambling been placed under the 
ban of the present administration. but many s8a- 
loons where women were inthe habit of congre- 
gating, especially on the West bdide, have not 
been able to renew their annual ticenses. The 
resorts on State street and South Halsted street, 
where the evil especially flourished, have been 
given orders and obliged to strictly adhere to 
them.

Mr. Miller said he had been coming to Chicago 
since previous to the big tire. He had watched 
the city’s growth with pride, unmixed with jeal- 
ousy, and at each visit always found something 
to excite his admiration and surprise. He had 
came to Chicago tlis time primarily to 
taik to his Methodist brethren, but also to 
see. the machinery and improvements in 
making: canals in use on the Drainage 
channel. What he saw, he said, was certainly 
one of the greatest works now in progress in the 
world, and one which would attract the atten- 
tion of engineers everywhere. The Nicaragua 
Canal had gained much by waiting. for the rea- 
son that through the improved machisoery found 
in the Chicago drainage district the cost of 
digging would be reduced 25to 30 percent. He 
thought it likely that the skill and experience of 
the engineers engaged on the Chicago work 
would be employed in Nicaragua. 

Mr. Milier said some Chicago folks had called 
his attention to the fact that a certain wedding 
in the East did not take place as advertised. 
However, he would assure his hearers Brooklyn 
would grow while waiting for the uhion which 
would eventnally be celebrated. He had heard 
since coming to this city that Chicago was 
larger than 
looking around to see what Chicago 
could take into holdits supremacy after New 
York had espoused Brooklyn. The only place in 
sight was Evanston. Mr. Miller spoke with feel- 
ing of Chicago’s happy facility for rapid changes 
in temperature and politics. In the iatter re- 
spect he hoped to see a wider change—one that 
inciuded the whole State—before long. 

Hehad been told there was a new party form- 
ing in the West that was going to absorb both 
the old parties. In that cate there would be no 
fun in polities, but he did not believe it wouid 
come to pass. He spoke of the disastrous changes 
which had come to the country since the 
election of 1892, changes so _ disastrous 
that no man could compute the losses they en- 
tailed. These losses, he said, tar exceeded the 
physical suffering of the War of the Rebellion. 
lle predicted that at the next Presidential! elec- 
tion the great wrong done in 1892 would be cor- 
rected. The Popuiists and the silverites were 
going to take possession of the Democratic or- 
ganization and name its candidates. The honest 
Democtats would come to the,Republican party 
and aid it in restoring the prosperity it had al- 
ways brought the country when ih power, 

Mr. Milier concluded by pointing out the ad- 
ventages that would accrue to Chicago and the 
whole country by the completion of the Nica- 
ragua Canal. Hehad voted for the first appro- 
priation for the Hennepin Canal and hoped to see 
the governmenttake upthe Drainage Canali at its 
terminus and make a ship canal to the Missis- 
sippi, so that when the Nicaragua Canal was 
finished sea-going vessels could sail from Chi- 
cago to any part.of the Pacitic Ocean. After 
that he would be pleased to see a ship 
canal from Chicago to the Atlantic. The 
Nicaragua Canal should be buiit by 
American enterprise and American money,

Jordan and Augusta Executed in Colorado 
After Many Delays. 

Denver, Colo.,.May 11.—Thomas Jordan and 
Peter Augusta were banged at Cafica City this 
evening. 

Jordan fortwo years succeeded in deceiving 
the most expert scientists in mental diseases. 
During all that time Jordan has preserved the 
same outward appearance of insanity. He 
thought he would some day be able to prove 
he was not. morally. responsible for the 
death of August Gisin. At the time 
of the tragedy he was looking for 
avother smelter employé against whom he har- 
bore ia grudge. Inflamed with. liquor Jordan 
came around the sme.ter one Sunday evening for 
the avowed purpose of slaying his enemy.

He Passes Away While Conducting Meet- 
ings at Lubec, Me. 
Indianapolis.. Ind., May 11.—{Special.]—Ex- 
Gov. Ira J. Chase died at 1 p. m. today at Lubee, 
Me., where he had been holding a protracted 
meeting for the Rev. Harry Minnich, formerly of

this State. The remains will be brought to this 
city for interment. The canse of death was ery- 
sipelas. He leaves a widow, son, and daughter 
residing at Irvington. 

Vabash, Ind, May 11.—{Special. }—Ex-Gov. 
Ira J. Chase of Indiana. whose death occurred 
at Lubec, Me., today, was pastor of the Christian 
Church of Wabash from 1880 to 1883. News 
here of his death proved a great shock to -his 
former parishioners. 

(Ira J. Chase was born in Rockport, Monroe 
County. N. Y.. Dee. 7, 1834. is father, Benja- 
min C, Chase, wasa farmer. Mr. Chase received 
his early education in the schools of tlan in 
his native State, and completed it at, the 
seminary at Medina. When 20 # years 
of -age his parents tieft New York 
and moved to Cook County. Illinois. The elder 
Chase continued his agricultural pursuits and 
kept his two sons, of which the ex-Gdvernor was 
the younger, busy onthe farm. In 1861 Ira J. 
Chase secured a position to teach in a nsigh bor- 
ing school. Soon before the war broke out he 
married Miss Rioda I. Castle of Cook County. 
He enlisted in Company C, Nineteenth Lilinois 
Regiment. in 1861 and attained the rank of Ser- 
geant. While his regiment was in none of the 
famous. batties of the war it traveled 
nearly 4.000 miles through the States of 
Missouri, Kentucky, Tennessee, and Alabama. It 
was his regiment that went ‘through the famous 
bridge at Mitchel, Ind.. when Company C, Nine- 
teenth Illinois. was lost almostto a man. Mr. 
Chase’s health began to faii in 1863, and without 
making any application he was honorably dis- 
charged. Mr. Chase and his wife returned to 
Cook County in 1867, where he again attempted 
farminy, but his health would not permit it. He 
abandoned the idea, and after studying theology 
was appointed to acharge at Mishawaka, Ind.. as 
a minister in the Christianchurch. His app»int- 
ments werethen as follows: La Porté, 1867; 
Pittsburg. Pa., 1869: Peoria, Il, 1871; Wa- 
bash, 1880, and from i884 until be was elected 
Lieutenant-Governor he was preaching at Dan- 
ville, Ind. He had been prominent in’ State 
evangelical work since his campaign against 
Matson for Congress. His G. A. R. record was 
one of prominence. He wasa charter member of 
the Robert H. Emmet Post of Wabash and in 
1886 was elected Department Chaplain by ac- 
clamation. . In 1887 he was elected Indiana De- 
partment Commander over five competitors, re- 
ceiving 124 more votes on the first’ bal- 
lot than all the rest combined. In 1888 
he was again elected Department Chaplaio. 
When he ran for Congressin the Fifth District 
against C. (. Matson he reduced the Democratic 
majority from 1.600 to 528 In 1888 he was 
elected Lieutenant-Governor with Gen. Hovey as 
Governor of Indiana. Gov. Havey died in 1891 
and Mr. Chase succeeded tothe Gubernatorial 
chair. He was renominated by the Repubiicans 
in 1802, but was defeated in the genera! over- 
throw of that year. Since “leaving the 
Governors ollice he had been an _  evangel- 
ist in the Christian Chuareh His un- 
fortunate association with the Zimri 
Dwiggin mushroom banking scheme in Indiana 
resuited in bis indictment in the Greentown bank 
failure. After the 1893 panie Mr. Chase wos 
shown to be an innecent victim iunposed on by 
the promoters and tardy justice was recently 
done him by the dismissal of the case at Frank- 
aah ue State, without ever bringing him to 
trial.

New York, May 11.—[Special.]—Everybody in 
an official capacity at the Brooklyn Navy-Yard is 
discussing the resignation of Rear-Admiral 
Meade and his chances of being court-martialed 
for his attack on the administration.

While Admiral Meade 
was at La Guayra this spring he had occasion to 
communicate with the United States Legation at 
‘Caracas. Admuirai Meade’s report, according to 
persons Who know what transpired at La Guayra, 
reflects severely upon the sobr.ety of the Minis: 
ter. and asserts peglect of business. Mr. Hazel- 
ton arrived here Tbursday. Tonight Mr. Hazel- 
ton said: 

‘**Lunderstand Admiral Meade has made a 
report contaiming serious charges against me. 
Durtng his recent visit to Veneznela all did not 

o as smoothly us possible. Beiore. leaving La 
Baovre ne stated he wouid report I was drunk 
at the reception tendered him.

When the Admiral was aboitto come to Caracas 
with my secretary, Mr. Bartlemann, at once 
made up a list of prominent ofticials to be called 
on and to be invited tothe reception to the Ad- 
mira], ° We accompanied the Admira! in his call 
on President (‘respo. Theo we proceeded tocall 
on the members of the Cabinet. After several of 
these calls hau been made Admiral Meade said it 
was improper for an Admiral to be driving about 
making cailson the Cabinet. We had already 
made several calls, so that I said to Admiral 
Meade thatit’'would be a serious reflection on 
whom he failed to call 
after having seen their colleagues. 
Then we were detained about thirty seconds at 
. the door of ote of the Cabinet officers. This also 
irritated the Adm ral and-he resented what he 
regarded as an undign fied proceeding. I had 
relied on the five years’ experience of Mr. Bartle- 
mann, my secretary, who. said it was- the local 
custom. Under the instructions of the State Da- 
partment to Ministers the tocal customs on 
questions of etiquette are always to be observed. 
Another irritation occurred as to calling on the 
foreign Ministers. But Admiral Meade positive- 
ly declined to call on them. So none attended 
the receptiow and he grew angry, The Vene- 
zuelian Government was not greatly impressed 
with the visit of Admiral Meade.”’

Advisory Board Composed of State Repre- 
sentatives to Be Formed to Determine 
What Candidates the Members of the 


Order Shall SupporteNew Declaration 


of Principles Embracing the Interna- 


tional FeatureseFight with 
Gang at Dunkirk, Ind, 


Milwaukee, Wis., May 11.—[{Spoecial.]—The 
Supreme Council of the American Protective As- 
sociation which held the last session of its 
seventh annual meeting tonight has taken action 
to control the elections in all parts of the 
country, not only State and local, but national. 
On the recommendation of the Committce on 
Political Action the Council established what 
shall be known.as an Advisory Board. It shall 
consist of the State President and one delegate 
elected from every Stete Council in the Union. 
This board shall meet at the call of Supreme 
President Traynor and its duties are purely po- 
litical. It is instructed to investigate the cbar- 
acter and the standing of every aspirant for a 
political office from the President down and to 
select those who are most favorable or who will 
indorse the principles of the order. The mem- 
bers of the order are expected toast their votes 
in accordance withthe wishes, of* the Advisory. 
Board. This new national body will be calied 
together early in the coming Presidential contest 
so that it will bein good working order before 
the national conventions meet. 

President Traynor was authorized to appoint 
a committee to represent the American Protect- 
ive Association which will mest in the near fut- 
ure with a committee from the Canadian branch 
when the Supreme Counci: of the world wiii be 
formed The time or place of this meeting or 
that of the Nationa! Advisory Board was not set- 
tied but the latter will probably meet in Wash- 
ington. 

The Declaration of Principles for the Inter- 
national Protective Association was adopted to- 
day. It is as follows: 

1. The voice of the people, intelligently and 
justly expressed. is the supreme law. 

2. The perfection of all lawis the recognition 
of the right of local se!f-government. 

3. The right of freedom of conscience, of intel- 
ligence, free speech, free press. and the preroga- 
tive of unrestricted private judgment is beyond 
all question. 

4. In detining and enforcing the laws and in 
the definition of its jurisdiction and powers the 
State ils supreme. 

5. Ailinstitutions of an ecclesiastical char- 
acter claiming tempora! dominion or the right to 
define the extent of their own jurisdiction are 
inimical to allforms of constitutional govern- 
ment and are a menace to the perpetuity thereof. 

6. The intellectual and moral advancement of 
the world ‘is best: expedited by a sound and fra- 
ternal union between ail peopies and races whose 
civilization is the highest and whose liberty of 
conscience is the most perfect; and the welfare 
of mankind is best enhanced and preserved by 
the continuance of a lasting peace between ail 
races and peopies opposed to the efforts of seifish 
and soulless international and universal, ecclesi- 
astical and financiai corporations to disturb the 
harmony of universal brotherhood by the: rude 
alarms of barbarous, dehumanizing, and enslav- 
ing war. 

The aims and purposes of the association 
are: 

1. To establish throughout the civilized world 
the principies of the organization by ail proper 
and lawfna! means. 

2. To uphold the right of self-government har- 
moniously with the best interests of the whole. 

3. To secure and maintain the supremacy of the 
state as expressed by the voice of the people. 

. Te assist with var moral support all people 
in their efforts to.secure and perpetuate the en- 
actment of legislation based upon the broad 
principles of constitutional liberty. 

5. To resist by ail lawful means all attempts 
made by the enemies of peace and international 
harmony. of freedom of speech and conscience, 
to precipitate war or engender ostile feelings 
between all nations wherein branches of the or- 
ganization may be estabiished.

The bipartisan measure is unconstitu- 
tional, first, because it makes the political creed 
of the appointee a prime requisite for the office; 
second, because it is inoperative in that it does 
not admit of tenure of office after the appointee

Omaha, Neb., May 11.—{Special.]—A care- 
ful tabulation of reports received from rail- 
road agents shows the frost last night did 
little damage throughout the State, although 
garden truck in a number of places suffered 
considerably. Fruit trees have not been 
greatly injured, although grapes at a num- 
ber of stations along the lines show decided 
touches of frost. In the South Platte coun- 
try there was little damage done, and in 
many places not the least evidence of frost 
was noticeable this morning. The Superin- 
tendent of the line between Fremont and 
Long Pine telegraphed there was a light 
frost over his division, but the damage was 
slight; garden stuff suffered somewhat and 
small grain in a few localities on low ground 
would probably have a little setback, but 
not seriously injured. Supt. Chivert of the 
Burlington telegraphed the general offices 
of his company that the frost was general in 
the west half of the State, and showing in 
spots in the east half. However, it was ap- 
parently light everywhere, and no damage 
was done except to gardens in some places. 
Between Omaha and North Platte, be- 
yond blighting garden truck in spots, the 
damage to small grain is light, although it 
will have a temdency to put the growth back 
a fortnight.

KANSAS HAS A CYCLONE SCARE, 


Storm Rages at Vieits and Vermillion, De- 
molishing Small Buildings. .

TELL OF COUNTRY RUNS, 


Readers of “ The Tribune” Describe Experi- 
ences In Sun and Kain. 

A country run which could be made with 
much enjoyment on a pleasant day is a dif- 
ferent affair in the rain. [In the following 
letters runs of both kinds are described: 

P. W. Armstrong—There is a rather interesting 
trip which lies within and near the city’s limits 
and is probably out of the course of wheelmen 
generally.

Some 
distance from the city limits lie the deserted 
grounds of the National Stock-Yards company. 
Weeds are fast hiding the rusting rails from 
sight. Continuing several miles further west, a 
turn is made towards the north as far as Summit, 
thence back to the city either by way of Fifty- 
fifth street and Archer avenue or the towpath of 
the old canal. 

ik’. Lb. ‘Wilder—At 5:15 a. m. last Saturday morn- 
ing two friends and myself started on a century to 
Hiuff Lake and return. We started from Evans- 
ton, rode west and northwset through Half-Day 
and Libertyville to Lake Villa. 

We arrived at our destination and were two 
miles On the return when at 1:30 p. m. we were 
overtaken by a thunder-storm.

©. 8S. Johnston-—I ride and preter the Frazier 
because I have found by making comparative tests 
that it butcoasts any other wheel, indicating that 
the bearings are so constructed as to reduce fric- 
tion to a minimum, and the new way of adjusting 
the bearings is simpjy great. In addition the 
large, blown-up tubing affords a stiffer frame for 
the weight than the ordinary sizes. 

The detachable tire aiso catches me, for, unlike 
other similar tires, it stays in place as well when 
the tire is deflated as inflated. 

Frank D. Chase—In my estimation the Sterling 
is the best wheel on earth. . Reasons: I found aft- 
er viSiting the Chicago cycle factories that the 
Sterling people put more money. time, and care 
im the construction of their wheel than any other 
manufacturer. ‘The Sterling is an exceptionally 

‘running wheel and the bearings are easily 

‘hed and adjusted and are positively dirt and 
water proof, as I discovered upon looking at thetn 
after having finished a century, twenty odd miles 
of which were ridden through rain and mud, plus 
fifteen on railroad ties, and the wheel was wv. K. 

J. M. MeCarthy—lI ride the Benbow and think it 
the best for the following reasons: The bearings 
which are the most vita! part of a wheel, are 
turned from tool steel. The tubing is not gas-pipe, 
like a great many high grades. The spokes are 
made from the finest piano steel wire. The lines 
of the frame are graceful and true. The rims are 
larped and the ends held by at least one spoke, 

are not dove-tgiled. I do not know much 
enamel, but so far as 1 can see it looks all 

. The wheel weighs twenty pounds, I weigh 
185, and I have ridden it over roads that I woul 
not dare to ride another wheel over without a man- 
ufacturers'’ guarantee. 

_W. EB. Kinkead—I have ridden during the last 
three years over 15,000 miles on the Imperial 
wheel, which I prefer to all others. I never hada 
break-down from any defect in the wheel.

Absence of All Regular Bookmaking 
Causes Considerable Bother to Those 
Who Want to BeteSeveral Professionals 
Stand on the Turf and Take Offers, but 
Only from Persons Known to Them= 
Bookmakers Likely to Form a Club 
Similar to Tattersall’'s. 


New York. May 11.—{Special.]—The racing 
season of 1895 opened today at Morris Park un- 
der what were. in some respects, auspicious con- 
ditions, and in ozher respects, to some persons at 
leust, quite the reverse. So far as the weather 
Was concerned there was nothing toask. The 


excitement of the betting ring, of course, was 
wholly lacking. There was betting, and 
considerable of it, but in only one 
case was any of it done openly. 


The bookmakers stood ,in front of the crand- 
stand. They approacKed no one and did)no busi- 
ness with men unknown to them. The method 
pursued was to take the name of a client and te!l 
him where to send acheck. About the middle of 
the afternoon the space in front of the grand- 
stand became practically a betting ring, with the 
difference that the bookmaker tried to look un- 
concerned, had no stand but the sward, and dis- 
played no money. : 

t was largely. of course, a social function. 
The attendance would have been a credit.to Mor- 
ris Park on a regular day. 

It is generally supposed that in the near future 
a club will be formed solely of bookmakers, who 
wifl conduct business. similar to Tattersall’s. 
For the time being. however, the business will be 
on the handbook system. It will not be surpris- 
ing, when Brooklyn opens, to see some of the 
bookmakers foliow the English method and 
make themseives distinguishable by wearing 
unique apparel.

The mixture is cooked until it 
begins to be of the proper consistency, when 
it is taken off the fire, stirred thoroughly, 
and then poured into buttered tins to harden, 
after which it is cut into squares. Itis usu- 
ally eaten warm, because the party of girls 
making it is always ready to begin just as 
socn as it is available. If one or more of 
them burns her tongue a little this contrib- 
utes to the interest of the occasion. What- 
ever portion of it survives until the next day, 
however, is just as good as the rest. When 
made at home on the kitchen range it is 
delicious, but when manufactyred at college

The dodge suggested is akin 
to those resorted to by seme of the Kings of the 
olden times, without authority of other law than 
their own will, and not less disreputable than 
schemes for beating creditors either by paying 
them in half worth money or in paper fiat stuff 
having no value at all. } 


The Silver Dollar. 

Chicago, May 6.—{ Editor of The Tribune. ]—So 
far as silver may be used for the purpose of mak- 
ing fractional or subsidiary coins it is bene» 
ficial, a convenience, or perhaps even a neces- 
sity, but beyond this purpose and use it is a det- 
riment tothe moneyed and commercial interests 
of the country. 

We may use silver to convert the unit dollar 
into fractions, but the moment we undertake to 
stamp 50 cents’ worth of the metal with the dol- 
lar mark of the government we produce disaster 
and ruin. Such bas been the experience of the 
past, and there is noreason to suppose that there 
wouid be any different result if the coinage was 
resumed. 

From 1793 to 1879 we were practically on a 
goid basis. The amount of silver dojilars in cir- 


culation was sosmali as really to form no part 
of the money of the country. In the latter year 
the coinage ot the dollar was resumed and the 
disturbance commenced. 

Prior to 1873 but 8,000,000 of silver dollars 
all toid had been coined. Then ander the Biaad 
law of 1878 the manufacture of dollars was re- 
sumed. For a number of years the amount 
coined was 2,500,000 r month. increased to 
4.500.000 under the Sherman iaw. This coin- 
age was continued untii 420,000,000 of these 
cheap doliars had been issued from the mint.

The gold may be reduced to 
weight by allowing 23.22 grains of the pure 
metal for each dollar of value. and remembering 
that there are 480 grains ina trey ounce. It has 
been claimed that the proportion of silver to 
gold. by weight, was 31 to 1 baif acentury ago, 
and that now there are about eighteen tons of 
silver to each ton of gold. Itis impossible to 
make an intelligent guess at the large quantities 
of go!d and silver that are locked up in theshape 
of ornaments or buried out of sight in countries

~ Presideit Moore presented the following state- 
ment of the club’s affairs: 

“Two years ago at your annual meeting you 
appointed a Building committee, consisting of 
the then Board of Directors and the ex-Presi- 
‘dents, to make sketches and otherwise make 

yreliminary preparations for a_new club-house. 
This committee did a good deal of preliminary 
work during the year and at your last annual 
meeting submitted several plan for your ap- 
-proval, with estimates of cost, at yhich meeting 
vou continued this committee, instructing it to 
zo on with the club-house, authorizing it to build 
aclub-house not to cost over $50,000 and to 
make 4 toan of this amount, if necessary, pledg- 
ing the ground belonging to the club as security 
tor the same. : ; 

“The Building committee then went immedi- 
ately to work and recommended to your Board 
of Directors a series of pians which were ap- 
proved. It then took carefal estimates from 
competent builders to be sure that it could be 
built for the money’ appropriated, after which 
they negotiated a loan of A. J. Averill for $45,- 
000 at 5 percent per annum, interest payabie 
semi-annualiy—$5,000 to be paid in five years, 
$15,000 tu be paid in ten years, and $25 000 to 
be paid 1n fifteen years—with the agreement that 
the club should thake the loan either $4U0,000 or 
$45,000, as it might require to build. . By the 
terms of the loan from Mr. Averiii we had to 
take $20,000 of the loan Jan. 1, 1895, the rest as 
we might need it, any time before Aug. 1. 

‘* Your board in the fali mado the necessary 
contracts and the basement of the ciub-house 
was finished so that in the early spring they 
could goon with the superstructure. In the 
meantime your board had solu so much of your 
lot as lies east of Lake avenue, known as the 
‘triangle.’ for $10.000 cash.- It immediately 
loaned the $20.000 of the Averill loan and the 
$10,000 reeeived for the ‘triangle,’ making $30,- 
000, at the rate of 4 per cent, so as to cover tne 
interest we were to.pay on the Averill loan. Hav- 
ing thus secured the funds the board went imme- 
diately forward and let contracts for the super- 
structure of tlie ciub-house, which, as you all 
know, is now being putup. The contracts let 
and the estimates made to finish amount to a lit- 
tle less than $45,000, not including the $1,000 
paid for addition to lot.

War Veterans to Celebrate the Fall 


of the twenty-fifth anniversary of the battle of 
Sedan; and those who participated in the battle 
are arranging to go to the fatherlandin a body 
to be presert af the festivities. 

This annivergary has been celebrated in Ger- 
many ever since the battle was fought by private 
parties and private societies; but the twenty- 
fifth anniversary is to be celebrated under the 
auspices of the government itself on an unprece- 
dented scale of magnificence. Emperor William 
has announced that the brillance of the ceremo- 
nies shall be in perfect accord with the magni- 
tude of the historical event to be;commemorated. 
The celebration will be held at Berlin and ror 
sic, and will last several days. it wil! naturally 
attract the entire court and ail the magnificence 
of the military establishment, and the trinmph 
of. Germany over her traJitional foe will voice it- 
self in the grandest of music and -the sublimest 
flights of German oratory and poetry. 

This event has been anticipated with delight. 
and the excursion of the veterans in this country 
to Germany in honor of it has been contemplated 
for the last two years. But the preparations are 
now far enough advanced to make them of gen- 
eral interest. The idea of an excursion to Ger- 
many originated in Chicago, and itis stil! ex- 
pected that more veterans will zofrom Chicago 
than from any other city in the cauntry.. Buta 
goodly number will go from every other large 
city, though for some unaccountable reason Mi!l- 
waukee hasas yet done nothing aboutit. The 
namber who will go from Chicago is estimated 
at 300. The entire party from all over the United 
States is expected to number 650. ; 

The organization of the excursion has been al- 
most entirely the work of the Deutschen Krieger- 
Verein of Chicago, and in particular of its Presi- 
dent, Joseph Schienker. The arrangements have 
progressed so far that Mr. Schlenker has already 
chartered the North German Lioyd steamer 
Fuida to convey the patriots across the ocean, to 
sail Aug. 17, and has guaranteed 150 cabin and 
500 steerage passengers, though the number may 
be much larger. The jist of the excursionists 
has not yet been made up, and it may be two 
weeks before the program of the celebration will 
be promulgated and reach this country.

HIS WORK ISSLIPSHOD | 


PALLON THOUGHT TRE PESTHOUSE 
OONTRACT NOT VERY BINDING. 


Loose and Careless Methods of the Hopkins 
Administration Not Characteristic of 
Swift’s Policy=Report of the Expert on 
the Poor Foundations—Teeples Becomes 
Defiant Toward Badenoch, Who Will 
Turn His Case Over to the City Law 
Department—Other Municipal News. 


To what extent the foundations of the new 
smallpox hospital at Thirty-fifth street and 
Lawndale avenue will have to be reconstructed 
Commissioner of Public Works Kent is not able 
to tell. The investigation will be renewed to- 
morrow. The Commissioner had William Fallon, 
the contractor, in his office yesterday, but the 
latter. it seems, was unable to give any good ex- 
cuse for his not having followed the specifica- 
tions or having done the work in such a reckless 
manner. The trouble with Mr. Fallon seems 
to have been that he did not expect 
the department would hold him down to the 
specifications. He seems to have depended upon 
the belief that the business of the department 
would be conducted in the same loose manner 
that it has been heretofore, 

Special Architect Waid, indorsed by City Archi- 
tent Watson, presented a written report to the 
Commissioner yesterday. It seoms the walls of 
the foundation are four inches higher than they 
should have been, and that the cement used is of 
an inferior quality. It is thought a good part of 
the work will have to be done a second time, as 
Commissioner Kent intends to hold Fallon & Co. 
tothe terms of their agreement, and will hold 
their bondsmen liable for any damage the city 
has incurred through the negligence of the con- 


tractors. 
Report of the Expert. 

The report upon the condition of the building 
is as follows: 

“ W. D. Keot, Commissioner of Public Works: 
May 9. on my first visit to the new smallpox 
hospital no work had been done on : buildings 
‘AA,’ *L,’ J,’ °*VWX,’ * ¥ and Z.’ The general 
excavation only had been completed for buiid- 
ings 'A,’ 'B,’ °C,’ and ‘D.’ Foundations were 
being built for buildings ‘F,’ ‘G,’ and ‘H.’ 
Foundations were completed for buildings ‘I,’ 
a on, os, a Re oe oe ee 
‘U.’ Atnoop today when mason work ceased 
foundations wére complete in *F,’ ‘G,’ and ‘H,’ 
and nearly so for buiiding ‘E.’ I find from 
levels taken by Assistant Engineer Wilcox, in 
reference to a mark on a tree, which contractor 
stated was given as grade level! for under side of 
water table, that the tops of the foundations 
vary on the average but slightly from the 
correct level, but from a limited number 
of measurements taken to the bottom of 
footings, and from the subcontractor’s own state- 
ment it appears that the excavation was not car- 
ried to the depth required by about four inches. 
As nearly as we are able to determine the bot- 
tom width or thickness of the foundations often 
runs four inches and more than required, I find 
that the trenches were not kept ciear of water 
while laying the footing course and that the foot- 
ing course was bedded in mortar. The greater 
part of the rubble work seems to have been laid 
in Louisville instead of Utica cement mixed with 
common Indiana ‘bank sand, and _ also 
an jwferior torpedo sand instead of 
lake shore torpedo throughout, as _ re. 
guired by the specifications. The walls 
were found to be holiow in many places, small 
stones and sprawls being thrown in without bed- 
ding in mortar. The mortar used was so poor that 
in many cases it could be crushed easily between 
one’s thumb and finger,-even after the work had 
been in place forseven days. In short, the work 
appears to be very ordinary rubble work and not 
up to the requirementsof the specifications. :

It would seem asif Fallon & Co. anticipated 
some extras. It is asserted,~“however, that the 
irregularities are caused by carelessness, because 
the department under the last administration 
was not particular es to the character of work 
done for it. ; 

Rake-off for the Barnacles. 


The investigation as to the stuffing of pay- 
rolls under the last city administration is still 
in progress in the Department of Public Works. 
In order that an injustice may not be done to 
men entitied to their money the Commissioner 
has arranged that ex-employés who make 
affidavit to their having done the work 
indicated by the pay-roli shall receive their 
money. That they may not be put to the ex- 
peuse of a notary fee he has directed one of the 
men in his office to acknowledge the affidavits. A 
number of wen have availed themseives of the 
opportuuity, but several peculiar instances have 
come to notice. Men have made ailidavits as to 
the number of days they have worked and the 
amount of money conring to them, who according 
to the pay-roli bave worked a greater number of 
days and entit.ed to a larger snm of money. This 
all goes to show that some barnacie over them was 
probably getting a ‘'rake off.’’ The street laborers 
and the men who work for $1.50 and $2 a day 
have been used apparently as a means of some 
boss or foreman making extras. To what extent 
this has been practiced during the last two years 
probably never will be known. 

It is quite apparent that the Commissioner has 
enough evidence already to make it pretty liveiy 
for certain foremen. After he has completed his 
investigation the Law Department will be con- 
sulted, and itis probabie criminai proceedings 
will be instituted in some manover. 

Fred Teeple Becomes Defiant, 

Fred Teeple, the man who was caught by Chief 
Badenoch’s general police order, has become de- 
fiant. Teeple was onthe police pay-roil asa 
patrolman. During his term of service he re- 
ceived $1,500 of the taxpayers’ money and itis 
this amount Chief Badenoch has requested him 
to return to the city or proceedings will be in- 
stituted against him. No one connected with 
the department has any knowledge of Teeple 
ever having rendered any service. He declares 
bedid detective work and reported direct to 
Mayor Hopkins. Chief Badenoch received a 
letter from Teeple’s attorneys, Richards & Add- 
ington, yesterday morning asking for an exten- 
sion of the time in which the Chief had given 
him to settle. Mr. Badenoch had given Teeple 
until yesterday. The attorneys said they had 
not had an opportunity to consult with their 
client. The chief was disposed to extend the 
time, but received a letter late yesterday after- 
noon from the attorneys informing him that 
Teeple would not settie, that he had rendered 
service for the money he had received, and in- 
forming the department that their client wouid 
await the institution of legal proceedings. Chief 
Badenoch said be did not know what kind of ac- 
tion would be commenced. He said he would 
turn the matter over to the Law Department.

It was 
decided to approve pay-rolls Nos. 1 and 2 and to 
pass all other bills for the want of the veritica- 
tion required by law. The meeting adjouned 
until Wednesday, May 15, at 5 p. m., to give the 
Clark, Supervisor, and Assessor time to secure 
the necessary aflidavits to be filed with the ac- 
counts, The board members’ are making 
every effort to comply _ strictly with 
every provision of the statutes to avoid the pos- 
sibility of such legal tangles as resulted from 
the methods of ex-Supervisor Leiendecker last 
year.

THEY ALL WOULD LIKETO BE GOVERNOR, 


Many Candidates Have Their Eyes on the 
Nomination, 

John R. Tanner, Chairman of the Repub- 
lican State committee, is strongly discussed 
among State and local politicians as an 
available candidate for Governor next year. 
The activity among the Democrats in 
floundering around for an issue has caused 
more than usual discussion among the lead- 
ers of both parties as to the best man to 
head the tickets. Some weeks ago Col. 
Matthews, ex-Controller of the Currency, 
went to Springfield from his Pike County 
home to look the situation over and get some 
idea from the Republican statesmen as to 
his own chances. He is said to have re- 
marked toa friend: 

‘There is but one thing for the Republic- 
ans to do next year, and that is to nominate 
John R. Tanner.” 

There are already several prospective can- 
didates. Congressman A. J. Hopkins of the 
Aurora district has been discussed. In 
Springfield he has made a strong impression 
and his record in Congress has brought him 
in close touch with Chicago, and many of 
the local politicians take to him with ex- 
treme kindness, . 

Ex-Gov. Fifer of Bloomington is said to 
have his lightning-rod up, and it is under- 
stood ex-Judge Horace Clark of Mattoon, 
who was a candidate for the nomination in 
1892, will again enter the field. J. B. Mes- 
sick of East St. Louis is spoken of, but it is 
suspected his candidacy is in the interest of 
Mr. Fifer. Dr. Robbins of Quincy has also 
been talked of more or less. 

There has been some talk that Mayor 
Swift had his eye on the Gubernatorial chair, 
but it is thought such discussion is unwar- 
ranted. Mr. Swift says it is nonsense. 

Mr. Tanner has also been mentioned fre- 
quently in connection with the nomination 
for State Treasurer. It is understood ex- 
Coroner Henry L. Hertz is also a candidate 
for this place. He was the candidate in 1892, 

Gen. Rowett of Carlinville is said to bea 
candidate for Attorney-General, and it is 
understood that Col. George C. Rankin of 
Monmouth will be a candidate either for 
Auditor or Secretary of State. Homer Tice 
of Menard County ts also mentioned for Sec- 
retary of State, but there is considerable 
talk to the effect that a Swedish-American 
should have this place on the ticket.

WORKS TO START UP. 


ILLINOIS STEEL OOMPANY WILL RE- 
SUME BUSINESS TOMORROW. 


If the Strikers Interfere They Will Find a 
Formidable Array of Satisfied Work- 
to Oppose Them—Less than a 
the 
Com. 


men 
Dozen of the Belligerents Join 
American Railway Union—The 
pany Will Not Take Them Back at Any 
PricemQuiet Prevailed Yesterday. 


There is outward peace at the yards of the 
Illinois Steel company at South Chicago and 
there is not likely to be anything else until to- 
night or tomorrow morning. Monday morning 
the company will start the works in spite of the 
strikers or any one else. Should the men who 
have struck again attempt tolead arabble of 
toughs through the works of the company they 
will probably find opposition other than the po- 
lice, for their own fellows have practically de- 
clared war against them. 

Friday night a big meeting was held at Rett- 
man’s Hall by the American Railway Union, 
which the strikers were asked to attend. Anum- 
ber accepted the invitation. Speeches were 
made by several members of. the union in 
Which the strike was mildly indorsed, 
but it was pointed out that as the 
strikers were not members of the union 
the American Railway Union could do nothing 
forthem, This paved the way for the proposi- 
tion that the men should join the American Rail 
way Union atonce. Had this proposition been 
taken up by the strikers it might have meant a 
tie-up for the entire plant. As itwasthe strikers 
debated a long time among themselves and then 
their spokesman announced that sney had no 
money to sparetojoin any union. As nothing 
had been said about payment of dues the Amer- 
ican Railway Union men became incensed and 
sharp talk followed. The strikers were told the 
American Railway Union didn’t particalarly 
want them anyway, but as the offer had been 
made the union would stand by it and accept as 
members thuse of the strikers who wanted to 
sie. Less than a dozen took advantage of the 
offer. 

The result of all this is that the men who want 
to work have got pretty tired of the anties and 
tomfooitery of the men whu went on strike. Ex- 
cept that they want an extra 50 cents a day the 
str.kers do not seeni to know what they want. 
They think if they join a union they will have to 
submitto arbitration and they are afraid the 
company will get the better of them. That their 
troubles could possibly be settled without any 
violence appears to be something they cannot 
understand. They don't trust the com pany. they 
don't trust the American Railway Union, and 
they hate the police because they were not ai- 
lowed to loot the yards. Since Friday night’s 
meeting the men who have staid by the com- 
pany are recalling several facts about the strik- 
ers which are not like.y to improve the estima- 
tion in which they are held. It is pointed out 
that the men who are now on strike are the ones 
who eighteen months ago took the places of 
other men who went out. Now they expect the 
sympathy to be extended to them which they de- 
nied to others. 7 

Altogther the lot of the strikers is not a par- 
ticular!y happy one. They have been summarily 
discharged by the Lilinois Steel company, and 
they cammot get work in South Chicago. The 
company has announced that it will fill their 
places with any menitcan get, and nobody but 
the strikers appears to care whether it does or 
not. The unfortunate sixty banked alot on the 
sympathy of the American Railway Union, and 
that creation of Debs has told the strikers to go 
to Halifax with their woes and their strike. And 
lingering in the background are some hundred 
battered, tired policemen just-fairly aching fora 
chance to knock the aforesaid strikers’ heads off. 
If those much harassed policemen are to geet 
that chance at ali they will have it Monday or 
possibly tonight. There are enough loafers in 
South Chicago to help get up.a mob, and they 
are expected to try to interfere with the men who 
will go to work’ Monday morning. The police 
guard will be kept up until Tuesday. 

When the day sbilt quit at 6 o'clock last night 
it was announced that applications for work 
Monday would be received. Acrowd of men at 
office applied. Among them were several of the 
strikers, but they were rejected. Most of the 
men were closely questioned as to ther attitude 
towards the company. Manager Walker said 
last night he expected to have men enough to 
start up all the blasts and did not think the 
strikers would dare to interfere. 

Peter Peters, who struck Officer McCaffrey on 
the head with a rock and severely wounued bim, 
and Frank Soggart, the [liinois Stee! company’s 
special officer, who flourished a knife and threat- 
ened to assault the officers who attempted to 
place bim under arrest, yesterday took a change 
of venue from Justice Robbin to Justice Foley, 
at Thirty-ninth and Cottage Grove avenue, where 
their cases wiil be heard tomorrow at 1 o'clock. 
Frank Koschsiski, another of the rioters, was 
fined $25 for throwing stones and resisting ar- 
rest; and Paul Pate, charged with disorderly 
conduct, was discharged by Justice Robbins. 

In a report of the rioting at South Chicago 
printed in THETRIBUNE it was said Julius Michau, 
a grocer, had been arrested for making insulting 
remarks to the poiice. The authority for this 
statement was Lieut. Wagner of the South Chi- 
cago station, who to!ld two reporters that he had 
himself put Michau in the wagon. Mr. Michau 
has written a letter to THE TRIBUNE denying 
that he was arrested and accusing the police of 
great brutality in driving peaceable people off 
the streets. The name of Mr. Michau does not 
appear on the arrest book of the South Chicago 
station.

CALL FOR A SILVER CONVENTION, 


Free Coinage Democrats of Iowa Will Meet 
in Des Moines June 6. 

Des Moines, Ia., May 11.—The following call 
for a silver conference in this city June 6 has 
just been issued: 

‘The situation in both State and National pol- 
itics at the present time demands the most seri- 
ous attention from every person who has at heart 
the welfare of the Nation, especially from every 
Democrat who is sincerely interested in the fut- 
ure of his party. Itcan no longer be doubted 
that a concerted effort is being put forth bya 
minority, but a powerful minority, within both 
the Republican and Democratic parties to foist 
upon the country the class doctrine of gold 
monometaliism as distinguished from the gen- 
uine bimetalliism contemplated by the Constitu- 
tion and advocated by the Democracy since the 
birth of the party. This. movement is backed 
primarily by the money-lenders of Europe, and 
secondarily by the class interests in this country 
that have growa up under the vicious legislation 
enacted by the Republican party during the last 
thirty years. 

‘A determined and persistent effort is being 
made by the minority within our party to com- 
mit the party to a false construction and inter- 
pretation of the Chicago platform of 1892. This 
false construction meaus nothing more nor less 
than gold monometailism, purs and simple, al- 
though a large majority of the voters of the 
party believe that the language of the platform, 
‘We hold to the use of both goid and siiver as the 
standard money of the country and the coinage 
of both gold and silver without discrimination 
against either metal,’ moans what it eays and 
that the Democratic party is committed to the 
restoration of silver to its rightful place as a full 
legal tender money on perfect equality with 
goid, as it was prior to the sufreptitious de- 
monetization by the Republican party in 1878.

BLAND TALKS FOR FREE SILVER. 


Opens His Colorado Lecture Tour with the 
Same Old Arguments, 

_ Denver, Colo., May 11,—Richard P. Biand,’ the 

Missouri ex-Congressman, opened his Colorado 

lecture tourin this city tonight to a packed 

house. Fully half those in attendance were 


women. 

“TI have chosen for my subject,’”’ said Mr. 
Bland, after acknowledging his magnificent re- 
ception. ‘The Fight of Twenty Years in Con- 
gress for the Free Coinage of Silver and the 
Fight Yet to Come.’” Mr. Bland gave an ac- 
count of the manner in which the alleged demon- 
etization of silver was accomplished and goid es- 
tablished as *he unit of value by the act of 1873. 

‘While it is evident,”’ he said, ‘‘from the man- 
ner in which this revolation in our monetary 
system was accomplished, it was done in an in- 
direct and stealthy manner, yet it was the most 
important and far-reaching legislation on money 
ever enacted by our government.” 

The lecturer then reviewed fully all the at- 
tempts made in Congress to remonetize silver 
after the effects of the act of 1873 became 
known. He said the free coinage bill of 1877, 
which was vetoed by President Hayes, was 
voted for by Mr. Carlisle of Kentucky, now Sec- 
retary of the Treasury; Mr. Foster of Uhio, who 
wag Secretary of the Treasury under Mr. Harri- 
son’s administration; Mr. erbert, now Secre- 
tary of the Navy: Mr. McKinley, now Governor 
of Ohio; Mr. Milis of Texas, now Senator from 
that State; and Mr. Morrison of Lilinois, now 
Inter-State Commerce Commissioner. 

Regarding the repeal of the Sherman silver 
law Mr. Bland said: “Impartial history would 
show that the result was secured by methods 
most reprehensible and deplorable. The 
moneyed power of this country and Europe had 
sought to bring our people and their representa- 
tives into compete subjection. The vast debts 
throughout the country were pressed for collec- 
tion, and when debtors went to the banks to se- 
cure loans to meet their obligations they were 
coolly told it was not safeto loan money until 
the repeal of the purchasing clause of the Sher- 
man act. The friends of gold monometaliism 
insisted that the repeal of the purchase clause 
of the Sherman. act would restore confidence 
throughout the country, invite aninflow of gold 
to our shores, and would bring universai pros-

IT DISTRIBUTES FLOWERS TO THE SICK, 


Chicago Flower Mission and Its Good Work 
in the Hospitals. 


The Chicago Flower Mission now holds regular 
weekly meetings Tuesdays at the Atheneum 
Building, and also at Memorial Baptist Church, 
Qakwood boulevard, near Cottage Grove avenue. 
The object of the association is to distribute 
plants, flowers, fruits, and delicacies to the sick 
and to charitable institutions in Chicagu. Ar- 
rangements have been made by which the 
various express companies will deliver 
flowers free. Persons wishing to donate flowers 
to this charity should secure “* Flower Mission”’ 
labels with which to mark their packages. 
These labels may be secured on application to 
Miss Mabelle Sturges, Corresponding Secretary, 
No. 3831 Vincennes avenue. The society was 
organized in 1874 by a few women, who con- 
tributed flowers from their gardens to brighten 
the hospital wards and cheer the sick and dying. 
From this humbie beginning the society grew 
rapidly, till it assumed a place among the fore- 
most, and certainly among the most de- 
serving charitable societies in Chicago. 
Some idea of the work accomplished 
by the society may be gained from the statement 
that from the spring of 1893 pntil the end of 
1894 it distributed over 48,000 bunches of flow- 
ers to the sick, besides a iarge quantity of deli- 
cacies and reading matter. lowers have been 
donated from time to time by the South Park 
Board and from various friends of the movement 
all over the country. So widespread has the 
work of the society become, it has been thought 
well to form a State guild, with the Chicago so- 
ciety as the central organization, and the society 
asks all charitable rsons interested in the 
movement to communicate with the secretary. 


HELP FOR LABRADOR’S STARVING. 


Shipload of Provisions Sent by Canada=— 
Nearly Two Hundred Dead. 


Quebec, May 11.—The worst of the stories of 
destitution and death reported from time to 
time from Northern Canada appear in the pub- 
lication by order of Parliament of the details of 
starvation and death among the Indians and 
Eskimos ‘of Labrador. Even tne more thrifty 
fishermen and farmers of the Labrador coast 
have been this winter. in a condition verging 
upon starvation, and a schooner load of provis- 
ions and of seed was sent to their assistance no 
later than last week. 

In the vicinity of Fort Chimo, a Hudson Bay 
company’s trading post on Ungava Bay, two- 
thirds of the entire tribe of Montagnais Indians 
trading at the post have perished of starvation 
in one season—over 160 in number. fhe Cana- 
dian Governmert has now taken action which it 
is hoped will prevent the repetition of such a 
catastrophe by piacing a sum of money at the 
disposa! of the Hudson Bay company for the re- 
lief of the Indians and the Eskimos in the event 
of another severe winter, for nearly thirty Eski- 
mos are reported to have perished in addition to 
the wholesale Indian fatality. 

The cause of ali the destitution this winter was 
the failure of the barren land caribou, or rein- 
deer, to frequent their accustomed haunts.

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LOOK FOR NO CHANGE 


IT IS EXPEOFED THE INOOME TAX 
DECISION WILL STAND. 


Justice Jackson Confers with Others of 
the Supreme Court, Who Held the Law 
Constitutional, and This Is Considered, 
from the Customs of the Court, an In. 
dication That Their Opinion Will 
Stand—Plans of Washingtonians for the 
Summer, 


Washington, D. C., May 11.—The nine Justices 
of the Supreme Court held a consultation at the 
Capitol today from 11 until 12 o'clock, and there 
is every reason to believe that the result of the 
consul! tation was to reach a conclusion on the 
income tax question. It is presumed that the 
usual custom of the court will be followed, and 
that to one of the Justices in the major- 
ity : has been assigned the work of pre- 
paring the Opinion of the court. 
The Justices in the minority may 
each write a separate dissent or not, as each in- 
dividually prefers. The consultations are held 
in secret, and no announcementof the conclu- 
sions reached are ever made ; rior to promuiga- 
tion from the bench, but some circumstances con- 
nected with the session rather point to the vote 
of Justice Jackson having been cast in favor of 
the constitutionality of the law. The princi- 
pal reason for this statement is to 
be found in the fact that after 
the consultation of all the members 
of the court a private conference was held be- 
tween Justices White, Harlan, and Brown, who 
were all in favor of the law at the previous hear- 
ing, and Justice Jackson. Chief Justice Fuller, 
the remaining Justice who favored upholding 
the law in part, was not present. The manner 
of Justices Harlan and White, who were the 
most strenuous supporters of the law 
in previous conferences, also led to the 
inference that they felt they were in 
the majority. These incidental facts 
of course are by no means conclusive, but as 
Straws they point to the uphoiding of the law. 
it is regarded as almost certain that the decision 
will be announced when the court reassembles 
May 20. Justice Jackson, now that he has cast 
his vote, will not endanger his health by a 
further stay in Washington, but will leave here 
next week, probably Monday night. for his home, 
a few miles outside of Nashville, Tenn. 


SUMMER PLANS OF WASHINGTONIANS. 


The President and Mrs. Cleveland Will Be 
at Gray Gables. 

Washington, D. C., May 11.—[{Special. ]—Mrs. 
Cleveland expects to spend June at Gray Gables, 
as the following month will be a more than com- 
monly important one in the Presidential house- 
hold and congratulations will soon be the order 
of the day. The President will, of course, be with 
his family at that time. The children are enjoy- 
ing to the utmost the free out-of-door life of the 
country and spend the days on the lawns at 
Woodley. 

The plans of the Cabinet officers are as yet de- 
cidedly vague in regard to summer outings. Miss 
Herbert has taken the initiative and gone abroad. 
Her idea in sailing so soon is to be in London to 
attend the last of the Qnueen’s drawing-rooms. 
Her presentation at court will be made by the 
American Ambassador and Mrs. Bayard and after 
the close of the London season Miss Herbert will 
travel on the continent.

MIGHT ASK THE STATES TO PAY BACK 


Question Raised as to Requiring Payment 
of Some $28,000,000. 

Washington, D. C., May 11.—An interesting 
question has been raised as to whether, in view 
of the depleted condition of the Treasury, the 
twenty-six States which in 1837 received from 
the General Government deposits amounting to 
over $28,000,000 could not be made to refund. 
Early in 1836, Congress having refused to ex- 
tend the charter of the Bank of the United 
States, found the government in possession of 
between $40.000.000 and $50,000,000 for 
which it had no immediate need, 
nor suitable place for safe keeping. June 23 an 
act was passed authorizing the Secretary of the 
Treagury to Gepoate under certain specified con- 
ditions, all of this money, sav¥o $5,090,000. with 
the States on their assuming the obligation of 
payment on demand. The States received 
amounts in proportion to their representation, 
from oe for Delaware to $4.014,520 to 
New York. Lllinois had $477,919; Indiana, 
$860,254. 


NOTES FROM THE NATIONAL CAPITAL, 


Representative Hitt Slightly Better and 
Mr. Gresham About the Same, 

Washingtoa, D. C., May 11.—[{Special. ]}—Rep- 
resentative Hitt’s condition was somewhat im- 
proved this evening, although there was a return 
of the rheumatic symptoms which caused his 
physicians considerable uneasiness.

IT MAKES HARCOURT MAD 


His Ill-Temper the Greatest 
Menace to the Liberals, 


FEAR OF THE LIQUOR ISSUE. 


Only Chance the Unionists Haye of 


Regaining Power. 


- ‘TALK OF THE ENGLISH CAPITAL. 


London, May 11,—[Coprighted 1895, by the Press 
Publishing Company, New York World.]—Lord 
Rosebery'’s momentary breakdown, while speak- 
ing in the Liberal club Wednesday night has re- 
vived the report of his intended resignation. 

- The London newspapers have all publicly ad- 
mitted now the fact that the Prime Minister did 
intend resigning just after his severe attack of 
influenza last Feoruary. That intention does not 
existnow. Thestatement of the precise situa- 
tion. confirmed by two members of the Cabinet, 
is as follows: 

The Prime Minister’s health undoubtedly is 
improving slowly. Were he not still suffering 
from occasional spells of insomnia he would be 
as strong asever. His temporary loss of memory 
at the club reception was not accompanied «by 
any appearance of faintness or dizziness, such as 
would indicate physical failure. Its real cause 
was that two gentlemen immediately behind him 
were engaged in a whispered conversation—a 
species of annoyance that always interferes with 
a speaker's flow of thought. The little speech, 
in fact, was more earnest and spirited in tone 
and manner after the brief pause than before. 

As to the possibility of his resigning the facts 
are these: Lord Rosebery was strongly disposed 
to resign immediately after his attack of in- 
fluenza, while the mental and physical depres- 
sion’ which follows that complaint were upon 
him. He would have resigned’ then, but the 
Queen prevailed upon him to reconsider his de- 
termination until she had her holiday abroad. 
He has now abandoned the idea of retiring. 

To those acquainted with the inside conditions 
of things in the Cabinet the surest proof of Lord 
Resebery's intention to romain Prime Minister is 
afforded by the recent alteration observable in 
the temper of Sir William Vernon Harcourt, the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer. While the possi- 
bility of resignation was in the air Harcourt was 

‘overflowing with good humor and high spirits, 
but ever since the Queen’s return was not fol- 
lowed by Rosebery’s surrender of. the seals of 
office Harcourt has been perfectly bearish in the 
House of Commons. He created a scene there 
yesterday by practically telling certain rebellious 
Scottish supporters of the government they 
might go to the Old Nick. 

Harcourt’s Dangerous I1l-Temper. 


It is not Rosebery’s resignation, but Harcourt’s 
ill-temper that is the most dangerous rock ahead 
for the government. He persists in his determi- 
nation to bring forward at the first opportunity 
his bill for local veto on the liquor traffic, 
though it has been received by all.the temper- 
ance supporters of the government in the House 
with decided disfavor. In fact, the general prog- 
nostication is if itis ever brought to the second 
reading the government will fall. It is well 
known the Liberal leader in the House of Com- 

_mons hasneyer forgiven Lord Rosebery for get- 
ting the Premiership over his head. 

The only real chance of success at the next 
election the Unionists now have is on the liquor 
issue. This question has wrecked every govern- 
ment that ever took it up, owing to the enormous 
resources of the brewing ‘interest and the wide- 
spread organization the brewers have at their 
command in the public houses. It is an open 
secret the Prime Minister and Sir William only 
speak when ministerial necessities compel them 

- to do so, and then only in the most formal way. 

a Rosebery has extended the olive branch 
ore than olice to his masterful colleague, but 

Sir William has made no reciprocal movement. 

When Lord Rosebery makes a private speech 
he rarely loses the opportunity of paying a com- 
pliment to Harcourt, but the latter has never, I 
think, publicly referred to Lord Rosebery since 
he became Prime Minister. Harcourt never ex- 

> pressed in any publin form regret for his chief's 
iliness, and on Lord Rosebery’s first appearance 
in public the other night the omission by Har- 
court of even the most formal compliment on 
his recovery has since been generally commented 
upon asa particularly glarng exhibition of per- 
sonal rancour and bad taste. 

Power of Advertising. 


Arthur Balfour's tribute, at the newspaper s8o-

. An Anti-Slavery Protest. 


The Secretary of the Anti-Slavery Society here 
protests against the action of the consuler agent of 
the United States at Tangier. The consular agents 
there have been in the habit of adopting certain 
resident merchants and others—thereby freeing 
them from. oppressions by the Sultan and other 
officials of Morocco—as quasi citizens of their 
various governments.

SLAP AT THE KAISER. 


REIOHSTAG REJBOTS THE ANTI-REV- 
OLUTION MEASURE. 


Angry Words Are Passed Between the Gov- 
ernment and Socialist Leaders and Much 
Excitement Attends the Final Disposal 
of the Bill—It Aimed at Personal Lib- 
erty and Free Speech—All Germany 
Waiting to See What the Emperor Will 
Do Now=—Gossip of Berlin. 

Berlin, May 11.—{Copyrighted, 1895, by the 
Associated Press.]—In view of the rejection by 
the Reichstag of Paragraphi1l1 of the anti- 
revolution bili, which practically sealed the fate 
of that measure, nobody was surprised when the 
Reichstag today, after rejecting Paragraph 112, 
refused to further discuss the bill, and 
all its amendments were withdrawn. Then the 
entire bill, paragraph by paragraph, was rejected 
without debate before the Reichstag adjourned. 
Though the rejection of the anti-revolution bill 
did not surprise anybody who has followed the 
popular agitation against it, and although the 
rejection yesterday of paragtaph 111 hope- 
lessly emasculated the bill, the discussion of the 
other sections was expected to drag along for a 
time as the government did not intend to with- 
draw the measure, although a continuance of 
the debate only promised further humiliation 
for the government. Therefore the coup de 
grace administered to the unpopular bill today 
was a relief to all concerned. 

It Is a Direct Rebuff to the Emperor. 

The most interesting speech during the discus- 
sion was that of Henry Groeber, which showed 
the Center party was irritated against the gov- 
ernmenton account of its management of the 
bill. Hesaid Herr von Koellar, the Prussiao 
Minister of the Interior, apparently regarded the 
Reichstag as an automatic machine into 
which bills were put in order to be 
pulled out as laws on the other side. 

Put Weapons in the Hands of Socialists. 


The utterance of Herr Von Koeller in support 
of the bill, he asserted, only put weapons in the 
hands of the Socialist party. Herr Groeber then 
proceeded to protest against the dictatorial! atti- 
tude assumed by Dr. Schoenstedt, the Prussian 
Minister of Justice, toward the Center party and 
declared the party would decline further respon- 
sibility for the measure. 

Dr. Schoenstedt replied in a speech which only 
served to further embitter matters and to leave 
the government at loggerheads with the Center 
party. 

The, proceedings were somewhat enlivened by 
the remarks of Dr. Sig], editor of the Bavarian 
Vatterland, and whose anti-Prussian utterances 
have earned him the nickname of “ Prussian Eat- 
er."’ .Dr. Sigl humorously criticised the bill and 
the Minister's speeches. He declared Herr 
von Koeller’s speech was an insult to the Reich- 
stag, but he was interrupted by the President, 
Herr von Buol-Berenberg, who remarked it was 
the President’s business to rebuke insults to the 
House. 

Herr von Koeller amid general«laughter os- 
tentatiously applauded’ Dr. Sig] as the latter re- 
turned to his seat. Upon resuming business to- 
day the Reichstag proceeded to discuss para- 
graph 112 of the anti-revolution bill. 

The Minister of War, Gen. Bronzart von Schel- 
lendorf, deciared he could well understand the 
Socialist antagonism to the army, which, he de- 
clared, was a solid wall, against which it was use- 
less for the Soctalists#to run their heads. Never- 
theless, he continued, socialism was picking at 
the foundation of this wall, and it was to prevent 
these attempts that the paragraph was intended. 

Herr Bebel, Socialist, replied the ruling circles 
evidently wished to provoke the Social Democ- 
racy to acts of violencein order to erush it by 
military force, but, he added, the Socialists did 
not intend to be entangled into a snare, 


Quotes a Socialist Sentiment, 

The Minister of War warmly repudiated Herr 
Bebel’s allegations, and quoted an article from 
the Vorwaerts, the Socialists’ organ, suggesting 
that he, the Minister of War, ought to be shot 
like a mad dog. 

Herr Osann (National Liberal), Count von 
Cardoff (Free Conservative), and Herr von 
Levetzow then antiounced on behalf of 
their respective parties they would fol- 
low Gen. Bronzart. von  Schellendorf 
in supporting the government on Paragraph 
112 against the committee amendments. A 
division was called for, and Paragraph 1132, as 
drafted by the government, was rejected, the 
Conservatives, Impefialists, and National Lib- 
erals voting in the minority. The same para- 
graph as amended in committee was then put to 
a vote nd also rejected, the Céntrists alone sup- 
porting it. 

Herr von Richter, the leader of the People’s 
party, chen remarked: ‘“* Let us now make short 
work of the bill; let us abandon further debate, 
so that by a succession of divisions we may 
quickly rid the world of the whole thing.” 

The words of Herr Richter were greeted with 
much laughter and his advice was forthwith 
acted upon. Amid much excitement the various 
amendments were formally withdrawn and a 
curious scene ensued. The majority, gay of 
spirits, rejected each paragraph as it was put. 
When the last paragraph was disposed of the 
Anti-Semites and the members of the Left 
cheered boisterously ana thé sitting was ad- 
journed, amid intense excitement, until Monday, 
when the discussion upon the customs conven- 
tion with Australia and the tobacco tax bill will 
be taken up. 


What Will the Emperor Do? 

There was much discussion in political circles 
tonight atthe unexpected dénouement and the 
effect itis likely to have on the Emperor. The 
generel telief expressed is that the Minister of 
the Interior, Herr von Koeller, must fall with the 
anti-revolution bill. 

The Bundesrath convened promptly at the 
Reichstag Building, Prince Hohenlohe prosiding, 
at 10 o’clock tonight (Saturday). The corre- 
spondent tonight heard 4@ report emanating from 
semi-official sourcas to the effect that despite 
the rumors current in the lobby, it is stil] 
possible a modification of the anti-revolution bill 
will be introduced at an early date. In any event 
it is almost certain the Reichstag will not dis- 
solve. Rumor has it the government is apprenen- 
sive that in the present state of temper of the 
people the elections would result favorably. 
OHerr Richter, the Radical leader, prophesies 
another crushing defeat for the government next 
week when the tobacco bill is up for action. 
The entire Socialist party is elated over the de- 
feat of the anti-revolution bill. Mass-mectings 
are being held in many places tonigift and many 
are the jabilant speeches that are being made. 

Emperor William received hourly reports to 
day of the proceedings in the Reichstag. He has 
made a statement to the effect that, acting upon 
the advice of Prince Hohenlohe, he will not in- 
terfere personally to bring about any results 
more in keeping with the wishes of the govern- 
ment leaders. 

The fact that Prince Holienlohe did not make a 


speech after the defeat has created considerable . 


surprise. However, this attitude only conforms 
with his recent position on this measure. Ad- 
dressing Herr Bronhart, after the final vote’ had 
been taken on the bill, he said: “ Better thus 
than that the committee's bill had been defeat- 
ed.” 
William Changes His Vacation Plans. 

The changed plans of the Emperor respecting 
his summer pleasure excursion (it was originally 
his intention to take a trip to Norway) have 
caused a great deal of comment. The truth is 
the Emperor is displeased at the turn political 
affairs have taken in Norway, especially 
as he is an admirer of King Oscar, and 
consequently feels it will be improper for him to 
yisit the Norwegian coast exclusively as hither- 


Emperor's Civil Cabinet, the above points 
were fully considered and resultedin the de- 
cision to make a coasting trip along the shores 
of Sweden and to paya visit to Stockholm, 
Malmo, Gothenburg, and a number of points re- 
markable for their scenery. His Majesty will be 
the guest of King Oscar at Stockhélm, where 
various court fétes have been planned in his 
honor. 

An interesting incident has just become known, 
and it is one which will undoubtedly tend to 
make Emperor William more popular among the 
working class. In riding to the Templehofer- 
Feld Tuesday to conduct the drill and maneu- 
vers of the Second Regiment of Foot Guards his 
Majesty noticed a laborer with a little crippled 
boy. The Emperor called to the laborer and 
questioned him regarding the boy. As a result his 
Majesty gave orders for two artificial legs to be 
made at his expense for the boy, and directed his 
physician, Dr. Leuthold, to look after the lad, 
A similar kindly action is reported from Kaukeh- 
men, East Prussia, the beneficiary being a 
crippled sewing girl. 

Von Koeller Receives a Threat. 

It is reported Herr von Koeller, the Prussian 
Minister of the Interior, received an anonymous 
letter yesterday warning him he would 
go the way of the late President Carnot of 
France, who was assassinated at Lyons last June. 
Herr von Koeller is said to have shown the letter 
to the President of the Reichstag, Herr von Boul- 
Beren berg. 

To Celebrate Victories of 1870. 

The great military memorial féte planned to 
celebrate the twenty-fifth anniversary of the bat- 
tles fought against the French in August, 1870, 
is now being organized.

London, May 11.—It is said “young Bobby”

cuniary advantage to him, as the _ estate 
at Drayton Manor is mortgaged and _ the 
art treasures of the family are dispersed.

Old Feud Between the Two Countries the 
Reason, as Wellasa Fear That the Pe- 
ruvians Secretly Covet the Province of 
Oro Because of Its Agricultural Wealth 
~Allthe Newspapers of Guayaquil Sup- 
pressed and Their Editors Exiled by Or- 
der of Gov. Garcia. 


Colon, Colombia, May 11.—[Copyrighted, 
1895, by the Press Publishing Company, New 
York World.J—The Ecuadorian revolutionists 
will refuse help from Peru, it is believed here, 
on account of the old feud between the people 
of the two rgpublics. The local press says the 
people of the Province of Oro, who have just re- 
voited, imagine Peru secretly covets their de- 
partment, which is the seat of Ecuador’s agricult- 
ural wealth. 

All the ‘newspapers in Guayaquil have been 
suppressed and their editors have been exiled by 
order of Gov. Garcia of Guayaquil. A guard of 
soldiers has been stationed at the door of every 
newspaper office in the town. 

. Gen. Fiores, in command of the army, has 
caused the removal of all the government’s am- 
munition to the scenes of disturbance. 


MAY HAVE A QUARREL ABOUT EGYPT. 


Sign of Growing Discord Observable Be- 
tween France and England. 

Paris, April 26.—[Special Correspondence. ]— 
Under the apparent smoothness in the relations 
between Great Britain and France there are signs 
of growing discord. The reception accorded to 
the Queen of England during herstay on the 
Riviera and the gallant action taken by the 
British Government in sending a man of war to 
salute President Faure during his visit to Havre 
are liable to lead one into error. ‘ These outward 
signs of politeness might be well compared to 
the marks of courteousness observed by two 
duelists who bow low before beginning to try 
and kill each other. President Faure, in kis con- 
stant endeavors to please, astonished his coun- 
trymen by replying in English to a toast on board 
the Australia. He drank the Queen's health and 
made a short speech in English much to the an- 
noyance of his Chauvinist countrymen. This lit- 
tle incident of his trip to Normandy has been 
much commented upon. There was nothing in- 
correct in the fact of the French President talk- 
ing English to Englishmen. A similar reproach 
might be addressed to her Britannic Majesty 
who addressed the crowds that cheered her upon 
her arrival at Nice with the simple words: 
‘*Merci. Merci beaucoup.” French is the lan- 
guage of diplomats, but sailors and ordinary 
citizens may be spoken to in whatever tongue 
one chooses. 

It is curious to note that since the time of Louis 
XVIII. all French sovereigns had the custom of 
addressing Englishmen who were not connected 
with the diplomatic service in the language of 
Shakspeare. In his memoirs Lord Malmesbury 
shys Napoleon III. always spoke to him in En- 
glish. He likewise addressed Queen Victoria in 
English when she made a prolonged stay in Paris 
in 1855. Ontheother hand, neither M. Thiers, 
Marshal McMahon, M. Grévy. nor M. Carnot 
spoke English to Britishers, for the reason that 
they were not sufficiently well acquainted with 
the language, ospecially M. Grévy, who always 
persisted in addressing Lord Lyons as if ha were 
talking of the City of Lyons. which in French 
takes no final ‘*s’’ and is pronounced like ‘*leon.”’ 
But to return to the more serious relations be- 
tween the two countries, now that the Queen has 
left French territory and that the Atstralia has 
departed from Havre to British waters the masks 
are dropped. The Egyptian question pops up 
again ; the appeal of the Queeg of the Hovas to 
Great Britain eauses a ballon d’essai to be sent 
up into the air, by which Franceis asked to 
abandon her adventure in Madagascar and come 
to peaceable terms with Ranevelo and her Prime 
Minister. 

If France, Germany, and Russia have joined 
hands in view of compelling Japan to be more 
clement in her dealing with the Chinese, England 
refuses to fallin line with the other European 
powers. So there does not appear to be any 
likelihood af the two nations working hand in 
hand either in Europe, in Africa, or in the Far 
East. On the contrary, a lively discussion is 
promised assoon asthe Chamber méets, and 
the everlasting Egyptian questiqn wi'l be 
one of the nmiain topics of debate during the sum- 
mer session. 

In an interview with M. Deloncle, who has just 
returned from a three weeks’ sojoyrn on the 
banks of the Nile, the correspondent gleaned 
the following facts: M. Deloncle, who 
seems to take more interest in France's 
colonial policy than any of his colleagues, 
will “interpellate”’ the Ministers on the 
first occasion. He says matters have arrived 
at such a pitch between the foreigners in Egypt 
and the English on the one hand and the Egyp- 
tians and the English on the other that the pres- 
ent state of affairs cannot be continued long. 
He accuses the English of having organized a 
veritable moral tyranny and having at their dis- 
posal a band of spies who render odious the so- 
journ of any free man in Cairo. Finally he ac- 
cuses the British Government of wanting to 
make Eg: pt a second Ireland. . The French, who 
glean their foreign news; from their own newspa- 
pers, pever wait to hear both sides of the ques- 
tion, so one may easily imagine their opinion in 
the matter. M. Deloncle will insist upon the 
neutralization of the entire Vailey of the Nile.

London, May 11.—The beautiful, healthy 

spring weather which Londoners have reveled in

POPULAR ATTENTION AGAIN AT- 
TRAOTED TO THE GAME, 


After the Severe Set-Back Given the Sport 
‘in 1893 Players Are Just Beginning to 
Work with a Renewed ZesteMuch of 
the Change Due to the Formation of 
the Kenw. od Country Club—Rivalry in 
Securing the Western Championship 
Tournament. 
Tennis in Chicago is just recovering from 
_ the severe set-back given it in 1893. At that 
time the lution of the old Kenwood Lawn 
Tennis club, which'had long been the main 
stay of the game in Chicago, and the World’s 
Fair combined to reduce the interest in ten- 
nistoaminimum. This effect was rather in- 
creased by the holding of the United States 
championship tournament for doub!es in Chi- 
cago that summer,as the low grade of pley and 
the small crowds tended to further reduce 
‘popular regard for the gare. But since that 
period of depression a revival of interest has 
- begun and the’prospects for the coming sea- 
gon are the most flattering. 

The greatest boom which lawn tennis felt 
this spring was. the formation of the new 
Kenwood Coyntry club. During the winter a 
pumber of prominent Kenwood residents, in- 
cluding J. W. Brooks Jr., C. C. Whitaere, and 
James P. Gardner, all of whom were mem- 
bers of the defunct Kenwood Lawn Tennis 
club, obtained the use of the vacant block 
owned by Marshall Field situated between 
Forty-seventh and Forty-eighth streets and 
extending from Drexel boulevard to Ellis 
avenue. They decided on the foundation of a 
club devoted to tennis, croquet, golf, bowling, 
and other outdoor games, which was after- 
wards organized under the name of the Ken- 
wood Country club, 

The new Country club bids fair to be the 
center of tennis interest in Chicago for some 
seasons to come, Its membership of 350, 
most of whom were attracted by the tennis 
facilities, its splendid grounds, attractive 
ciub-house, and long list of expert players 
should place it at the head of the tennis clubs 
in Chicago at once. ‘Ihe four clay courts and 
six grass courts with which the club wiil be- 
gin the season are nearly ready for use and 
give promise of being remarkably goed for 
new courts. The club-house is situated in 
. the heart ofthe tennis and croquet grounds. 
It was designed largely as a place of observa- 
tion for spectators of the various games, and

No advance is made in the rate 
upon any article of freight, but the rate has been 
reduced upon about 1.000 articles. «These re- 
ductiops, it is stated, apply to articles which en- 
ter into almost daily shipment, and will average 
about 20 percent. Chairman Cantrell says the 
reductions will benefit the agricultural 
classes, the small merchants, and interior 
jobbers. -“ In entering upon and prosecuting the 
work.”” said Chairman Cantrell, “the commis- 
sion received suggestions from local boards of 
trade, individual merchants, persons engaged in 
various industries, railroad officials, agricn)tur- 
ists, and many others of the State a$large. Many 
of those suggestions are embodied in the new 
classification, and the commission feel all inter- 
ests have been fairly and justly dealt with. The 
commission recognized in the beginning the ne- 
cessity of this revision, for the reason that since 
the present Illinois ciassification went into ef- 
fect, many years ago, conditions have materially 
changed,’’

Chairman Midgley Issues New Order Re- 
garding Weight on Mixed Shipments. 

Chairmian Midgley's attention has been called 
to‘@n erroneous statement in the circular ietter 
of April 23 relating to the minimum weight of 
paecking-house product, etc. It was therein 
stated that the action of the Western Trunk Line 
committee in authorizing 20,000 pounds as the 
minimum weight on mixed shipments of packing- 
house product and undressed meats when des- 
tined to the seaboard would resalt ina higher 
charge onastreight cariedd of packing-house 
product at 24,000 pounds (the prescribed mini- 
mum weight thereon) than would prevail on a 
mixed carload of dressed meat and packing- 
house product (the minimum weight thereon 
being 20.000 # pounds). Such statement 
was made at the last meeting of the Western 
Freight Association. and as it then passed un- 
chailenged it was, without further question, ac- 
—" as correct. 

he éntire matter was referred to the Chair- 
man for correction. and his special attention was 
called to the alleged inconsistency as above, and 
he was urged to obviate it by a ruling. Mr. 
Midgiey now says if be had computed the total 
cbarges in accordance with the ruies and estab- 
lished rates the precise results would have ap- 
ared.

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QOHEME OF INSTRUCTION WITHOUT 
AN AMERIOAN PARALLEL 


University of Chicago's Department of 

~ Basiness Economics and Journalism to 
Covera Wide Range of Practical Every- 
Day Training—Forecast of the Leading 
Courses=Railways to Receive Special 
Attention=Number of Instructors Re- 
quired in the School of Economics. 


“Ts the University of Chicago to havea 
department of business economics and jour- 
nalism similar to the Wharton School of the 
(nversity of Pennsylvania?” was asked 
Prof. J. Laurence Laughlin, head of the de- 
partment of economics in the university yes- 
terday afternoon. 

* No, it is not,’’ he replied, “‘ we are to have 
a school in business economics and journal- 
ism, but it will not be modeled after the 
Wharton school, ° 

“It seems strange,”’ Prof. Laughlin con- 
tinued, “* but the statement made by Presi- 
dent Harper at the April convocation. re- 
garding the establishment in the university 
of courses in banking, transportation, in- 
surance, consular and diplomatic service, 
and corporation management seems to have 
been entirely buried in the public mind. As 
a matter of fact, Dr. Harper gave utterance 
to a scheme the like of which has never been 
attempted in this country. People are fa- 
miliar with schools of law, medicine, and 
dentistry, but the idea that a journalist, a 
banker, a railroad man, a diplomat, or a 
manager of a corporation should have spe- 
cial training in their particular line of em- 
ployment is not readily conceived. The new 
‘work which the University of Chicago ex- 
pects to undertake will, as I say, constitute 
a new departure in modern education. The 
Wharton sehool has an endowment of only 
about $100,000; the University of Chicago 
expects to organize its departments of busi- 
ness economics with no less than $1,000,000. 
True, these various departments of practical 
economic work will not deal with the arith- 
metic of banking or the technique of rail- 
roading or journalism. These things must 
be learned by practical contact with men 
and affairs. It is, however, necessary,that 
a banker should be thoroughly acquainted 
with the principles and functions of money, 
that he should understand the industria] 
economics of his own and other countries, 
and that he should understand the charac- 
ter and extent of the changes in his own 
business which may be brought about by 
constantly arising changes in industrial 
economics, money legislation, etc.’’ 

No Fear as to Results. 

* Are you not met with the objection that 
the training of young men to be bank Presi- 
dents, railway magnates, diplomats, etc., is 
in the face of present-day competition and 
business shifts, a rather dangerous under- 
taking?’’ was asked. 

** No, I do not think so. In 1880, for in- 
stance, one-fifth of those engaged in gain- 
ful pursuits in the United States were en- 
gaged in transportation. The business ofa 
banker, a railroad manager, an actuary, or 
an expert accountant is becoming sufficient- 
ly extensive and of sufficient importance not 
only to warrant such training, but to make 


it necessary to the successful management’ 


of any one of these businesses. The fact 
should be emphasized that we shall not at- 
tempt the clerical part of an education in 
any of these lines of work. In the schoolof 
journalism we shall be satisfied if the stu- 
dent learns to think clearly and independent- 
ly upon economic subjects and is fairly well 
grounded in the kind of history, law, and 
economics acquaintance with which every 
public teacher requires.”’ 

Prof. Laughlin is Chairman of a commit- 
tee, the other members of which he is not 
prepared to announce, which is at work upon 
the courses which will enter into the new 
curriculum. It is not known at just what 
time the scheme will be announced in detail, 
but there is no doubt that the plan will, in 
due“time, be operated along the lines indi- 
cated. When asked whom the university 
would probably invite to captain the various 
departmern™s of the new school Prof. Laugh- 
lin said he had nothing for publication. 

The leading courses under the new scheme 
will undoubtedly be banking and railroad- 
ing. Of the first course Prof. Laughlin will 
probably have charge. The course will 
probably deal with the comparative banking 
systems of the United States, England, 
France, Germany, Switzerland, and other 
countries, and special attentioy will be given 
to the manner in which each meets the 
problems of currency (coin, note, and de- 
posit), reserves, discount, and’ exchange. 
he relations of the banks to the public, 
their influence on speculation, their manage- 
ment in financial crises, special dangers, and 
most efficient safeguards will be discussed; 
also relative advantages and different fields 
of action for national banks, State banks, 
deposit and trust companies, and savings 
banks, 

Course in Railway Transportation. 

Prof. von Holst and Prof. Laughlin are 
thoroughly alive to the field which the rail- 
way is opening up tothe student and busi- 
ness-man. Prof. von Holst says a compe- 
tent history of the United States cannot be 
written until the growth and mechanism of 
the railway has been set forth. The course 
in railway transportation for the winter of 


° 4896 suggests the character and extent of 


work which the new economic training will 
offer.. The course will begin witha discus- 
sion of the economic, financial, and social 
influences arising from the growth of mod- 
ern railway transportation, especially as 
concerns the United States. Then will fol- 
low an account of theemeans of transporta- 
tion developed in Europe and America dur- 
ing the early part of this century, the ex- 
periments of the States in constructing and 
operating canals and railways; national, 
State, and municipal aid to private compa- 


NO SCHOOL IS LIKE IT | 


Veblen in “Problems in American Agricult- 
a will be a feature of the economic work 
or 1895-'96. In this department special at- 
tention will be given to the extension and 
changes of the cultivated area of the United 

tates; the methods of farming; the influ- 
a of railways and population and of 
ee transportation; the fall in values 
of Eastern farm lands; movements of prices 
of cultural products; European mar- 
kets; tompetition. of other countries; inten- 
sive farming; diminishing returng; farm 
mortgages; and the comparison of American 
with European systems of culture. Systems 
of holdings in -Great Britain, Belgium, 
France, and Germany will be touched upon, 
together with the discussion of forestry 
legislation. 


Twenty-nine Instructors Required. 

This description of a few courses in eco- 
nomics announced for 1895-96 will give 
Some idea of the scope of work with which 
the new school of economics will deal. Seven 
instructors are registered in the department 
of political economy, four in political sci- 
ence, nine in history, and nine in sociology 
and anthropology—all related sciences, anJ 
€ach of which will probably be represented 
in the new school, or rather in the extension 
of the present school. 

Besides courses in banking, railway trans- 
portation, insurance, and corporation man- 
agement the new school will include courses 
in the consular and diplomatic service, trad- 
ing and shipping,and municipal government. 
No attempt will be made to go into the de- 
tails of these departments further than is 
essential to a comprehension of the mechan- 
ism and principles of the entire business, 

The problem to which the University of 
Chicago addresses itself is the proper ar- 
rangement of the courses, the engagement 
of expert instructors, and the establishment 
of libraries and bureaus of information for 
the use of students. 

Chicago being the greatest railway center 
of the UnitedStates and the home of several 
prominent railway managers, it is thought 
that certain Chicago men will be solicited 
for a portion of their time to be spent in 
university instruction,the aim being to unite 
witha theoretical education a practical busi- 
ness training, unincumbered, however, with 
the clerical routine and forms. 

“Afterall,’’ says Prof. Laughlin, “‘our grad- 
uated banker must begin at the bottom and 
- work his way up like othr individuals; but 
he will, nevertheless, have the indisputable 
advantage over his rival of seeing and con- 
ceiving different departments of the bank 
in connection with the whole. Details are, 
after all, easily learned. The new depart- 
ment will savor little of the ‘ school,’ will be 
practical and up to date in its methods, and 
will give the would-be banker or railway 
manager or superintendent the same prep- 
aration as is now given the intending lawyer 
or physician in a law or medical school.”

J. J. JOY’S VIEWS ON THE QUESTION, 


Free Silver Would Be a Blunder and Caus¢ 
Widespread Panic and Ruin, 

Detroit, Mich., April 27.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une. }—I inclose herewith a letter printed in the 
Detroit Tribune of today, which I trust you will 
publish and give such prominence to as it de- 
serves. The writer, the Hon. James F. Joy, is 
one of the most remarkable characters this coun- 
try has produced. Though past 80 years of age, 
his physical and mental vigor remains unim- 
paired. Coming to Michigan before a railway 
existed in the Territory, he initiated the con- 
struction of the Michigan Central railroad and 
several other railway lines, among them the Chi- 
cago, Burlington and Quincy. 

An eminent lawyer, a profound student of 
finance, a man for the last fifty years in close 
touch with the commercial development of the 
Great West, itis probable that the opinions of 
few Americans now living are entitled to greater 
weight and consideration than his; especially 
on financial questions to which the present ijetter 
is devoted. By Republicans at the West the 
letter will be read with the keenest interest. 
They all know his stanch Republicanism and had 
his advice always been followed some mistakes 
in the past would have been avoided.

OLOSING OONCERT OF MR. TOMLINS’ 
OHILDREN’S OLASSES, 


Twelve Hundred Little Ones Gather at Hull 
House and Sing Patriotic Melodies and 
Songs of Home as Only Children’s 
Voices CanmA Happy Throng Enjoys 
the Program to Its Heart’s Content=It 
Afforded Them a Pleasure of Which 
They Have Known None Too Many. 


Yesterday was a great day for 1,200 of the 
2,400 children comprising Mr. Tomlins’ 
classes. The asistant teachers, of whom 
there are sixteen, were on hand and so were 
boxes containing 1,200 roses and piles of car- 
nations sent by H. N. Higinbotham. It is 
through Mr. Higinbotham that the means 
were obtained through which Mr. Tomlins 
was enabled to carry out the laudable work 
of which yesterday’s exercises were an illus- 
tration. With the abandonment of the peo- 
ple’s cc 1certs the present line of work was 
undertaken. Children’s vocal classes, di- 
rected by assistant teachers, have been hell 
in Hull House, Onward Mission, Pulaski 
Hall, North Side’ { ociale Turne-Halle, Uni- 
versity Settlement, the Olivet Mission, and 
similar centers. Hearty encouragement 
has been given by the residents wherever the 
work was undertaken, and demands have 
been made for similar instruction by every 
settlement in the city. Up to the present 
time there have been limitations and the 
number of teachers has been inadequate. 
It is now purposed to enlarge the scope of 
the work and upon new lines. Choirs of 
singers will be organized in different settle- 
ments to give a series of concerts, and aduit 
chorus classes will be formed in addition to 
the children’s classes. 

The closing concert of the children’s 
choruses took place at Hull House last Sat- 


‘urday. The exercises of yesterday morning 


served the double purpose of a pleasure to 
1,200 children whose lives know none too 
many and an opportunity to those immedi- 
ately interested to judge of the progress of 
the work. Viewed from the organ loft the 
sight was a beautiful one. The forenoon 
was not particularly bright, but there was 
sunshine enough in the 1,200 uplifted faces 
to make up forit. They sang the patriotic 
melodies and the familiar melodies of home 
as only children’s voices can sing them, and 
there is no music in the world that can com- 
pare to it. ‘The Star Spangled Banner,” 
**My Country, ’Tis of Thee,”’ and ‘* Home, 
Sweet Home” were sung in turn. Some- 
times Mr. Tomlins, who was seated at the 
organ, would call out a direction as to tone 
gradation, an’? when the song was done he 
would give a word of well-deserved encour- 
agement. The purity of tone was beautiful. 
but there was beyond it an appreciation of 
the words that were sung. Of pathos there 
was that degree of which children’s voices 
only are capable. 

One of the most delightful selections was 
an adaptation of Rubinstein’s melody in F 
set to a spring song. Mr. Tomlins played 
patriotic and popular airs and Miss Ethel 
Roe assisted at the piano. Mrs. Martens 
and Mr. Clark also aided ih the program, to- 
gether with Miss Marian Carpenter, who 
played a romance for the violin by Wien- 
iawski. This portion of the program was 
received with especial delight. Mr. Higin- 
botham’s welcome was one of the features 
of the occasion. The audience contained 
Sisters of Charity, some members of the 
clergy of various denominations, and peo- 
ple interested in charitable work. By the 
time the last song was sung there seemed 
awakened a sense of fellowship that knew 
no distinction between the children who car- 
ried flowers and those of larger growth who 
carried none. 


Col. Thomas P. Robb.

Allow me space in your columns to make brief 


mention of the life and death of my friend, Col. 
Thomas P. Robb of Llinois and California. Sat- 
urday I attended his funeral at Park Ridge, his 
former home, where I had known him for nearly 
half a century. Isaw at his burial his old-time 
friend, Fernando Jones, and scores of his friends 
and neighbors, who have known and 
honored him for ass fui half  cen- 
tury. Feeling that such a _ life as his 
should not pass unnoticed I have sought the col- 
umns of THE TRIBUNE in order tsome of the 
records and incidents of bis life may be remem- 
bered and perpetuated. Early in the outbreak 
of the Rebellion Richard Yates, the great war 
Governor of Illinois, called Col. Robb to Spring- 
field and made him the State Agent of Illinois, to 
look after the interest of our soldiers in the field. 
That he performed his duty well, loyally, and 
faithfully has never been questioned: Col. Robb 
was the confidant and friend of ieut.-Gen. 
Grant and our heroic John A. Logan. In the ap- 
propriate lines of the poet we can truly say; 
* None knew thee but to love thee, 
Nor named thee but to praise.” 

He has lain down to rest where his ancestors 
sleep, and where he wished to be buried, and 
was borne to his grave by those who loved and 
honored him, and with his life work well ac- 
complished.

Such legislation cannot affect 
foreign countries, Merchandise purchased abroad 
to be imported into this country must be paid 
for in gold, which is the standard of all Europe, 
or its equivalent. All travelers going abroad 
must carry gold with them. All freight 
and passenger money due to foreign- 
owned ships. of American exports, or 
imports, must be paid in gold. The amount of 
gold which is absorbed is immense. All invest- 
ment gold-bearing bonds by contract must be 

aid in gold, whether the municipal, city, 
State, or government bonds or railroad bonds. 
The amount of goid which will be uired for 
these payments cannot be estimated, but it will 
be a vastamount. There will be enough going 
abroad to, exhaust. the gold currency of the 
country.

HAS MUCH WORK TO DO the project. Then came Miss Kénnedy’s 


TWO WEEKS OF HAKD LABOR AHEAD 
OF THE PRESBYTERIANS. 


Conservative Commissioners May Possibly 
Be In the Majority Again—Topic Hav- 
ing to Do with the Theological Semina- 
ries Will Consume the Most Time in Dis- 
sussion—Committee Having It in Charge 
Has Not Been SuccessfuleBriggs and 
Smith Cases May Come Up Again. 

Pittsburg, Pa., May 11.—[{Special Corre- 
spondence.}]—The session of. the’Presbyteri- 
an General Assembly will continue for about 
twelve days, including the two Sundays. 
Thursday morning a sermon, will be 
preached by the retiring Moderator, the 
Rev. Dr. Samuel A. Mutchmore, editor of 
the Presbyterian of Philadelphia. In the 
afternoon a new Moderator will be chosen, 
when Dr. Mutchmore will become by conur- 
tesy Chairman of one of the most important 
committees of the assembly, that on Bills 
and Overtures. 

It is possible the conservatives will be in 
the majority again, If that is the case there 
are plenty of men who have defended the 
faith “‘ once delivered to the saints ’’—i. e.: 
the Presbyterian Chureh—who would be 
willing to sacrifice time and strength on the 
altar of the assembly's service. Many 
names have been suggested and it would be 
within the range of truth to say that can- 
vassing, within reasonable and theological 
limits, has been done by friends of some of 
those whose names have been mentioned. 
Among those to whom public attention has 
been called is the Rev. Dr. Robert Russell 
Booth of New York, the pastor of Rutger's 
Riverside Church, who has been prominent 
in religious work in one of the most impor- 
tant presbyteries and synods of the Presby- 
terian Church during a long pastorate in 
New York. He has recently been Moderator 
of his presbytery. Two other names have 
come from New York, which has a strong 
conservative delegation. They are those of 
Dr. John Hall of the Fifth Avenue Church 
and Dr. George Alexander, Dr. Booth’s suc- 
cessor in the University Place Church. 

Dr. Hall's name is known throughout the 
country, for besides being the pastor of one 
of the most, if not the most, important 
churches represented in the General Assem- 
bly, he is the President of the Board of 
Heme Missions, which has nearly 2,000 or- 
dained ministers under its care, many of 
Whom will be present as representatives of 
their presbyteries. Dr. Hall is popular with 
the Home Missionaries, for while his salary 
is from ten to fifteen times as great as theirs 
they know that he sympathizes with them 
in their labors and that he is doing all in his 
power to increase the funds of the board, 
which means prompt payment for them and 
better yet moré men for their fields. Dr. 
Hall withdrew from the directory of Union 
Seminary when its trouble with the General 
Assembly culminated in the outbreak of the 
‘cordial rélations which had existed between 
‘them so long. He did not vote in the New 
York Presbytery at the heresy trial of Prof. 
Briggs, as he was not present at the opening 
of the trial. It is generally supposed by his 
friends that Dr. Hallisa conservative, lean- 
ing towards mercy to those whose theo- 
logical opinions differ from his own. 

Dr. Alexander is more pronounced in his 
views, which are more fiexible*than Dr. 
Rooth’s, but he is far from being a liberal, 
giving the present meaning to that term. He 
defended Dr. Briggs, but so did many of his 
brethren who do not hold the views for which 
he wascondemned. Few men in the Presby- 
terian Church have a more acute sense of 
fairness than Dr. Alexander. If chosen 
Moderator the conservatives would be treat- 
ed, with the greatest consideration, and in 
his writings it Would be difficult to place him 
on this side or that. He is held in high es- 
teem by all who have come intocontact with 
him, . 

; Seattle Too Far West. 

Two invitations for the assembly this year 
were presented at Saratoga last May. One 
came from the Presbyterian Church of Seat- 
tle, Wash., and the other from. the Third 
Presbyterian Church of this city. As the 
assembly had visited Portland, Ore., in 15¥2, 
and. did not have sufficient money on hand to 
meet the expenses of so long a journey so 
soon, the Seattle invitation was declined 
with thanks. Theinvitation from Pittsburg 
was presented with hearty unanimity, and 
pledges were made by those entitled to rep- 


resent the churches that 200 Commission@rs - 


would be provided for free of charge. When 
it was decided to meet in this city the pastor 
and elders of the Third Church, with the 
Stated Clerk of the assembly, were appoint- 
ed the- Committee of Arrangements, with 
power to add to their number, the pastor of 
the church to be the Chairman of the com- 
mittee. Among the committees who have 
been planning and are planning for the com- 
fort and happiness of the 600 Commissioners 
and as many friends are these:

While the Briggs case’ was disposed 6f two 
years ago, when the Union Semimary pro- 
fessor was suspended from the ministry for 
heresy, it is said. there are\extremists who 
will seek to have Dr. Briggs and Dr.) Smith, 
who was suspended at Sardtoga last May, 
both deposed from the ministry. ‘It is not 
probable that such summary action could 
be secured, and yet the conservative major- 
ity has been so large in the last four assem- 
blies that any resolution could be carried 
which any one of a dozen men presented. 
It is certain that echoes of the recent heresy 
trials will be heard in the building made sa- 
cred by the reunion services of a quarter of 
acentury ago. 

The Presbytery of New York, which is 
conservative and liberal by turns, has sent 
an overture to the assembly asking for a de- 
cision relative to the receiving of students 
who apply to be taken under its care when 
studying in Union Seminary. Last month 
three students who have been three years 
in Union knocked at the door of the presby- 
tery. A long discussion followed, in which 
Dr. Thomas S. Hastings, President of Union 
Seminary, said: . 

We feel keenly the great injustice of this ac- 
tion. There are eight instructors in Union S5emi- 
nary, one of whom has been suspended from the 
ministry, But what, about the seven instructors 
who are in good and regular standing? Is it the 
disposition of the presbytery to brand us before 
the world as disapproved divines? We desire to 
know, and for one I think I have a right to know 
Reference has been made to the language used by 
the General Assembly in disavowing responsi bill- 
ty for the teaching in Union Seminary. — rhere 
was an infelicity in the reference. The General 
Assembly has never diapproved Union Seminary. 
No such language has been used by the assembly. 
If this were the time and it were proper to do 80 
now I could show the grpund of the action which 
resulted in the disavowal Ofvesponsibility for the 
teaching in our seminary.

The students were examined and licensed, 
but the conservatives first made a complaint 
to the Synod of New York against their re- 
ception, but later they withdrew the com- 
plaint after adopting the following overture: 

The Presbytery of New York overtures the Gen- 
eral Assembly to instruct it in relation to its duty 
towards students applying to be taken under its 
care who are pursuing or propose to pursue their 
studies in theological seminaries respecting whose 
teachings the General Assembly disavows respon- 
sibility. 

Lane Seminary at Cincinnati, of which 
Prof.Henry Preserved Smith was instructor 
prior to his trial, came prominently before 
the last assembly, and a special committee 
Was appointed to confer with its trustees 
and to advise them concerning all the inter- 
ests of the institution, and especially its re- 
organization, which was advised by the as- 
sembly, and in the new order of things 
Prof. E. D. Morris, so long a member of the 
faculty, has resigned. 

It is expected that the mew Presbyterian 
House, which has been built by the Boards 
of Home and Foréign Missions, will cause 
an animated debate, as Mr. McDougall, the 
Cincinnati lawyer, who has. been prominent 
in the two heresy trials and in the project 
for the chureh to secure control of the 
$99000,000 held by -the Seminaries, has re- 
cently issued a pamphlet entitled, *“* An Ad- 
dress to the Members of the Presbyterian 
Church,” calling attention to the new build- 
ing. He says his sole purpose is to enable 
the membership of the church to give the 
question raised by the investment that care- 
ful and thorough consideration which will 
enable the church’to determine its future 
policy in regard to the disposition of trust 
funds and the administration of the affairs 
of the several boards. 

Miss Kennedy Protests. 

As Mr. McDougall’s pamphlet is followed 
closely by a letter by Miss Rachel L. Ken- 
nedy to the two boards in question protest- 
ing against the sale of property now held by 
them it is surmised by those interested that 
there is an understanding of some kind be- 
tween the two protestants. Miss Kennedy, 
who is one of the Lenox heirs, entered a pro- 
test against the new building a year ago, but 
afterward in a letter to the assembly it was 
understood that she withdrew her opposi- 
tion, She said:

Still another subject of importance is that 
of federation of Presbyterian and Reformed 
churches, with which the Presbyterians 
have been struggling fora year. Italsoisa 
relic of former assemblies. Great theologi- 
cal bodies move slowly. The salient feat- 
ures of the plan of federation are these: 


To Bring All Together. 


Its general usé@ is to bring the various bodies in 
our country which hold the reformed faith and 
maintain the Presbyterian polity into organic re- 
lationship. The method of effecting this aim as 
presented in eo Paes is thé creation of a Federal! 
Cuuncil composed of representatives from each of 
the eight denominations proposing to enter into 
the arrangement. The specific purposes and pre- 
rogatives of this council are not definitely stated. 
lts purposes, however, appear to be threefold: (a) 
To promote cofiperation in mission work on the 
pert of the federated denominations: (b) to take 
such action as will maintain the truth that this is 
a Protestant Christian nation; and (c) to conduct 
such correspondence with the highest judicatories 
of other churches, as well as promote concert of 
action in matters of common welfare. 

Its prerogatives are twofold: (a) to advise and 
recommend in all matters pertaining to the wel- 
fare of the Kingdom of Christ; (b) to finally ad- 
judicate all differences arising between the feder- 
ated denominations and the council, or between 
the denominations embraced in the federation re- 
specting matters under the jurisdiction of the 
council. This council is to consist of four minis- 
ters and four elders from each of the denomina- 
tions entering into it. It is to meet regularly an- 
nually and on its own adjournment, and specially 
at the unanimous call ofits four officers. The ex- 
prasee connected with the fedération are to be met

byterian Church. Owing to the desire of 
Union Seminary in New York to withdraw 
from the assembly a committee was ap- 
pointed three years ago to consider the re- 
lation of the seminaries to the church. As 
the committee was largely conservative in 
its make-up, and the assemblies since that 
time have been overwhelmingly conserva- 
tive, the reports of the committees have 
borne that flavor. Last year, under the 
leadership of Thomas McDougall, a report 
was adopted requesting all the seminaries 
to change their charters so as to provide 
that all of their funds and property subject 
to the specific trusts shall be declared to be 
‘held by them in trust for the Presbyterian 
Church, and that the election of trustees, 
directors, or commissioners shall be sub- 
ject to the approval of the General Assem- 
bly; that the election of ali professors shall 
also come before the assembly for ap- 
proval. Failure to comply with these laws, 
when secured, shall entitle the assembly to 
protect the trusts in the civil courts. New 
seminaries must contain these provisions 
in their charters before they can be recog- 
nized by the assembly, according to the 
report, which also provided for a commit- 
tee of fifteen to confer with the several sem- 
inaries with a view to securing the neces- 
gary changes, 
Committee Has Not Succeeded. 

The committee was appointed, but it has 
mot been’ wholly successful in its mission. 
None of the larger seminaries, it is said, 
have given their unqualified approval. 
Princeton, which it was supposed would be 
the first to step in line, held off until late in 
the year, and has adopted a substitute plan 
which its directors think superior to that 
presented by the assembly. The general 
feeling on the part of the seminary authori- 
ties is voiced In the resolution adopted by 
the directors of McCormick Seminary in 
Chicago, who said:

“. Chicago, May 10.—{Editor of The Tribune.]— 
Barnum, the great showman, said the people were 
ensily humbugged and were willing to pay for it. 
Ge back over the track that man has traveled and 
trom the gates of Paradise- to Piymouth Rock 
and down to the present time and you find his 
‘ pathway is filled with the wrecks of the schemes 
and intrigues of mercenary, ambitious, and unscru- 
pulous men who have deluded the people and led 
them to ruin. 

** In religion what damned error 
But some sober brow would bless it 
And approve it with a text.’’ 

The “* South Sea Bubble ”’ of the eighteenth cen- 
tury only showed how human nature is led astray 
by gilded mockeries and how popular delusions 
are infectious, and that even honesty and intelli- 
gence are not always a safeguard against the 
schemes and plots of designing men and reckless 
adventurers. The French people lost three hun- 
dred millions in the South Sea bubble. It was the 
old story of the sharper and the fool. 

In 1792, during the revolution and after, France 
issued forty-tive thousand millions of francs. 
oe nine thousand millions of dollars, in paper 
called ‘‘ assignats,’’ and in spite of stringent 
arbitrary laws to support them they fell to about 
15 cents on the dollar and finally were redeemed at 
one-thirtieth of their face value. 

The wildcat currency issued under the laws of 
the States previous to 1861 should be a lesson to 


the peoplé of the instability and danger of an un- 


sound and fluctuating medium of exchange. 


To illustrate that plenty of cheap money: does 


not insure prosperity, happiness, and safety. the 
Confederate money became so plenty and so cheap, 
as the people began to fear as to its redemption, 
that a man would take his money in his market 
basket and bring home his meat in his pocketbcok. 

When a great change or revolution is to take 
place it is well to see who is who and what is 
what. Who are the leaders of the Democratic 


party in this city and State of Ilinois that pro- 


pose to revolutionize the financial world that is 
represented by thousands of millions of dollars? 
Who are these men who propose to revolutionize 
the trade and commerce of the world in its me- 
dium of exchange, now represented by thousands 
of millions of dollars? Who are the men that pro- 
pose to revolutionize the values of property. rep- 
resenting thousands of millions of dollars—that 
ayy age to revolutionize the basis of the deposits 

savings banks, amounting to hundreds of mill- 
fons of dollars, etc.? Who are these men who 
set uP their financial theories against the facts 
established by the intelligence and experience of 
the ablest financiers of the world of the present 
age and the world gone by? They are such men 
as Altgeld, Hinrichsen, Hopkins, McConnell. et 
omnes. hese are the products and prodigies 
that have sprung up like mushrooms in a single 
night and propose to revolutionize the financial 
world. Wisdom builds slowly with the ages. Ig- 
norance destroys in a single night. 


. A Visionary Financial Scheme. 


Sancho Panza’s dream of the island filled with 
gold and jewels and evervthing to make him hap- 
py and contented, to be given him by Don Quixote, 
Was not more wild and chimerical than the v ision- 
@ry financial scheme of these ambitious free 
coinage men. 

There are seven classes of persons engaged in 
~ incipient revolution in the United States: 

rst—As is always the case in a new departure, 


. FE i politician, who is ever ready to ride into office 


on the tidal wave of politics, bobs up smilingly 
and receives thundering applause as he tickles the 
ear of the crowd in the pit with his old wise saws 
&nd stale wit. 

nd~—There are the men. the Wolcotts, the 
Tellers, the Stewarts, etc., who raise silver and 
who each represents rotten boroughs in the West, 
each ene or State not so large in population 
as a ward tin Chicago, and do not “equal in wealth 

a half dozen houses in. this city. 

* Third— There are the men who always fill cau- 
cuses and conventions and seek office as buaz- 
zards do their prey. 

Fourth—There are some of the country gentle- 
men’in favor of free coinage whose experience in 
finances begins and ends with the price of their 
products in their town markets. The relation of 
cause and effect is held by them to be a chimera. 
and the effect of European markets upon the prices 
of their roducts here is held to be the sheerest non- 
sense. his rtion of the farmers believe free 
coinage is and will be the panacea for all sufferings 
and a baim of Gilead for all woes. 

ifth—There are thousands cf men whose ac- 
tion is governed by a well-organized appe it2, 
like the late Coxey’s army. that suppcese hi: 1d’ be- 
lieve that free awe will fill their stomachs and 
cure al! their ills. 

Sixth—There are the Anarchists, who believe if 
the destruction of all things and a genera! divis- 
ion and appropriation of others’ property among 


them. 

. Seventh—There are the Socialists and Ponu- 
lists, who believe that the United States Govern-

*Out from the busy streets of Chicage 
glong the pleasant streets of the north shore 
is an almost ideal ride for cyclists, From 
THE TRIBUNE Office to Fort Sheridan and 
return is a run of about fifty miles, but it is 
a trip which the lover of nature and fine 
scenery, of shaded roads and lake breezes, 
will enjoy to the utmost. Nowhere around 
Chicago is there a course which combines so 
many advantages for the wheelman. The: 
century course to Elgin and Aurora and 
back contains many beautiful bits of coun- 
try; the ride along Fox River is especially 
pleasant, but it carhot compare with the 
spots along the north shore. Along the 
South Side there are many pleasant runs, 
but to find good roads one must stick to the 
paved streets lined with houses. The rest 
of the roads are too deep with sand to make 
wheeling a pleasure. On the North Side 
they. have learned the art of road building. 
And they have the Sheridan drive. Not all 
of it is completed, to be sure, but what there 
is-of it is admirable, and the unfinished bits 
can be avoided by taking to parallel streets 
where cedar block or a good gravel road can 
be found. | 

But the road itself is nt the only attrac- 
tion. For people who ride for pleasure, who 
find no enjoyment in “‘scorchers,’’ who never 
entered a.road race, and who never want to, 
the Fort Sheridan run is especially enjoy- 
able. There are woods where one can dis- 
mount and rest, turf-covered bluffs where 
the rider can stretch himself in the shade 
and watch the passing of the boats upon the 
lake. Then, after he has rested his muscles 
anu filled: his mind with pleasant thoughts, 
he can find road-houses and restaurants to 
refresh the inner man. They are clean, well- 
kept places, where the food is good and pre- 
pared in an appetizing way; places that were 
established when the only patrons were 
owners of good horses who made the north 
shore their chiéf pleasure drive. 

Nowadays the wheelman and the horse- 
man meet and the trade of the cyclist is as 
much catered to as that of the owner of fast 
steppers. At one road-house the owner has 
taken part of his stable room for the use of 
his eycling,customers. Supports for bicycles 
have been putin and iron rods fastened from 
fioor to ceiling so that a wheel can be locked 
and made safe from any chance thief while 
the owner is at lunecH. Besides this pumps 
for different make pneumatics and repairs 
for any kind of a machine can-always be 
found in case of an accident when the wheel- 
man’s tool kit has been left at home. That 
these are advantages no wheelman needs to 
be told. 

Route Through the North Side. 

Starting from THE TRIBUNE. office and 
crossing to the North Side the ride isa pleas- 
ant one along Dearborn avenue to the en- 
trance of Lincoln Park. There the rider has 
the choice of several roads through the 

' park. He can take the macadam roud along 
the edge of the lake, where, in windy weath- 
er, the spray from the breakers is carried 
upon the roadway, or he can take the old 
shore drive along the western side of the 
lagoon and past the foot of the Grant monu- 

’ ment. Besides these routes, which are com- 
paratively unshaded, he hasthechoice of sev- 
eral winding drives leading through the park 
to Diversey street, where they all unite. 
‘rom Diversey the best course is along Lake 
View avehue, past Fisher's garden, and 
along a macadamized street lined with many 
fine homes to Belmont avenue. Turning 
west here the rider can have the choice of a 
number of good streets leading north. Evays- 
ton avenue is nearest to the park and is 

_ paved with cedar blocks in good condition 
Jor the most part. Some riders prefer to con- 
tinue on Belmont avenue to Halsted street, 
but they usually belong to the class who are 
addicted to ‘*‘ scorchers.’’ The Halsted street 
route is part of the course taken for the 
Chicago road race. The roadway is good, 
but the surroundings’are not so pleasant as 
in Evanston avenue. There huge elms, that 
seem to have been growing since the days of 
Fort Dearborn, shade the road, and, later 
in the season the cottonwoods will send 
down- their fleecy bloom to stick to your 
clothing. : 

Following along Evanston avenue the 
rider comes. to the car tracks of the North 
Shore Electric line to Evanston. To the 
easy-going cyclist the electric cars are nota 
source of enjoyment, as they compel the rid- 
er to keep dodging from one track to an- 
other. But just at present they are an un- 
avoidable discomfort for a few blocks. Keep- 
ing in Evanston avenue until Halsted street 
is reached is not hard, and then a fine stretch 
of road is secured. It is a good road, of the 
boulevard kind, though a few repairs would 
not. hurt it any. The street is broad and 
well shaded. It ends at the government res- 
ervation, where the Marine Hospital stands, 
on the lake shore. Here, if the bicyclist ts 
thirsty and courteous, he can get a drink of 
Water ard can rest himself in the shade by 
the road. In the matter of shade the gov- 
ernment land is not so well provided as is 
the street. 

The Run to Evanston. 


From the Marine Hospital the best course | 
lies west on Montrose boulevard to Sheffield” 
avenue. Along Sheffield avenue the road is 
good and the course is pleasant to Fifty- 
ninth street. Here a turn to the west and a 
run of oné block brings the rider to Ken- 
more avenue, which seems to have been built 
for the special delectation of wheelmen. It 
is macadamized—and well done at that— 
broad, and fairly shaded. The only objec- 
tion that could be urged is that stone cross- 
walks have been put in at elevations above 
the roadbed. The route is along Kenmore 
avenue to Grand avenue, where the improve- 
ments are ended. Here is anoth@r chance to 
rest. Turning to the right, one comes upon 
the lake, barely two blocks from Kenmore 
avenue. The shore, which is a high bluff, 
is covered with trees—remains of the orig- 
inal growth—and affords a pleasant view of 
the lake. Just north of Grand avenue and 
close to the edge of the bluff are the water- 
Works, where a faucet and a tin cup are al- 
Ways at the disposal of the cyclist. 

Continuing the run, from the end of Ken- 
more avenue one should go west on Grand 
avenue three blocks to Evanston avenue, 
thence north and northeast past ,the east 
Side of Calvary Cemetery and west and 
North to Evanston. The road is,good, and, 
as it forms part of the course chdsen by the 
Managers of the Chicago road race, one 1s 
pretty sure just now to find plenty of wheel- 

Men who are in training for the event. There 
is nothing especiafly pleasant about this 
Part of the run, but the roads are good, and 
there are plenty of shade trees. At main 
street, in Fvanston, the north course of the 
road race ends, but the route to Fort Sher- 
idan lies straight ahead. ; 

. _Through Evanston, past the terminus 
of the electric street car line and past the 
‘campus of Northwestern University, the 
course lies along the lake shore to Wilmette. 
In Evanston the roads are good and well 
kept, but when beyond the limits of the 
University town one finds dust and occasion- 
#:patches of sand. They are country roads, 

iy ut good ones, and far superior to the ordi- 
— Wary. Passing through Wilmette one comes 
_. to Kenilworth, and here everything is as 
Bei as could be wished. The roads are 
llevarded and shady. The residences are 
. and with their large, well-kept

scenery on the run is to be found. The 
route is part of that chosen for the Sheridan 
drive, and in Winnetka everything has been 
done to make the most of the natural ad- 
vantages. The first part of the road lies 
through property belonging. to the Gilbert 
Hubbard estate. This land was,.cut by 
ravines and was heavily wooded. The mak- 
ing of the road was intrusted to Thomas 
Hawkes of Chicago, and how well he suc- 
ceeded is shown by the pictures, which are 
of bits of the road between Winnetka and 
Glencoe. At WinnetkKa the road is about 
thirty feet above the lake, but with a sud- 
den rise it reaches a distance of eighty feet. 
Just at the foot of this incline is a quaint 
little Episcopal church, and just north of it, 
on the hill, is the house of Henry D. Lloyd. 
Here the road is lined with huge, old shade 
trees, which will be saved and made the 
most of in the improvements yet to come. 

Just beyond this comes the most beauti- 
ful part of the road. The drive leads by 
gentle slopes up and{down picturesque fra- 
vines, and excels in heauty any other part 
of the route, not evén excepting that in 
Highland Rark or Fort Sheridan. The sides 
of the ravines are lined with native oak, 
hickory, and willow, which stand out clear 
and free from undergrowth, The makers 
of the road builded wisely when they chose 
the up and down course through the ra- 
vines rather than the straight one, which 
some people advocated. 

At the side of the road in many places are 
ponds and brooks, while only a, short dis- 
tance away is the lake, glimpses of which 
can be caught here and there from the drive 
as it winds among the bluffs. The view 
from the bluffs is splendid and the rider can 
rest beneath the trees as much ashe wants. 

Beyond the Hubbard estate tract one 
comes upon a part of the road which is not 
yet completed. Work is being pushed upon 
it, however, and before the season is over it 
will be in good shape, This bit of bad road 
can easily be avoided—as can all of them for 
that matter—by taking a country road near 
by. From this the course lies through Glen- 
coe, over ordinary streets, but which are 
kept in good condition, to Ravinia. Here 
the road again contains great possibilities 
for picturesqie scenery. The country is 
wooded and traversed by ravines, through 
which the road winds to Highland Park. 
At present the drive is not completed, but 
contracts have been let by the village offi- 
cials of Ravinia and the work of completing 
the roadbed is to be pushed. e 

Leaving Ravinia the rider comes to High- 
lend Park, and here again the scenery is 
beautiful. The roads are good and well 
kept, though it is said they are to be im- 
proved upon shortly. Just beyond Highland 
Park: lies the government reservation and 
Fort Sheridan. By the courtesy of the gov- 
ernment the roads on the reservation are 


yvpen to the use of the public, and one can | 


wheel over them to his heart’s content. Just 
off the reservation are restaurants and road- 
houses, patronized mainly by the soldiers, 
where refreshments of almost any kind can 


he secured. ...- . 

Upon reaching Fort Sheridan the rider is 
twenty-fve.miles from the business.

district of Chicago, far enough away to 
make the place a convenient midway spot 
for a day’s pleasure trip. The return route 
to the city of course lies over the same ter- 
ritory, and itis a district the charm of which 
grows upon one. The ride through Win- 
netka, Ravinia, and Highland Park is more 
enjoyable the second time than it is the first 
and the lover of nature will never tire of the 
trip through the ravines and’‘along the lake 
shore. In passing through Evanston and 
after reaching Rogers Park the ride can be 
varied by selecting streets for the home run 
other than those taken on the out trip. With 
the numerous opportunities for rest and re- 
freshment afforded along the route, the trip 
is one that does not call for any great exer- 
tion. It can be made by easy stages and 
much enjoyment by almost any one who uses 
a wheel. 


SHOULD REPAIR THEIR OWN WHEELS. 


Women Cyclists Ought to Know How to 
Mend the Breaks in Machines. 

Although just at present women who ride 
bicycles are by no means in love with the 
task of attending to their repair and clean- 
ing, yet if they wish to enjoy their riding 
to the full they must learn at least the ele- 
mentary structure of their machines and 
be independent of assistance in remedying 
defects in them. There is nothing like 
cycling for. testing the practical ability of a 
rider, and the more frequency with which 
accidents occur the quicker is obtained the 
necessary knowledge concerning the con- 
struction of machines and the more pleas- 
ure is derived from touring. The construc- 
tion of a bicycle is not such an awesome 
thing. It is very simple when it is once 
understood. The mechanics of construc- 
tion, however, is quite another matter, and 
when you begin to talk about brazing and 
reénforcing and things of that sort you 
touch upon subjects with which the rider 
is not supposed to be familiar. However, 
every ome should know how to dispose of 
a spoke which is broken, properly adjust 
bearing parts in order to facilitate easy 
running, repair a tire, know the value of 
correct saddle position, understand why a 
chain tightens, and the proper method of 
easing it, be able to true up a wheel so that 
there shall not be any risk to the machine 
on account of excessive strains when bear- 
ing parts are loosened, and, in short. do 
all that the manual of cycling demands of 
its votaries. 


HOW TO FIND ENJOYABLE RUNS. 


Many Riders Go Into the Country by Train 
and Spend a Day on the Roads. 

It cannot be claimed that Chicago is the 
center of a region which is very attractivo 
to touring cyclists. Still, there are some 
routes leading out from the city which will 
well repay those who journey over them. 
The journeys to Fox Lake, to Elgin, from 
Bigin to Aurora through the Fox River 
Valley, and to Milwaukee. are some of the 
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most picturesque routes.. To: Joliet is a 
favorite run; to Wheelingisanother. Other 
points within easy reach and favorites with 
the wheelmen are Michigan City, Hammond, 
Crete, Momence, Kankakee, Maywood, Riv- 
erside, Auburn Park, Evanston, Winnetka, 
Waukegan, over to Benton Harbor, and 
around that city. Those who are old in tour- 
ing in Chicago have long since given up 
making excursions to pointsclose by. Thev 
put their machines 6n a train on a Saturday 
night, travel about a hundred miles, ride all 
day Sunday, catch an evening train, and are 
in Chicago by night. They have hada day's 
outing over new territory and are enthusi- 
astic for such another trip. The chief trouble 
with riding hereabouts is that one is tired 
almost before he has penetrated a part of 
the country worth ridingin. Itisa leisurely 
trip and an agreeable one to put your ma- 
chine on board a train leaving Chicago Sat- 
urday at noon, get to Crete or Momence an 
hour or so later, and then ride to Kankakee 
along the river bank. Towards dusk the re- 
turn journey can be made by train. You 
have had an outing in a region with which 
you are unfamiliar ak&d where the scenic 
surroundings are really attractive. Or you 
can go in a northerly direction. Don’t ex- 
pect that the roadways will be macadamized 
for you in the country. Jt is bumpy work, 
with plenty of dust when the season is dry, 
and plenty of difficulties to be encountered; 
but there is a keen pleasure in exploring a 
new country. Itis a relief to get aWay from 
smooth boulevards, and stylish equipages, 
and a multitude of people, and smoke that 
oppresses you in breathing and begrimes, 
and a thousand petty restrictions. 


MADE THE BLOOMER GIKL ANGRY. 


Small Boys Have Fun Because She Took 
the Wrong Path. 

Custom has made the west road of the 
three that constitute the Grand boulevard 
the path for bicyclists. Of the hundreds 
who wheel down the stately street every 
pleasant afterngon and evening only a small 
minority use the main, or the east, road. 
The Knickerbocker girl was too common a 
sight even last summer to attract much at- 
tention. Increased in numbers twenty-fold 
this season, she gets no more than a passing 
glance from the pedestrians save when, by 
any chance, she dismounts from her wheel. 
One of them, a graceful creature in gray, 
did a few evenings since. She happened to 
be on the east road. Half a dozen boys at 
the corner of Thirty-ninth street yelled:

Finally came _ the 
knickerbocker costume, which is likely to 
remain the fixed cycling costume for all 
time. You can buy a bicycle suit nowadays 
for $10 or less, ready made. If you are par- 
ticular about your dress, however, it will 
cost you twice as much money to have a 
tailor cut the suit to your order. Fashion 
this year decrees that the knickerbockers 
be made fuller about the knees and ampler 
in build generally. It is no longer proper to 
have the things bound at the knees witha 
rubber band. A neat buckle is proper. The 
coat, too, is gradually assuming an orna- 
mental shape. It is longer in the waist and 
is often found quite an adornment. Above 
al] things, however, in the matter of cycle 
raiment it must’be understood that nothing 
is proper to wear in the way of hosiery ex- 
cept plaid stockings. 


MAY RESULT IN CASH PRIZES. 


Recent Action of the L. A. W. Likely to 
Change the System of Racing. 

It is a sign of what is coming that profes- 
sional races have been sanctioned to be run 
in conjunction with amateur events by the 
National Racing Board of the League of 
American Wheelmen. The racing men con- 
fidently look forward next year to a total 
overthrow of the present conditions under 
which racing is tolerated and governed, 
They only endure the present system be- 
cause there is the prospect continually held 
out that at any moment cash prizes will be 
offered in place of things which have a sub- 
stantial and not a figurative value. It is 
wearying to a racing man to be compelled to 
store his prizes. With the racing board giv- 
ing sanction to the junction of a teur and 
professional events, it is but a step for the 
league to assume entire control of profes- 
sional sport, and encourage it for the pur- 
pose of discovering if it is a true solution of 
the problem which confronts the law-makers 
for the sport. Professional racing is an 
enormous success in France. It was not 
a success in America last year; but it was not 
tried her under proper conditions, for only 
one man who had pretensions to speed— 
Wheeler—could be found who was willing to 
desert amateurism and take up with profes- 
sionalism. The others who changed creeds 
went to Europe. At the time that Wheeler 
was the best man in the cash prize league 
there were half a hundred men in the ama- 
teur ranks who could give him twenty or 
thirty yards in a mile and beat him with 
ease. Therefore it was not surprising that 
all the public attention was turned in the di- 
rection where the fastest work was being 
done. However, if the racing men were to 
make up their minds that they would not 
race for anything but cash, professionalism 
it would be. And it is of this that they are 
whispering now at Louisville. 


WHERE HAVE HIGH WHEELS GONE? 
Once in a While One Is to Be Seen on the 


Road. 

New York World: What has become of all 
the big wheel bicycles that cost $100.and 
$125, and were frequently seen on the roads 
before the “ safety ’’ was invented? . This is 
a question that many people have been ask- 
ing themselves since the bicycle craze set in, 
but most of them have been asking H in 
vain, for the fate of the old-fashioned bicy- 


you he doesn’t know. Ask the bicycle rider 
himself where the big-wheel machines have 
all gone to. He will tell you that only now 
and then is one of them to be seen on the 
road, and that its appearance usually ex- 


cites derision. 

In the second-hand bicycle shops a few of 
the big-wheel machines are still to be seen. 
They are the worst kind of a drug on the 
market, being offered for $10 and $15, with 
few takers. 

The negroes in the South, however, have 
been buying up these machines, which are 
just within their means, and the bicycle 
craze has struck Blackville. There the 
swells and the members of the Four Hundred 
are bicycle riders. In this they are up to 
date, but in the nature of their machines 
they are away behind the times. The big 
front wheel, however, has prevented the 
belles of Blackville from taking to the bi- 
cycle like their Northern sisters, which goes 
to show that it was the “ safety ’’ that made 
the female bicycle rider possible and is re- 
sponsible for bloomers. 

Many people think that the big-wheel bi- 
cycles have all been made into bird-cages, 
which have lately been very cheap. Others 
believe that they have found their way into 
corsets and crinoline, which use up a lot of 
wire. While this may be true to a small ex- 
tent, it is yet a fact that some parts of the 
old machines have been made over for use in 
safety bicycles. The hubs could so be used, 
and parts of the handle bars. 

But the rubber tires, the big backbone, the 
little hind wheel, and other parts have been 
thrown in the ash heap, and are to be seen 
here and there rusting in back-yards or 
gathering dust in an attic or store-room. 
The progressive growth of bicycles can be 
identified from stage to stage as readily as 
was the rise of man from the ape by his 
skeleton. 

The evolution of the machine is still going 
on. Every year sees a change in the struct- 
ural form. As the paleontologist can iden- 
tify an extinct animal from a single bone, 
the bicycle expert can tell the “ year” ofa 
machine from one of its parts, and with this 
starting point reconstruct the whole. With 
the big-wheel machines this Js easily possi- 
ble, and already they have taken their place 
as curiosities in the history of bicycling.

Unusual Factors to Be Considered in 
the Event.

Decoration day the Chicago road race will 
be run along the North Shore from the Grant 
monument to Main street in Evanston and 
back. Though this is only the second year of 
the road rave on the North Side it is expected 
the number of starters will bo greater than 
ever before.

The return route is west along Main 
street to Chicage avenue, south to Grand 
avenue, east to Kenmore, and then over the 
same streets taken in going north.

THIRTEENTH OENTURY TABLE MAN- 
NERS STILL HOLD GOOD. 


Fra Bonvesin Was a Holy Man Who Loved 
Good Things to Eat So Long as They 
Were Eaten in Polite Com pahy—He Laid 
Down Sensible Rules in Which Cleanli- 
ness and Temperance Were Insisted 
Upon=Liked Good Wine and Pitied the 
Man Who Did Not Say Grace. 

“Fifty.Courtesies of the Table.” That is 
the title of a curious old manuscript of the 
thirteenth century to be found among the 
numberless rolls of yellowed and shriveled 
parchments which constitute the great 
wealth of the Ambrosian Library at Milan. 


~ It is written in verse by one Fra Bonvesin, 


od 


who appears td have been an arbiter of good 
manners to the public of six centuries ago, 
and who has not been essentially improved 
upon by the numerous writers on etiquette 
of more recent years. 

Fra Bonvesin seems not only to have pos- 
sessed pretty good sense regarding the car- 
dinal points of refined table manners, but 
also to have had an appreciation of the more 
delicate touches of good breeding and gen- 
tility worthy of my Lord Chesterfield hime 
self. 


“Tf: you sprinkle water on the hands do so" 


gracefully, and see that they are not un- 
clean,"’ is his first injunction. 

It. can do. rm to repeat.some of the 
worthy mo ohitions, for they are not 
only-of inte throwing light on the civ- 
ilization and @eastoms of the time, but the 
greater number of them might be pasted in 
every man's hat with advantage to the wear- 
er, provided he would look at them occasion- 
ally—for almost every one hés at least read 
or been told what good manners are. The 
practice of them is what is lacking. 

After impressing on his readers the neces- 
sity of cleanlinéss in personal appearance 
at table he continues: ‘“‘Do not be in too 
great a hurry to take your seat at table be- 
fore being invited; if you should find your 
place occupied do not make any disturbance 
about the matter, but politely yield.’ 

The Tiibingen school, the Rénans, and the 


Ingersolls had not as yet unsettled the pop-. 


ular mind on certain important questions, 
and the necessity of saying grace was of 
more consequence in’ Fra Bonvesin’s day 
than it might be considered now. One is par- 
ticularly warned not to neglect saying 
graclz “It is, to the extreme, gluttonous 
and Vile, and showing great contempt of the 
Lord, to think of eating before having asked 
his blessing.”’ 

This over, one is admonished “to sit de- 
cently at the table, not with the legs 
crossed nor with elbows on the board.’ ‘Do 
_not ’—nrark this,. you representative from 
* the rural districts, you business-man with 
‘ but ad few moments to spare for your lunch, 
yeu well-gorged patrons of high-priced res- 
_taurants, mark this—‘‘do not fill your mouth 
“too full; the glutton who fills his arty gh ier 

n 
elsewhere the careful brother utters an es- 
pécial warning against the breach of good 
manners in eating noisily. 

Evidently the worthy frater thought little 
of the table talk of that day, for his next 
recommendation savors strongly of the 
homely but expressive mandate of our 
grandparents: ‘‘ Let your victuals stop your 
niouth.”’ Fra Bonvesin’s version is: “When 
eating speak little, because in talking one’s 
food is apt to drop or be splutteréd.”’ 
**‘When thirsty swallow your food before 
drinking.’ Excellent hygiene as well as 
good manners. 

In that early time dinner services were not 
as complete as in later periods. Each guest 
was supposed to bring with him his own 
knife and spoon, as will be seen further on, 


- and there was but one drinking cup for the

whole company. (The following admoni- 
tions as to theuse of this cup are of interest: 


““ Do not dirty the cup in drinking; take it 


with both hands firmly, so as not to spill the 
If not wishing to drink, and your 
neighbor has dirtied the cup, wipe it before 
passing it on.’ 

The - fourteenth courtsey is admirable, 
and not only admirable-but applicable to 
many diners-out of the present and to all 
x. thoea amiable people whose conviviality is 
-in excess of their discretions: ‘‘ Beware of 
2 taking too much wine, even if it be good, 
for he offends trebly who does so: against 
his body and his soul, While the wine he con- 
sumes is wasted.” Prudent old Fra Bon- 
vesini . 

‘If any one arrives during the meal” 
one is told ‘‘ not to rise, but continue eat- 
ing.’’ The sixteenth courtesy is one partic- 
ularly significant for the present, as in it 
those who take soup are counseled not to 
‘* swallow their spoons,’’ and are further ad- 
vised to ‘“‘correct themselves of this bad 
habit as-soon as possible.”’ 

“If you should sneeze or cough cover 
your mouth, and above all turn away from 


the table.’’ 


The next courtesy has the true Chester- 
‘fieldian stamp:, ‘‘ Good manners demand 
that one should partake, however little of 
whatever is offered—if, that is, one is in 
good health. Do not,” urges: Fra Bonvesin, 
** criticise the food, or say’ * This is badly 
cooked,. or too sait.” Attend to your own 
plate and not to that of others. Do not mix 
together on your plate all sorts of viands, 
meat an eggs; it may disgust your neighbor. 
Do not eat coarsely or vulgarly, and if you 
have to share your bread with any one cut 
it neatly if you do not wish to be ill-bred.

Do not 
bring with you to table too many knives and 
spoons, there is-a mean. If your bowl or 
plate is taken away to be refilled do not send 
up your spoon with it. To,all these matters 
pay attention. In eating- do not- put too 
nruch upon your spoon at pne time, for not 
only will you give much embarrassment to 
your stomach, but you will by eating too 
quickly offend those sitting near. If your 
friend is with you at table be cheerful and 
continue to eat while he eats, even if you 
should have had enough before he has fin- 
ished; he might otherwise out of shame stop 
before his hunger -was satisfied.”’ 

. Easily is it to be seen that courtesy is 
based on kindliness of heart and is not mere 
“conformity to a code of arbitrary rules con- 
cocted by some would-be exclusive. Fra 
Bonvesin’s courtesies are essentially ap- 
plicable to all time and in all places where 
the amenities of life are observed; the only 
‘exceptions being in such instances where an

of living. One of these exceptions is found 
‘in the forty-eighth courtesy, though its pre- 
cept is closely allied to the preceding: ‘‘When 
eating with others do not sheath your knife

| SCULPTURE IN A 
nor octshilon SETTING. | 


The et: ev valk in Aseria art this last 
week has been the opening of the second an- 
nual exhibition of the American Sculpture 
Society at the Fine Arts Building in New 
York City. The novelty of the exhibition is 
found in placing sculpture in a most beauti- 
ful setting of plants and flowers. The im- 
portance of environment has been over- 
looked in our exhibitions, and this display 
of sculpture will go to prove the interde- 
pendence of the statue with its surround- 
ings and the charm that the one adds tothe 
other. They wish to show that sculpture 
can be associated with natural beauty, and 
the endeavcr, by this arrangement, is also 
to popularize works of an ideal character. 

This beautiful scheme of display was de- 
signed and arranged by Thomas Hastings, 
architect, and N. F. Barrett, landscape 
architect. The south gallery, the first on 
entering, is laid out in the style of a Franco- 
English garden, with flower beds and severe 
Dutch hedges. This leads up to terraces, 
and the second, the Vanderbilt gallery, is 
reached, arranged in the manner of a formal 
Italian garden of the Renaissance, flanked 
on either side by ‘‘ wild gardens,’’ All the 
leading sculptors of America, with perhaps 
a few exceptions, are represented, There 
are in all 181 works. 

Among the beautiful things most admired 
by the critics are Herbert Adams’ beautiful 
ideal bust of a woman and his reliefs of fly- 
ing angels for the Judson Memorial Church 
in New York City; F. MacMonnies’ bronze 
statuettes of his spirited dancing Bacchante 
and Diana: D. C. French's splendid statue 
of Gallandet teaching a deaf and dumb girl; 
and Niehaus’ Trinity Church door. Mr. 
IRuckstuhl, the Secretary, is represented by 
a colossal bust of Channing; J. Q. A. Ward 
by a bust of Elliott F. Shepard and his colos- 
sal figures of ‘“‘Law” and ‘‘War’’ for the 
Garfield monument. Martiny has some 
beautifully modeled caryatid figures, as has 
also J. Massy Rhind. Potter, the animal 
sculptor, has his sleeping faun, the marble 
of which is in the institute, and Bitter of 
World's Fair fame shows his €hormous bas- 
relief of the “Triumph of Commerce” for 
the Pennsylvania Depot in Philadelphia. 
Olin Warner sends his ‘‘Diana,’’ numerous 
well-known busts, and two caryatid figures, 
while ‘*‘ Whirlwind,” a statue of grace and 
beauty, although well known before, rep- 
resents the veteran sculptor, Mr. Hartley. 

The Chicago sculptors show up well and 
Pave received favorable comment from the 
New York press. Lorado Taft's ‘‘most at- 
tractive” “‘Wild Flower’’ is placed in the 
first gallery. He is also represented by some 
portrait busts. Johannes Gellert’s ‘‘admir- 
ably posed’’»female figure, ‘“‘The Resurrec- 
tion,’’ is classed with the ideal sculpture. 

The New York Herald said: ‘A note of 
extreme modernism is furnished by a num- 
ber of charmingly artistic and lifelike statu- 
ettes of young girls by Miss Bessie O. 
Potter.’’ 

The World said they were ‘‘very chic and 
modeled with the style of a Gibson in sketch- 
ing.”” The sale of two of Miss Potter's 
Statuettes on the opening night shows an 
appreciation of a tangible sort. The “‘Prim- 
itive Indian Music,” by H. 8. MacNeil, “‘is- 
plays genuine strength,”’ and the two sea 
figures by E. H.-Wuertz ‘are noticeably 
clever.”’ 

As ugual there seems to be considerable 
dissatisfaction found with the purchases 
made for the permanent exhibitions at Phil- 
adelphia and Boston. In Philadelphia un- 
der the Wilstach bequest there is emphatic 
disapproval of the choice of Ziem’ s land- 
scapes and ‘“‘L’ Amende Honorable,” by Dela- 
croix. The selection made at Boston seemed 
to meet general approval at first, but lately 
the contrary obtains. The sum of $21,009 
was paid for “The Lion Hunt,” by Dela. 
croix. The other painting was a portrait by 
Sir Joshua Reynolds, bought through 
Messrs. Tooth & Co. of London. 

The following prizes have been awarded 
at the late New York exhibitions: At the 
Society of American Artists the Thomas B. 
Clarke prize of $300 was given to H. O. Wal- 
ker for his ‘‘ Morning Vision,’”’ and the Nor- 
man W. Dodge prize, also of $300, for the 
best picture by an American ‘woman, was 
taken by Mrs. E. M. Prellwitz’s “ Legend.’’ 
The Lotus Club Fund bought for $1,000 Will 
H. Low’s ‘‘My Lady” and Walter Stur- 
law’s ‘‘ Hillside with Sheep.”’ At the Na- 
tional Academy ‘‘ A Tribute to Satyr’’ by 
George Barse Jr. took the $300 Hallgarten 
prize; C.°C. Curran the $200 prize for his 
” Enchanted Shore,’’ and the $100 prize went 
to Francis Day’s “‘ Patience.”’ 

Jules Guerin exhibits two pictures at the 
New Salon this year. One is hung in the 
ligne and the other just above. Ashe writes, 
‘““I do not see how the Frenchmen could 
have treated me better.’”’ He is also illus- 
trated in the catalogue. He is in Laren, 
Holland, for the summer. Mr. Guerin is 
ene of our best-known Chicago artists and 
his work is gaining in power and importance. 
His. water colors in New York were highly 
spoken of. 

The prize of $100 given by the Arché club 
of this city to the Art Institute to be be- 
stowed upon some local woman sculptor has 
been awarded to Miss Bessie O. Potter. 
Roth the spirit of the prize and the justice 
of the award can be heartily reeommended. 

Keppel will have next week an interesting 
collection of drawings by the Spaniard 
Vierge, one of the great masters of illustra- 
tion. ftiis mastery lies in his knowledge and 
power of line and splendid composition. For 
young illustrators this will be an important 
and instructive exhibition, while the critic 
and public will find much to admire. There 
are some sixty numbers in all, but only a 
half dozen or so are forsale. They are most- 
ly loaned by the Century company, Scrib- 
ners, and his publishers. There is a good 
oo ay a in charcoal of the artist by Tac- 
caci, 

At the annual meeting of the Society of 
American Artists Edwin H. Blashfield was 
elected President, John La Farge .Vice-Pres- 
ident, Kenyon Cox Secretary, Samuel Isham 
Treasurer, A. Phinister Proctor, E. M. Ta- 
ber, and I. M. Gaugengigl of Boston were 
elected to membership. William M. Chace 


declined reélection. 


Steinway Hall, in the new music building 
opposite the Athenz#um on Van Buren street. 
was formally opened Friday night by a con- 
cert, and opportunity was given the public 
to see the frieze over the proscenium de- 
signed by Charles Halloway, who also 
painted the arch in the Auditorium. The 
subject is the ** Death of Baldur,’’ typifying 
the.-passing summer. He has chosen his 
characters from the Nibelungenlied, and 
the subject, with the costumes and acces- 
sories of the period, lend themselves most 
happily to the decorative spirit. The panel, 
thirty feet long by four feet high, is success- 
ful in the harmony of color and thorough 
decorative treatnfrezt. It is a pleasure. to 
chronicle the sviccessful fulfillment of the 
ideas of the architect, D. H. Perkins, in this 
decoration. It is to be hoped these happy 
results will warrant other decorative at- 
tempts in the future. Chicago is backward 
in mural art, and the grand example of Bos- 
ton in-her princely treatment of the public 
library there ought to encourage Chicago 
to do something worthy of the architecture 
and uses of the new public library here. 

The value from an art educational point of 
view of fine mural decorations for our public 
and semi-public. buildings can hardly be 
overestimated. 

In New York City a new society has been 
formed called the Mural Painters, which in- 
cludes such men as La Farge and Crownin- 
shield. They wish to ‘‘educate public taste 
to the recognition of what constitutes true 
decoration, and the rightful position of the 
trained decorator.’’ This is a new field anJ 
a useful one. 

The portrait of Eugene Field by August 
Franzen, spoken of last week, is now on 
view in the large northeast gallery of the 
Institute. It represents the man of letters 
seated in a high back chair with his head 
resting on his right hand. His left hand is 
holding a book nearly closed. The tone is 
low and rich, and the color fine and sensi- 
tive. The expression in the head, which is 
almost front view, is thoughtfui and serious, 
and the character of the man is sy mpatheti- 
cally rendered. Mr. Franzen leaves for 
Paris in a few days and will paint during the 
summer with R. W. Yonnot on the Island of 
Gothland, a picturesque spot in the Baltic 
Sea. 

The Chicago Architectural club will open 
its exhibition to the public May 24. A num- 
ber of the American architectural colony in 
Paris will be represented, It will be held in 
the south wing of the Art Institute. 

More than half the pictures and sculpture 
given by local artists to the Chicago Society 
of Artists will be sold by auction Friday 
evening, May 17, at 8 o’clock. The list in- 
cludes some of the best work sent in, and a 
fine opportunity of assisting the club in 
overcoming a stubborn debt and of obtain- 
ing a characteristic work of Chicago ‘is 
afforded, and at a low price.

HUMBLE ORIGIN OF ALVIN ADAMS’ 
GREATNESS, 


Express Company Which Circles the Globe 
and Upon Whose Offices the Sun Never 
Sets Had Its Beginning in a Mule and a 
Courageous Young Man=Adams Had 
No Respect for His Neighbor; James 
Russell Lowell, Because There Were 
Weeds in His Yard, a 
Up among the green hills of Andover, Vt,, 
while yet the nineteenth century wag in its 
jntancy, dwelta lad who humbly tilled the 
rocky soil and faithfully herded the cattle 
and the bleating sheep. 
In the starlight of many a wintry morning 
he rose to the cold discomfort of- the farm 
chcres, stamping about among the shivering 


cattle and churning the milk with benumbed. 


fingers down into the waiting pails, “From 
this humble material a mind was forging 
weapons of habit and stability that°were to 


_ carve for lasting years the name -of * Alvin 


Adams. . 
Within easy distance of this humble farm 
rose Monadnock, towering, gigantic, ‘the

~ highest point of land for miles around. There 


was @ grandeur in this noble landmark not to 
be found-in anything else that stirred an 
aWakening appreciation in the lad’s breast. 
It stood for strength, as the storms shivered 
their flashing javelins against its rugged 
breast. It stood for advancement, when, with 
the stars of nigh: stijl shining, it caught the 
first beams of the riting sun and proudly 


heralded the coming day. And when some 


m ghty mystery breathed upon it, and it be- 
came clothed in the glorious marvel of spring 
and the successive seasons, it stood for a love 
of God and all his wonderful works. Ana 
into the mind of the young orphan boy these 
lessons sunk firm and deep. 

The next stepping-stone was a couple of 
books—Watts on ‘‘ The Mind” and ‘* The 
Understanding,’’ by Locke—two ponderous 
things; but reading matter was scarce, and 
perhaps, too, just here, ano inheritance of 
educational ancestry came to his age, for he 
was of the historic Adams family, whose an- 
cestor, Henry Adams, -was one of the settlers 
of Braintree, Mass., in 1641, and his mother 
was Phoebe Hoar. a relative of Samuel Hoar 
of Concord, Mass. Be this as it may, these 
books gave him the settled purpose of ac- 
quiring knowledge and of being and 
doing something in the brief span of 
a -human lifetime. The foundation was al- 
ready laid in a practical common school educa- 
tion. But from out that unknown charmed 
world, upon whose portals Monadnock stood 
like a mighty sentinel, came echoes of other 
lives; Henry Clay, in the pinnacie of his 
fame; Daniel Webster, whom Dartmouth 
College proudly claimed as foster child. 
Night after night the lad knelt at the little 
window of the rafted chamber, watching with 
quickening pulses the &tar-crowned crest of 
Monadaock, that seemed to beckon ana point 


to the world beyond. 
.The little seed, stirring and swellmg with 
something within itseif, will push from its 


dark, earth-enveloped cell upward to the 


light. As sureiy the unalterable dec:ee had 
been written on this human soul, and at the 
age of 16 Alvin Adams left his brother’s farm 
and went forth into the world, friendiess and 
uvknown. 

If, instead of recorded actions automatic- 
ally displayed like waxwork on wheels, bi- 
ographies of men were made up of thougnts, 
emotions. and-ail the tangible influences that 


_ goto make up human lite. what wonderful 


reading we should have! Whatadvancement, 
what inspiration! We could measure our 
milestones by their milestones: our fears, our 
exaltations, and our prayers. We have at this 
period of Alvin Adams’ life no other record 
than that he found a clerkship in a hote! at 
Woodstock. where he remained four yeara, 
winning friends by his modest geniality, his 
earnestness of purpose, and his unswerving 
truth. At the ena of that time a wider 
opportunity presented. The farmers of Ver- 
mont would be very giad of an opportu- 
nity of sending their butter and eggs to 
Boston and receiving their equivalent in mer- 
chandise. Young Aivin applied to his brother 
for 9 team of horses anda light wagon with 
which he might take advantage of this chance, 


~as his own trugai salary had barely furnished 


him decent clothing and educational books. 


‘The brother, with the: hard wisdom of ex- 


perience that will fit the ninety-nine but not 
the hundredth man, could not spare the team 
from his own farm-work to go upon afty such 
unheard of and visionary business, but young 
Alvin was weleome to the old cart and Jaded 
Jake. Juded Jake! Thename comes down 
to us through the vista of years with a ludi- 
crousness that is yet strongly akin to pathos, 
Jake was. the anatomy of 4 horse. Blind 
of an eye, drop-hipped, short of 
Wind, spavined, he would have stood 
for a living plate of all _ the 
combined disorders that horseflesh is 


‘heir to. There is no doubt that Alvin Adams, 


scrupulous of manner and dress, keenly alive 
to ridicule, suffered mentaliy far*keener 
pangs than v.sited the rheu.aatic joints of 
poor old Jake. But the gift was agtepted in 
a spirit of humility and the worid-wide busi- 
ness of the Adains Express, was inaugurated. 

Judge Austin Adams of the Supreme Court 


_of Iowa, who was a favorite nephew of Alvin 


Adams, aweit often in his life upon the hu- 
morous turning point in his illustrious uncle's 
life. It showed the man’s convictions were 
equal toany emergency. A weaker’ mind 
Would have fearfully weighed oniy the’pres- 
ent. The stronger mind dropped into the 
balance the possibilities of the future. Among 
many of the unpublished manuscripts of po- 
etry which Judge Adams leit are the foliow- 
ing lines, which bear directly upon our sub- 
ject: 


We climb a mount upon a mule— 
And a jaded mu:e at that! 
- Ascending our Jaborious path 
Ina rusty coat and hat. 


The humble swain who sees us pass 
,Scarce lifts to us his eyes; 

Not jess observant is the dog

The business, humbly started, prospered 
and grew. Jaded Jake was Jaid among the 
rocks of his native hills and a sprightly team 
took his place. The farmers began to look 
upon Alvin Adams asa young man of much 
promise. His name stood ior precision of 
habit and honorable dealing. Success and 
fortune seemed waiting to crown him when 
the great financial crisis of 1837 swept the 
country. With thousands of others he was 
prestrated, and when the storm had cleared 
mot a penny remained of his hard-earned 


+ competence, 


Times were hard, businesa was stagnant. 
Men groaned and hurled out maledictions 
against their country and their maker. Not 
so Alvin Adams, A little wiping away of the 
fogs of disappcintment. a fresh girding of 
that stout heart, and he went quictiy to 
work soliciting in Boston parcels and pack- 
ages to be delivered in New York. His 
trustworthy character was established, und he 
had no difficulty in fiuding patrons. But the 
‘firat year a small trunk sufficed for the busi- 
nes?,. A partner whom he had taken retired 
after a few months, either through a want of 
faith in the enterprise or its unsuitability, and 
Mr. Adams was his own messenger, cashier, 
receipt clerk, and porter. In two years the 
pubiic in general began to aprreciate tne fact 
that it was greatly convenient to put valu

ables in reliable hands and have them 
transferred from city to city with 
certainty and dispatch, and in the same 
year, 1840, the Adams Express com- 
pany was organized and absorbed three 
other companies, with Alvin Adams at the 
head. In five years the line was extended to 
Philadelphia, Baltimore, Washington, and 
Alexandria. At this time, in New York alone, 
the business required a force of fifty men, 
forty horses, and twenty wagons to conduct 
it. Ina short time every part of the country, 
South, West, North, and the Canadas, had by 
u dominant mind been iinked together with a 
chain of commerce. 
What matters now we rode a mule— 
And a jaded mule at that: 
And labored upward from below 
In a rusty coat and bat? 

Before his death, which occurred in 1876, 
and in the seventy-second year of his age, the 
Adams Express belted the world and the sun 
never set upon its offices. 

The business is a fitting monument to the 
memory of a great man, but now for the man 
himself, He was one of such iron will none 
could in safety cross his purposes, yet a child 
might lead him. With business perspicacity 
beyond his fel:ow-men, he walked ever 
wrapped in a veil of spiritual affairs. He 
firmiy believed in spiritualism im the sense of 
the return of disembodied spirits. Daniel 
Webster, although his senior by twenty-two 
years, was one of his nearest friends. After 
Webster’s death he would sit down and 
“‘converse’’ with his friend’s spirit almost as 
naturally as he had through life. A photo- 
graph of Mr. Adams, taken by a ** medium”’ 
after his friend’s death, shows Webster stand- 
ing, ethereal and wraithlike, in the spirit, by 
his side. 

He also enjoyed the life friendship of 
Raiph Waldo Emerson, It was Emerson who 
pronounced Alvin Adams and Ann Pratt man 
and wife, and rejoiced with them in the en- 
suing years in the birth of three sous and two 
daughters. His wife’s brother, John Pratt, 
was one of the ieaders in the famous Brook 
Farm, where gathered such congenial spitits 
as Nathaniel Hawthorne, Ripley, Margaret 
Fuller, and George W. Curtis. To John 
Pratt’s son, who married A. Bronson Alcott’s 
eldest daughter, was given the honor of being 
father to the original ** Little Men,’’ of whom 
their talented aunt, Louisa M. Alcott, wrote. 

Out of the vast fortune which was the sub. 
stantial evideuce of his success Alvin Adams 
built a palatial homein Boston with rolled 
lawns eighteen acres broad. He filled his 
mansion witha fortuneinu paintings and his 
lawns with rarest roses. He gave largely to 
scientifiz researches, and the times are in 
numerable in which he extended a sympa 
thetic helping hand to young men, % 

The vaiue he had ever attached to the most 
trivial agreement or understanding became 
even more pronounced as he advanced in 
years. He would say to his daughter: ‘You 
said you would be up at 6 o’clock this morn- 
ing. Itis 7. You didn’t feei weli? But what 
had your feeiings to do with it? You said 
you would be up at 6!” 

And his love of order was fully expressed 
in his merciless judgment of James Russell 
Lowell. ‘Poetry! Idon’t care for the poe- 
try. James Russell Lowell has weeds in his 
fence-corners !”’ 

Ah, well, how many of us are blinded by 
weeds in our neighbors’ fence-corners! Only 
in the next world may all greatness be har- 
monized andallarts made one. But as we 
lay aside this brief study of a human mind, 
let us say with W. K. Ciifford, “the ideal 
character, that which is best fitted to receive 
the teaching of nature, is one which has con. 
science for itg motive power and reason for 
its guide.”’ E. K. 8. 


The Enormous Sun Arcturus, 


If the earth were situated midway between the | 


sun and Arcturus it would receive 5,198 times 


as much light from that star as it would from . 
the sun! It is quite probable. moreover, that the | 


heat of Arcturus exceeds the solar heat in the 
same ratio, for the spectroscope shows that, al. 


though Arcturus is surrounded with a cloak of | 


metallic vapors proportionately far more ex- 
tensive than the. sun's. yet, smothered as the 

reat-star seems in some respects to be, it rivals 
‘Sirius itself in the intensity of its radiant energy. 
If we suppose the radiation of Arcturus to be the 
same per unit of surface as the sun’s 
it follows that Arcturus exceeds the 
sun about 375,000 times in volume, and that its 
diameter is no less than 62,350,000 miles! 
Imagine the earth and the other planets consti- 
tuting the solar system removed to Arcturus, and 
set revolving around it inorbitsof the same 
forms and sizes in which they circle about the 
sun. Poor Mercury! For that little plant it 
would indeed be a jump from the frying pan into 
the fire, because as it rushed to perihelion Mer- 
cury would piunge more thau 2.500,000 miles 
beneath the surface of the giant star. Venus and 
the earth would perhaps meit ike snowflakes at 
the mouth of a furnace. Even far-away Neptuhe, 
the remotest member of the system, would be 


bathed in torrid heat.

Story of the Great Fraud of the Age. : 


Pe. hk, AS 

ONDON will soon have a new sensa- 
tion that will—providentially, per- 
haps—cecupy attention sufficiently 
to make the public forget the sudden 
closing of the Oscar Wilde trial. 

. Jabez Spencer Balfour, who was 
two years ago member of Parliament for 
Burnley, and is known as thé leading spirit 
of the famous frauds connected with the 
Liberator Permanent [Euilding Society— 
which were among the largest that have 
ever been perpetrated, involving a loss to 
English middle class.investors especially of 
some $33,000,000—has been taken back to 
England for trial. Probably no other de- 
-throned financier of modern days has been 
so much the subject of newspaper notoriety 

- as he. Immediately after the crash which 
revealed his nfethods in their true colors he 
fled to Argentina, where he believed extradi- 
tion would be impossible. As a matter ol 

fact, at the time of his flight he was perfect- 
ly safe in Argentina, where he lived on the 
proceeds of his ill-gotten gains, until, after 
long and tedious process, England secured 
him, much to the grief of Jabez Balfour, 
who declares himself to be the “ victim of 
ex post facto legislation.’’ 

Jatiez Balfour caused nore financial ruin 
in England than had been experienced since 
the bursting of the South Sea bubble. His 
victims were numbered by the fhousands, 
largely composed of persons of small sav- 
ings, widows and orphans, and traders, who 
had been induced to invest in the various 
companies with which herwas. connected 
because “‘he was such a good:man.” He 
was a nonconformist in religion;’so were 
most of his,victims. He was a temperance 
lecturer, a leader in his church and the 
schools connected with it, an eloquent lead- 
er in. public prayer and exhortation. In the 
Hovlee of Commons he was one of the stanch- 
est supporters of Mr. Gladstone, a champion 
of home rule for Ireland, one of the sternest 
reprovers of the House of Lords for its plu- 
tocracy and contempt for the common peo- 
ple—in brief, a Simon pure, all*wool, war- 
ranted to. wash friend of humanity. 

The story of Jahez Balfour's life has been 
told at great length by such’an authority as 
W. T. Stead, but unfortunately he gave his 
information in the form of a romance of no 
particular attraction. Jabez Balfour hada 
thorough knowledge of the weaknesses and 
virtues of his countrymen, especially of that 
great class with which he was connected by 
birth, education, and religious worship. He 
built up his business, and with his co-con- 
spirators carried out his frauds on the motto 
dear to the English heart: ‘Libera. Sedes 
Liberum Fecit’’ (‘A Free Home. Makes a 
F'ree Man’’). 

As a young man a quarter ofacentury ago 
Jabez presented a scheme to the Liberator 
Building Soctety for the utilization of philan- 
throphy in the promotion of financial suc- 
cess. 

“Only think,’ he said, ‘‘of the vast sums 
which are being saved by thrifty and tem- 
perate persons of the lower middle and of 
the working classes, by Nonconformist mins 
isters, plodding schoolmasters, small tradeg 
men, artisans, and the wives, widows aRmu 
spinsters of the same classes! ‘The ente:- 
prise whi¢h could tap this source of wealth 

would always be sure of a great return on 
the capital invested and yield a handsome 
return for the people, while encouraging the 
great cause of temperance and thrift. If we 
don't do this some one else will be shrewd 
enougt to do it, and who knows but that 
some dishonest scoundrel might see a chance 
to get rich on these persons.’’~ 

Jabez Balfour knew the soil he was sowing 

in. He and his partners sent out attractive 

prospectuses, with such success that hun- 
dreds of Nonconformist ministers and per- 
sons connected with temperance and relig- 

. fous. societies all over the land hastened to 
contribute their quota to the Liberator’s 
beneficent objects. 

The society received enormous sums in the 

first year, 1866, for which a commission of 1] 
per cent was charged, subsequently reduced 
to &% per cent, and. in the end around sum of 
$705,000 was paid in this way. How thor- 
oughly the moral idea was present in these 
proceedings was shown when, in 1871, on 
the society removing to its new offices a res- 
olution was adopted ‘ that on the occasion 
of taking possession this day of our new 
premises the directors desire to record thei= 
own sense of thankfulness for the prosper- 
ity with which, as they believe, God has 
hithertd blessed their efforts in the estab- 
lishment of this business.”’ 

‘But the inflow of contributions did not last. 
Several building associations failed, the re- 
sources of the non-conformist enthusiasts 
were exhausted, and the legitimate business 

’ of the Liberator began to be a failure and 
the directors began to look around for other 
means of making money. 

‘In the meantime; however, Jabez Bal- 
four’s prospects had grown with the previ- 
ous success of the Liberals. He was elected 
Mayor of Croydon, where he lived, chosen 
member of Parliament in the Liberal inter- 
ests, and was looked upon as one of the solid 
men of the party, especially as one who hail 
paramount influence in the ranks of the non- 
conformists. He gave money liberally to 
the building of churches, his name was 
prominent in scores of lists of the great 
charitable contributors of the country, and 
at the last election before his flight he con- 
tributed £700; to the campaign fund of his 
party. All this time the Liberator com- 
pany was gbtting deeper and deeper in 

' trouble. 

But Jabez and his partners did not lose 
heart: To quote the words of an English 
writer: pe sh 

‘From this period onward—dbout 1875— 
there was a regular succession of new coim- 
panies. It has been well said that the secret 
of Balfourian finance was: ‘ When in dif- 
ficulty start a new company.’ Thus there 
followed in succession Hobbs & Co., the 
London arid General Bank, the Building 
Securities company, George Newman & Co., 
the Real Estates company, and the Shering- 
ham Development company. In most of 
these concerns there was a regularly paid 
dividend ofe5 per cent to the shareholders 
and 4 per cent to depositors. The reckless- 
ness of the tinancing was never surpassed. 
Balfour discovered a progressive builder in 
Croydon named Hobbs, a man in a com- 
paratively small way of business, in 1878, 
and a member of the House and Lands 
Trust. 

,._.‘ Such large amounts were advanced to 
Hobbs that in 1885, when. he was practically 
insolvent, he owed the Liberator $3,500,000, 
and the Building Securities company and 
Hobbs & Co. (limited) were successively 
started to take up the concern. Finally, 
when Hobbs failed—having in the meantime 
constructed those huge blocks, the White- 
hall Court, on the Thames Embankment, 
Hiyde Park Court, the Salisbury Estate 
Building, Carlisle Mansions, and others— 
this limited concern was indebted to the 
_Liberator*to the extent of $10,495,000. From 
1885 forward there was no choice but to 
make fresh and ever fresh advances to 
Hobbs, and the parent company had to fore- 
gf0 its claims and negotiate first, second, and 
third mortgages in front of its own. 

_ “ The system on which this was done was 
simplicity itself. Fach new company took 
over some of the liabilities, of the old ones, 
and these were put down as so many suc- 

’ cessful transactions, severally yielding a 
handsome profit and splendid security—or, 
as the phrase went, ‘a large and noble prop- 
erty "—to the Liberator. 

“‘ Apart from these transactions, ‘ the Bal- 


four group’ were financing properties of a 


more or less speculative character all over 
the country. There were the Ilford, the Til- 
bury, and the Romford estates, Meersbrook 
Park, the Billiter street property, the Hock- 
ley Hall Colliery, and sundry chemical 
works. All these involved scores of thou- 
sands of pounds, paid apparently with a 
magnificent disregard to real value. The 
advances to friends were on an equally lib- 
eral scale. The sum of $235,000 was allowed 
to a Mr. Kenyon Benham, who alleged that 
he nad an interest in a will said to have been 
lost on the Underground railway, but never 
legally proved. Richard Kenyon Benham 
and Albert Bennett Benham, for their share 
in these proceedings, including the forgery 
of the will, are undergoing terms of fourteen 
and five years’ penal servitude respectively. 
** Space would fail to tell of the manner in 
which the Balfour group financed Newman, 
anuther progressive builder, who was also 
formed, like Hobbs, into a limited company. 
Newman has been sentenced to five years’, 
Hobbs to twelve years’, and Henry Granville 
Wright, a solicitor intimately mixed up,with 
all thesep roceedings, to twelve years’ penal 
ervitude. Though disaster followed these 
,concerns from first to last dividends were 
always found in the new subscriptions and 
deposits and directors’ remuneration never 
failed. Under the latter head Jabez Balfour 
4 and his colleagues divided among them from 
the seven leading companies a total of $892,- 
770. The total amount of ruin brought upon 
-#nvestors through the final crash may be 
“peckoned thus: Liberator Society, stock- 
holders, $8,305,525, and depositors, $8,261,460: 
Lands Allotment company, capital. sub- 
scribed, $3,831,050; House and Lands Trust, 
stockholders, $360,725, and depositors, $7,- 
906,725; Building Securities company, capi- 
tal subscribed, $1,318,675; and Hobbs & Co.,

capital subscribed, $305,810. These aggre- 
gate $30,289,770, a colossal sum. But there 
are various other items which, if added, 
would bring it up to nearly or quite $35,000,- 
GOD.”’ 

When the inevitable crash came, causing 
untold misery to thousands of depositors, 
Jabez Balfour was ready forit. Quietly and 
unostentatiously he gathered in some halfa 
million and departed for Argentina, where 
he hoped to pass the remainder of his life in 
comfort and the.culture of orehids. Mr. 
Stead thus describes Jabez Balfour's last 
days in London: 

’* The nearer he came to London that glo- 


rious day in 1805 the more his spirits sank. — 


The Liberator was in its death flurry. Ar- 
riving at his office a telegram was waitine 
for him from Speight, the company’s law- 
yer. He shrugged his shoulders, then, tak- 
ing down Kirchyer’s bulky volume on ‘ The 
Law of Extradition,’ he eagerly pored over 
its pages. 

*“*It must be Argentina. Spain won't do. 
It is too near.’ . . . Next morning when 
he went up to town he took with him all his 


sure not only a large but unprecedented | 


sale of my forthcoming book. I am order- 
ing 2,000,000 for England, the same number 
for the colonies, and 1,000,000 for the United 
States. No book that was ever published 
will have been such a success. I! shall selk 
it at two guineas a copy, and, as it will only 
cost me half a. crown, plus another half 
crown for booksellers’ commission, I shall 
make a profit of over £8,000,000 on the first 
edition.”’ 

“And what will you do with all that 
money”? he was asked, 

‘What shall Ido with it? The first thing 
I shall do will be to pay a composition of 20 
per cent to all who have been involved in 
loss by «he failure of the Liberator group. 
This, 1 caleulate, will absorb £1,300,000 and 
will be sufficient to bring about an entire 
change of sentiment with regard to me at 
home. I shall take advantage of this to re- 
turn to London, where it is my intention to 
reéstablish all the societies comprising the 
liberator group on their old basis, with my- 
self as ~ Je shareholder. This will at once 
put a siop to any proces dings against me, 
since I could hardly be expected to prosecute 
myself. and, what is more, I shali have no 
more parsons and widows snarling at me. 
Ibe plan is a large one, but Il am contident 
of my ability to carry it out,” 

Rut these letters were private, and Jabez, 
under the name of Butler, was safe in Quin- 
ta, and the endeavor of the KEnglish Consul 

Suenos Ayres to locate him were fruit- 
| The story of how he was finally capt- 
ured, however, has been told by an Ipswich 


stipulations the prisoner must suffer for 
local offenses committed before extradition 
could take place. Otto Klix, somewhere 
about October, 184, entered a criminal suit 
for fraud prior to first sentence of extradi- 
tion, thus delaying Balfour's delivery. Klix 
grounds his suit on the fact that Jabez, 
under the assumed name of Samuel But- 
ler, entered into an agreement to buy a 
brewery, but this had not been carried out. 
According to the Argentine criminal code, 
to enter into business arrangemenis undera 
false name is considered a misdemeanor, 
and punishable with imprisonment for from 
one to six years. Klix, seeing little hope of 
success, and the likelihood of being saddled 
with a heavy bill of costs, asked the Crim- 
inal Judge to quash the case. To make a 
long story short, Balfour was given yp to 
the English police, and May 6 last he was 
landed at Southampton on the steamer Tar- 


— 
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securities in a small portmanteau in order 
to make ready for flight the moment the 
game was up. He would cross that night 
from Harwich to Antwerp and then would 
quietly niake his way to Lisbon, where he 
would. take passage for Argentina under an 
assumed name. Once there he would be out 
of reach of the baffled minions of the law, 
who might stretch their hands after him in 
vain. 

‘“‘He received the congratulations of his 
subordinates on his reélection to Parliament 
with uneasy grace. He was soon closeted 
with Speight & Dodds. They told him the 
real state of the case of the drain on the 
Liberator. Some one must have passed the 
word that they had better get out while 
there was time, and the depositors were 
withdrawing with quite unprecedented alac- 
rity. Sept. 1 came, still the doors of the 
Liberator were open. 

‘* Jabez called a hurried consultation on 
the afternoon of the ist. ‘ All is up,’ said 
that worthy airily as Dodds entered the 
room. ‘Sauve qui peut,’ said Jabez, smil- 
ing. ‘Good evening, gentlemen.’ Next 
morning when the clerks came to the office 
of the Liberator they found the shutters up 
and the doors locked and an intimation that 
business was suspended until further notice. 

“The crash long expected had come at last, 
and what a crash it was! The Omnibus 
Bank had been the first to go; it dragged 
down with it the Liberator, and with the 
Liberator came the Trust company and the 
Iestate company. J.W. Dodds went of course 
in the general ruin. Oldman & Co., a firm 
built on Doddsian principles, and all the 
other allied companies which were to be such 
a source of strength in buttressing up the 
central citadel fell like a pack of cards. [: 
was a crash indeed. Nothing like it had oc- 
curred in the world of finance since the fail- 
ure of the Glasgow Bank.”’ 

So far Mr. Stead. After the crash it was 
shown that for years the dividends had been 
paid, not out of earnings, but out of receipts 
which had come in from new investors. The 
directors had left the affairs of the company 
in the hands of Balfour, and had taken his 
word that everything was all right. 

Many of the persons who lost their savings 
through Balfour's frauds were entirely beg- 
gared. A relief fund was opened and more 
than $150,000 was raised. Fourteen hundred 
and fourteen women applied to the commit- 
tee having charge of this fund for relief. Of 
this number 652 were unmarried, 601 were 
widows, and 57 of these women were each 
more than S80 years old; more than 500 of 
them were more than 60 years old. 

Three persons were sent to prison for par- 
ticipating in the frauds. They were Henry 

Jranville Wright,a solicitor; James William 
‘Hobbs, the builder,who was formerly Mayor 
of Croydon; and a man named Newmabh. 
Hobbs and Wright were sentenced to twelve 
years’ penal servitude each for forgery, and 
Newman to five years, but Balfour escaped 
for the time to Argentina. 

Jabez Balfour escaped to Argentina and 
his whereabouts was for some time a mys- 
tery. But the British Government had de- 
termined to get him at all cost. England 
had no extradition treaty with the South 
American Republic, but it intended to secure 
one. Buenos Ayres and the larger towns of 
Argentina were favorite hd@unts of English 
runaways. Early in 1894 the Review of the 
River Plate, a paper published in Buenos 
Ayres, wrote: “A gentleman from Scotland 
Yard, at present resident in our midst, will, 
when he returns home, be able to give pre- 
cise information as to the whereabouts and 
occupation of numerous in™“viduals who 
have left their country for their country’s 
good. The list composes persons wanted for 
every crime, from murder down to fraudu- 
lent bankruptcy. It is amusing to hear how 
some of them, who have run across the Lon- 
doner during his perambulations round the 
city, have suddenly remembered that urgent 
business called them hastily away to the 
other end of town. Fugitives from English 
justice had better keep within doors until 
Mr. Tonbridge has left for England, home, 
and beauty, unless they do not object to their 
reasons for coming to South America being 
made public.’’ 

Inspector Tonbridge, however, was not the 
discoverer of Jabez. He had simply been 
sent by Scotland Yard to take charge of the 
runaway when he should be found and when- 
ever Argentina should decide to hand him 
over to the English authoritiés. Jabez, un- 
der the-assumed name of Samuel Butler, 
had selected for his new home the little town 
of Salta, 2,000 miles away from Buenos 
Ayres.: The Federal Government had only 
partial control of the province in which Sal- 
ta, the capital, is situated. Balfour resided 
in the suburbs of Salta, at a place called 
Quinta, his companion being a ‘“‘Mrs. But- 
ler,” or Miss Freeman, about whom there 
has always been considerable mystery. Near 
Quinta was a brewery belonging to a man 
named Otto Klix, a dilapidated old place, in 
which Jaber was interested and which he 
had some idea of working by means of u 
company. There, at Quinta, Jabez lived a 
calm and philosophical life. He had begun 
detailed work to attract English immigra- 
tion. He had made a provisional contract 

with Otto Klix for his brewery, and was go- 
ing to start a steam sawmill and a flour mill. 
Convinced, as he said, of the future destiny 
of the Province of Salta, he had begun a 
book giving particulars of the climate and 
soil of the place. He also found time to 
write Ictters to his friends in Nngland de- 
scriptive of his life in Argentina, and 
dreamed of writing a book giving the inside 
history of the Liberator frauds and crash. 
He wrote: : 

“I think my name will be sufficient to in-

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man, a resident in Salta, who wrote to his 
friends in England: 

“I cannot refrain from mentioning the 
interest. which Mr. Bridgett, our English 
Consulin Buenos Ayres, manifested in Jabez 
Spencer Balfour. I don’t believe you quite 
know how Jabez was run down, and it is 
time I told youthe real story. Some months 
azo a mutual friend from Salta called at the 
consulate to see the Consul and on his way 
through the patio saw a photograph of 
Jabez on the wall. He immediately recog- 
nized in it the portrait of a man to whom he 
had let a house at Salta a few weeks pre- 
viously and told the Consul of the fact. Mr. 
Bridgett said very little, but did a great 
deal, for within the shortest possible time, 
armed with the necessary documents, he 
was on his way to Salta, 0) miles north- 
wards, leaving word that if inquired for he 
had gone down to Montevideo to get mar- 
ried (the only feeble part of the business, as 
Mr. Bridgett is the most confirmed bachelor 
that ever walked). Arrived at Salta, he in- 
terviewed the Governor, and before Jabez 
could stir he was astounded by a carefully 
planned arrest, which took all the wind out 
of his sails and left him nothing but the law 
courts to go to fora possible protection. Al] 
this story sounds simple, but Salta is so 
Situated that had Balfour received a hint 
that he was being looked for half an hour 
would have been sufficient for him to put 
himself out of reach of danger and pursuit 
by quietly starting for the Bolivian frontier. 
The arrest of Jabez Balfour then followed, 
in spite of the fact that there was no extradi- 
tion treaty applicable to his case. He was 
arrested really by the Argentine authorities 
as a matter of international courtesy. Con- 
sul Bridgett was warmly praised for his 
quick work. He left the coast for the in- 
terior, and surprised Balfour before the lat- 
ter had had time to hear of the arrival in 
Argentina of Inspector Tonbridge. Balfour 
was safely lodged in prison at Salta. and 
afterwards kept under surveillance in a 
house in the townitself. The people of Salta 
evinced a strong bias in his favor, and the 
Judges and advocates of the town freely as- 
serted that his unlawful arrest was a dis- 
grace to the Argentine Republic. His arrest 
took place on Jan. 20, 184. 

The text of the extradition treaty signed 
between the two countries after Balfour's 
flizht did not apply to his case: 

An Order in Council, dated ‘‘ At the Court 
at Osborne House, Isle of Wight, Jan. 29, 
ist4,’’ was published in the London Gazette. 
The order embodied the whole of the extra- 
dition treaty made with the Argentine Re- 
public on May 22, 1880, of which ratifications 
were exchanged at Buenos Ayres on Dec. 
15, 1893, and ordered that, in accordance 
with this treaty, the extradition acts of 1870 
and 1875 should apply to the Argentine Re- 
public from and after Feb. 0, 1894. This date 
was obviously fixed in compliance with an 
article of the treaty which provides that it 
shall come into force *‘ten days after its 
publication, in conformity with the forms 
prescribed by the high contracting parties.” 
It was therefore evident that Jabez Balfour 
had not been arrested under the extradition 
treaty, and the original announcement was 
confirmed that ‘‘ the arrest was made not 
as implying any right on the part of the 
British Government to demand it, but as an 
act of international courtesy."’ The ques- 
tion of retrospective action was not in any 
way referred to in the treaty. 

Jalfour made strong legal fight in the 
Argentine courts for his liberty, but in vain. 
liis lawyer, Dr. Varela, made an urgent plea 
for his client, denying England’s right to 
extradition except in the case of atrocious 
crimes. 

Balfour, he said, had come out to the re- 
public well knowing that under its then ex- 
isting laws he could not be extradited, and 
that he would be protected from his enemies. 
Hie could not believe that the decision in 
this most important case would show that 
confidence to have been misplaced. He ap- 
pealed to the court not to allow the pris- 
oner “‘ to become the victim of ex-post facto 
legislation.”’ 

Baltour himself said: “‘ They cannot ex- 
tradite me without suspending the habeas 
corpus act. In fact, they will have to alter 
the Constitution of England to do it. To 
extradite me, even as far as England is con- 
cerned, would be to destroy the bulwarks 
of liberty, for if reciprocity is promised the 
undertaking cannot be made good without 
the destruction of the habeas corpus act.” 

Finally the Federal Judge of Salta decided 
that there were good grounds for Balfour's 
extradition, seven months having been spent 
in advancing the case to that stage. Bal- 
four appealed to the Sypreme Court of the 
nation, which in November confirmed the 
decision of the Federal Judge. Meanwhile 
local lawyers of Salta saw their way: to

MONTANA IS OPPOSED TO FREE SILVER, 


Fiatism Not in Favor with the Majority in 
the New State. 

Helena, Mont., May 6.—[Special Corre- 
spondence.j—At Butte fhe other day Con- 
gressman Hartman, referring to the possi- 
bility of the next Presidential election being 
thrown into the House, said he would vote 
for that candidate regardless of party who 
stood upon a platform which declared for 
free coinage of gold and silver at the ratio 
of 16 to 1. Mr. Hartman was in company 
with Senator Dubois of Idaho and Senator 
Carter of Montana. Senator Dubois deliv- 
ered himself of his usual mass of silver ver- 
biage, but Senator Carter said nothing. He 
does not indorse the rabid utterances of 
(‘ongressman Hartman, and neither do the 
leading Republicans and quite a number of 
Democrats of Montana, whatever may be 
said tothe contrary. Montana Republicans, 
like Republicans elsewhere, are in favor of 
honest money. The free silver movement 
in this State has at its head agitators who 
would not be trusted and are not trusted 
with the most commonplace affairs. When 
the test comes at the ballot-box silver fiat- 
ism will be repudiated by Republican and 
Democratic votes. 

The rabble in Montana is noisy, as else- 
where. For the sake of peace good people al- 
low demagogues to imagine that they are 
having their way; it is the best way to con- 
trol them, But there never has been a time 
when these turbulent creatures were not 
turned down at the ballot-box, when it was 
necessary to do so. Last summer the law- 
less element of the State gained a victory 
on the Great Northern railroad through the 
weakness of President Hill. This victory 
made the labor leaders arrogant and pre- 
sumptuous and led them to antagonize the 
very men who had enabled them to win the 
Strike; this antagonism was a good thing, 
however, as it caused the law-abiding citt- 
zcns to combine for the common good; so 
when the strike followed on the Northern 
l’acific lawbreakers were speedily subdued. 
The turbulent masses also met with a crush- 
ing defeat in their attempt to remove the 
state Capitol from Helena. 

When Congressman Hartman, making a 
gallery play, declares he will not act with his 
party if the occasion arise when his vote 
may be needed, he misrepresents Montana. 
Mr. liartman will listen to reason. He will 
be guided by the wishes of the business-men 
of the State, a very small percentage of 
whom are engaged in silver. mining; and 
even they, who would be benefited if silver 
fold at $1.29 an ounce, are too patriotic to 
insist upon that price if other interests of 
the State would be injured thereby, as they 
certainly would be should silver fiatism ob- 
tain. 

A month or so ago the Butte Miner caused 
to be interviewed a majority of the promi- 
nent men of the State, Democrats and Re- 
publicans. It was a remarkable fact that 
not one of the interviewed favored free sil- 
ver without un international agreement as 
a remedy tor hard times, and among those 
who gave their views were several silver 
miners. 

Montana has found out that good govern- 
ment means a government by Republicans, 
and there is no danger but that Republicans 
will govern the State in future. As long as 
Republicanism is triumphant so long will 
intelligence, industry, ang enterprise rule, 
and there is no danger of the Republican par- 
ty of Montana seceding from the Republic- 
an party of the Unked States.

SOME BIG TALK ABOUT DEALS THAT 
ABE SAID TO BEON FOOT. 


Rumored Great Northern Negotiations 
Have Been Discussed in a General Way, 
but Nothing Tangible Has Resulted, 
Nor Is There Anything to Show That 
They Will Prove SuccessfuleThe Boom 
in Home Building=L. Hamilton Mc- 
Cormick’s North Side Model Residence, 


Rumors of real estate negotiations figur- 
ing well up into the thousands have been go- 
ing the rounds in Chicago during the week 
just ended. Some of these rumors have a 
foundation in fact, while others are totally 
without basis and are due to the desire on 
the part of some people to indulge in big talk 
-about present or future plans. The sales of 
the week have been like the sales of former 
weeks, few in number and of little or no im- 
portance. The real estate market in Chica- 
zo for two years has been one of unfulfilled 
promises, and while the hopes of those inter- 
ested have been raised at times they have 
only been dashed to the ground again. With- 
out doubt there is an increasing activity in 
the Dusiness world, and this in time must 
have its effect upon the real estate situation. 
So far real estate has failed to revive after 
the panic of two years ago. Values have 
been well maintained, however, throughout 
all this time, and while boom prices have 
not prevailed there has been no falling off 
in the general run of values from the con- 
servative figures which preceeded the term 
of unusual activity antedating the World's 
Fair. 

There has been a vast amount of talk in re- 
gard to the property adjoining the Great 
Northern Hotel on the east and running 
through from Jackson street to Quincy 
street. The statement has been made that 
leases have been closed for 100 feet on Jack- 
son street, running through to Quincy street 
and lying 100 feet east of Dearborn. These 
reports are not entirely without foundation, 
though the chances for their coming true are 
by no means certain. The talk has gone way 
beyond the negotiations that have been in 
progress, which so far have in reality only 
_been discussed in a general way. The truth 
of the matter is that the owners and lessees 
of three separate pieces of property have 
been approached by the representatives of a 
syndicate, who have dsked that figures be 
given them on which they would make leases 
of their property for a term of ninety-nine 
years. These figures have been given, and 
upon that an airy superstructure has been 
built, embracing a theater, an office building, 
and an addition to the present Great North- 
ern lHiotel. The terms and conditions under 
which the owners have offered to lease have 
in no manner beefi complied with, and there 
is nothing to indicate, up to the present time 
at least, that the negotiations will prove suc- 
cessful. Hugh L. Burnham of Burnham & 
Baldwin and John A.:Davidson, the Presi- 
dent of the Northern Hotel company, have 
carried on the negotiations so far, and state- 
ments have been given out as coming from 
them, though they deny having made the 
statements, that leases have been signed for 
the property and that plans are now under 

way for the new building. 

; Project Is a New One. 

It has been known fora long time thata 
syndicate has been figuring on securing this 
property for theater purposes, but the pres- 
ent project is a comparatively new one. In 
the property in question is the piece owned 
by the Bradley estate, of which David E. 
Bradley is administrator. This is Nos. 79 to 
83 Jackson street, having a front of 75 fee$ 
on Dearborn. Of this property a strip ex- 
tends through to Quincy street, on which the 
property has 57 feet of frontage. Mr. Brad- 
lev says that while he has been asked to give 


figures upon which he will make a lease, the

negotiations have ended at that point. 
made a stipulation that the property should 
be improved with a building of a certain 
cost and character, and the promoters of the 
enterprise have so far not even shown hima 
rough plan of the proposed building. He 
also exacted as one of the stipulations of the 
lease the deposits of certain securities. 
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These securities have not been deposited. 
The site is a good one for a building such as 
is proposed, bit the money required for the 
improvements does not seem to be forth- 
coming. 

The Great Northern Theater and Hotcl 
company is the name of the company which 
is Said to have made the leases. And it has 
been said the new building is to be erected as 
an adjuhct to the present Great Northern 
Hotel. The plans are for an office building 
on Jackson street, with a theater back of it 
the Quincy street frontage to be arranged 
for hotel purposes and.connected with the 
present building. It is said more rooms are 
needed for the Great Northern, and that the 
present building is not sufficiently large to 
accomodate the patronage of the house, 
The Grand Pacific Hotel closed its doors 
April 3 and following its close a certain per- 
centage of the Grand Pacific trade went to 
the Great Northern. The hotel has un- 
doubtedly done well since that time, but it 
has a long record of poor business to its 
credit, whiclr extends from the day of its 
opening down almost to the present time, 
. with the excention of the World’s Fair sea- 
son, when all hotels in Chicago enjoyed good 
business. During nearly the whole of last 
summer several tloors in the Great Northern 
“were closed entirely through lack of patron- 
ake, and it does not seem as though one 
month of prosperity would wipe out the lonz 
record of poor business. 


.Boom in Home Building. 


A spirit of activity, which is lacking in 
down-town property, is manifest in outlying 
sections, The development in the transpor- 
tation facilities of Chicago has been aston- 
ishingly large during the last year or year 
and a half. The average citizen of Chicago 
has little idea.of the improvements which 
have been carried on since the closing of the 
World’s Fair. Previous to 1893 there was 
hardly an electric line in Chicago. There 
was an experimental line in Pullman, the 
use of which was restricted to trial trips of 
motors and electric cars, and another line 
connected with the Madison street cable ran 
through to Oak Park and Austin. There 
were no downh-town lines operated by elec- 

‘tricity; and aside from one elevated road and 
the three cable systems of the North, the 
West, and the South Sides all other street 
ear traffic was carried on by means of 
horses. Now the horse car lines have been 
superseded almost entirely by the trolley. 
The Chicago City railway was the first to 
make the change on its cross-town lines. 
Now the est and the South Sides have 
been gridironed with trolley lines which 
furnish not only quicker but more desirable 
means of transportation for the peo- 
systems. The

roads and with old lines recon- 
structed, and the effect has been to make a 
wonderful increase in the building opera- 


real estate. This would indicate that own- 
ers of property are improving, and any per- 
son who will make a trip over these new lines 
will see in what directions these improve- 
ments are going on. Clusters of houses are 
dotting ground which a year ago was va- 
cant and little settlements of home-owners 
are springing up along every one of the new 
lines. The building of the Metropolitan will 
serve to further improve the _ territory 
through which it passes. Some of the new 
electric lines pierce the virgin prairies and 
they have resulted in the opening of entirely 
new settlements. While the houses which 
are going up along these lines are not costly 
as a general rule, the aggregate is sufficient 
to keep the figures of the Building Depart- 
ment almost up to the record of last year, 


Building the Lewis Institute. 

Work has been begun on the Lewis Insti- 
tute, which is to occupy the southeast cor- 
ner of Robey and West Madison streets. 
A building permit was issued early in the 
present week, the cost in which was given as 
$220,000. The contract for the work has been 
let to the Jonathan Clark & Sons’ company 
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Plans for L. Hamilton McCormick’s Resi- 
dence at Kush and Ontario Streets. 

Work has been commenced on the new res- 
idence of L. Hamilton McCormick, Rush and 
Ontario streets, after plans drawn by Cowles 
& Ohrenstein. An entire block will be occu- 
fied by the residences of Mr. McCormick 
and Mrs. Emmons Blaine, the latter being 
pow completed. Foundations are now in 
for Mr. McCormick’s building, and the work 
is being pushed to completion as rapidly as 
possible. When completed it will be one of 
the best in that locality. The ground meas- 
“urements are 45x80 feet, and the design is in 
the Italian rennaissance. It is to be builtof 
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for .$215;000. The plans call for a five-story 
and~ basement building, having 1% _ feet 
frontage on Madison street and 125% depth 
on Robey street. Henry lves Cobb drew the 
plans for the building finally accepted by 
the trustees and under which the work is 
now being carried on. Gray pressed Ro- 
man brick will be used in the walls, with 
trimmings of blue Bedford stone. Under 
the terms of the bequest to the institute 
the first floor must be used for store pur- 
poses, and the Madison street front will 
have seven stories, each 21x60 feet in size. 
On the second floor will be the offices of the 
institute, trustees’ room, library, and an as- 
sembly hall with a capacity for 400 people. 
The class-rooms will occupy the third and 
fourth stories, and on the fifth floor there 
will be physical and chemical laboratories, 
a cooking school, and sewing and millinery 
rooms, and a good-sized lecture hall. The

ing departments. The basement of this 
building will be used ‘for engine and boiler 
rooms. The main entrance to the building 
will be on Madison street and will have mo- 
saic floors and marble walls and staircases.

There is to be a second en- 
trance on Robey street, which will lead di- 
rectly into the assembly room on the main 
floor, which will have a seating capacity of 
7. It is expected to have the building 
completed May 1, 1806.

WHEAT CLOSED FIRM. 


BREAK ON THE WASHINGTON OR9P 
REPORT MORE THAN BREOOVERED, 


Predictions of General Frosts Make Shorts 
Nervous=Wheat Movement Statistics 
Were BullisheFree Exports and Large 
Shipments from Primary Marketse 
Corn Easy on Prospects of Increasing 
Receipts—Futile Attempt to Raid Oats 
Provisions Dull and Steady. 


The action in wheat yesterday was as 
much of a surprise to the professional trade 
as the radical nature of the government re- 
port put out Friday. On the strength of the 
Washington estimates July wheat opened a 
full cent below the recorded close of the 
previous day. The crowd was bearish and 
increased its short lines. The weather map 
came up to the help of the bulls, not with 
crought and prospects of damage by heat, 
but with general frosts. This started cov- 
ering by shorts, which continued to the 
close, and advanced July wheat from 62%c 
at the opening to a close at 64\4%c. During 
the early part of the session trade was not 
heavy, but later on shorts became more 
nervous*and the market more active. In 
the last half hour % of a cent was added to 
the price of July wheat. Besides the report 
of frost there were advices telling that Ar- 
gentine shipments had practically stopped. 
Foreign advices, however, were generally 
unfavorable to holders of wheat. Cables 
were all weak, influenced by the govern- 
ment report here. Antwerp showed .no 
change in prices. Paris was 55 to 25 centimes 
lower on fiour and 243*Ke lower on wheat. 
Berlin was 1%alke lower. Liverpool was 
quoted 4.d sonter' on spot red winter and %d 
lower on futures. Farmers’ deliveries in 
Great Britain were 45,600 quarters,® as 
against 44,000 the previous week, with the 
average price advanced 1 shilling per quar- 
ter. Clearances were liberal at equivalent of 
407,000 bu in wheat and flour. New York cleared 
158,000 bu of wheat and Baltimore 151,000 bu. 
Shipments from primary points were also heavy 
at 750,000 bu. Chicago shipped 327,000 bu, Du- 
luth 200,000 bu, and St. Louis 00,000 bu. Primary 
wint receipts were only 161,000 bu. Receipts at 

Yuluth and Minneapolis were 176 cars, as against 
171 the same day last year and 174 the correspond- 
ing day of 1803. Local receipts were 21 cars and 
5,000 bu by canal, with withdrawals from store of 
1&3, 000 bu. While the movement statistics were 
generally bullish the cash business here was not 
neavy. here was fair inquiry for small milling 
lots, and about 10,000 bu of No. 2 red were sold. 
Demand for shipping lots was not sharp and the 
market is out of line for seaboard business. Out- 
side markets did even better in the advance than 
Chicago. The close here was at a net gain of *%c 
for the day. St. Louis and Duluth closed at a net 
vdvance of we and Minneapolis with 4%@Kc to its 
credit. The action of the market vesterday would 
indicate that the trade recognizes features of 
strength in the situation regardless of the new 
crop prospects. For months the market declined 
on bullish crop reports because of unfavorable 
outside conditions and now it rallies in face of a 
bearish statement. Supplies have been so ex- 
hausted that the new crop, whatever’‘it may be. 
will go into empty bins. With the report of dam- 
age by heat, cold, and insects the speculative 
trade is kept uneasy regarding the new crop. 
These reports indicate that the winter wheat will 
be irregular in yield. Reports from one point will 
tell of irreparable damage, while those from al- 
most adjoining sections te ll of good harvest pros- 
pects. There has certainly -been much damage 
done to winter wheat in Indiana, Iowa, Illinois, 
Missouri, and Kansas, but the prospects for spring 
wheat never were better. 

An estimate of 203 cars of corn to arrive Mon- 
day made the corn market easy on its own ac- 
count and the only strength was in sympathy with 
wheat. A great deal of corn is being sold to ar- 
rive and receipts promise to be much larger for 
Some time to come. The movement at primary 
peints shows that corn is moving freely from 
first hands. Peoria, for example, received 5,600 
bu of corn yesterday. Receipts at that point have 
not been adequate to meet the demand and the 
stocks in store have been exhausted. During the 
last three days receipts at Peoria have averaged 
75 per cent larger than a week‘previous. Detroit 
received 16,000 bu yesterday and Kansas City 11,- 
vOO bu. Primary receipts of corn were 185,000 bu 
and shipments 176,000 bu.

A notable feature of the market was the 
decided strength of Calumet dock.

There is good 
buying of the stock and the better demand 
for real estate leads friends of the security 
to predict a material advance. The stocks 
were steady and moderately active. A report 
has been published to the effect that a union 
is contemplated between the Alley Elevated, 
the South Chicago street City railway, and 
the Calumet Electric railway. The report 
is entirely without foundation. C. R. Cum- 
mings, who controls the South Chicago City 
railway, said yesterday there is absolutely 
nothing true in the rumor of the consolida- 
tion of that company either with the Calu- 
met Electric street railway or with the ele- 
vated road. There has been no talk of any- 
thing of the kind among the officers or stock- 
holders, he says, and there is absolutely no 
foundation for any reports of that charac- 
ter. 

There is before the New York Legislature 
a bill enlarging the legal investment which 
may be made by New York savings banks. 
The bonds of a large number of cities are 
added to the list, but the bonds of Chicago 
are notincluded. Considering the small pro- 
portions of the Chicago municipal debt it is 
remarkable that there is such strong an- 
tagonism to Chicago securities in the Rast. 
In illustration of the actual ¢ondition in 
which the finances of the City of Chicago 
stand today the statement is made that 
if a balance were struck and an 
allowance made for every liability 


excepting bonded debt, the Controller would be 
able to meet from cash on hand and taxes already 
levied every outstanding obligation of the city 
and still have a surplus of a round $2,000,000. To 
be sure the failure of the city to realize as much 
revenue from miscellaneous sources during the 
World's Fair year, 1893, as was estimated in the 
annual budget of that year has compelled unusual 
drafts upon the general fund.

eotlancoun receipts of moneys not otherwise ap- 
propriated of the City of Chicago and surplus bal- 
ances carried forward from previous years. The 
unexpected balances of appropriations at the enJd 
of each year are transferred to this fund unless 
otherwise ordered by the Common Council, and 
when an overdraft of any particular appropriation 
has been found necessary this fund has been used 
to make it good. The balance to the credit of this 
fund at the end of each year shows, therefore, 
when cumpares with the balances of the previous 
year, the «pl n or loss of the city during that year. 
When at the end of each year this fund shows a 
credit balance, such balance is a surplus over and 
above all appropriations and an available resource 
over all liabilities excepting the bonded indebted- 
ness, which is provided for by sinking funds and 
will be paid for from future taxation, for which 

the good faith of the city is pledged.’

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. AMONG ARCHITECTS AND BUILDERS. 


Buildings Planned for Chicago—Activity in 
West Superior, Wis. 

Dr. C. M. Chamberlain has had. plans 
drawn for a large apartment house which he 
is to erect at the northeast corner of Thirty- 
first stret and Indiana avenue. Flanders & 
Zimmerman are the architects for this build- 
ing, which is to be four stories high, to have 
a frontage of 140 feet on Thirty-first street 
and 120 feet on Indiana. avenue. There will 
he seventeen flats, containing from seven to 
eight rooms each, in the building, which will 
be constructed of Bedford stone and pressed 
brick. It will be provided with all modern 
improvements and will cost $125,000, 

Plans for a new school building have been 
drawn by Architect August Fiedler of the 
Board of Education, to be erected at Central 
Park and McLean avenues, It is to have 
twenty-two school rooms and an assembly 
room, and is to cost $70,000, 

The Land and River Improvement com- 
pany,whose holdings in West Superior, Wis., 
are estimated at $17,000,000, has opened a 
Chicago office at No. 118 La Salle street. 
Among other improvements at West Supe- 
rior this spring is the building of a mer- 
chandise dock by the Chicago, St. Paul, Min- 
neapolis and Omaha railway at a cost of 
$100,000; the second section of the North-

Let the reader imagine that he is 
saving $1 every day of his life. 
Then let him take pencil and paper 
and figure out how long he would 
fave to live to accumulate the sum men- 
tioned in the opening paragraph. He will 
convince himself while doing this that the 
figures are so overwhelmingly stupendous as 
to be almost past comprehension—too large 
for the mind to grasp at one time. He will 
find amusement in calculating how much 
he could have saved from the beginning of 
creation or the birth of the Christian era, 
and. then comparing his pigmy numerals 

with those used in expresing one billion. 

Yet there are men who can juggle witha 
biliion as easily as Sandow tosses a ten- 
pound cannon ball. . They are Americans, 
and they are known in Chicago because some 
of their dollars lie here, as well as in every 
{mportant city of the first, second, or third 
class in the country. They may not possess 
a billion dollars outright, perhaps, but they 
control that gigantic pile of wealth, own the 
greater part of it, and use and handle itasif 
it was every penny their own. 


Two quiet Quakers and one quick-witted 
in an unostentatious manner 
reached out from Philadelphia and in- 
trenched themselves firmly in certain indus- 
tries in nearly all the big cities of the United 
States.: The unexpected always happens, 


_ and it is for this reason that the financial ex- 
‘perts of the country did not look toward 


staid Philadelphia for the birth of so gigan- 
tic a combination and so dazzling a monetary 
star as the ‘‘ Kemble-Widener-Elkins ”’ syn 
dicate, now reduced by the death of its par- 
ent to the “‘ Widener-Elkins ”’ syndicate. 

The men and institutions concerned in this 
wast aggregation of capital are builders-up 
of business. They seek to develop and ex- 
pand—not to crush and destroy. In the per- 
fection of crudities and the fruits therefrom 
lie the profits of the combination. The syn- 
dicate is not incorporated as a syndicate, but 
by membership in various corporations the 
individuals are able to reach over the whole 
country and even into England and control 
the amount of capital specified, if not more. 
The start was made in street railways and 
today it controls leading railroads in New 
York, Philadelphia, Baltimore, Washington, 
Northern New Jersey, Pittsburg, and Chi- 
eago. 

It controls or has an interest in the gas 
works of Philadelphia, Chicago, Minneapo- 
lis, Milawwaukee, Atlanta, Ga., and thirty oth- 
er cities and towns from Maine to Florida. 

It- controls the Welsbach incandescent 
light, the electric storage battery, and a 
number of important electrical inventions 
that are coming into everyday use. 

It has a big interest through individual 
members in the Cramp Shipbuilding compa- 
hy, capitalized at $30,000,000, which has had 
such a big share of government work and 
recently constructed the great steamships 
St. Louis and St. Paul. 

It is represented in the directory of the 
Pennsylvania railroad company by two 
members out of a total of fifteen in the board 
~—a rather good percentage. 

It is closely identified with the Standard 
Oil company, William G. Warden, its active 
representative, dying only a month ago, and 
his son-in-law, Samuel T. Bodine, succeed- 
ing to his interests. 

It has expended $4,000,000 in real estate 
improvements in Philadelphia as a syndi- 
cate. 

The above include the big things in which 
these men are interested and which they 
have helped to develop. Inaddition they are 
interested through Chris L. Magee of Pitts- 
burg as individuals in a couple of ranches 
in one of the Dakotas; in the Little Wood 
River [Idaho], and on the Yukon River in 
Alaska, gold mining properties; in a $500,000 
fron foundry in Philadelphia; in a $700,000 
fron furnace at Lewistown, Pa.; last, but not 
least, and it will be some years before it de- 
velops, in a real estate scheme of great di- 
mensions in and around Washington, D. C. 

To show the vastness of the enterprises in 
which the Widener-Elkins syndicate is in- 
terested a glance at the list given below will 
be sufficient.

William H. Kemble was born in New Jer- 
Sey and went to Philadelphia to get a liveli- 
hood. He engaged in the dry goods busi- 
ness and drifted into politics. He was elect- 
ed State Treasurer for two or three terms. 
While in this position he came into frequent 
contact with Peter A. B. Widener, who was 
formerly a successful butcher, but who was 
City Treasurer of Philadelphia. Widener 
displayed such marked characteristics in a 
financial way that Kemble took a fancy to 
him, so that when they both retired to pri- 
vate life Widener took desk room in the 
People’s Bank Building, Kemble being the 
President of the bank. Widener was a dash- 
ing fellow, with a good following of the 
young Republicans. He joined Kemble in 


his first railroad venture and then intro- 
duced Williagm L. Elkins, a cousin of Sena- 
tor Stephen B. Elkins of West Virginia. 
Elkins was the owner of two or three big 
oil refineries, a friend of the Standard com- 
pany, was fast verging on that comfortable 
condition in life known as the “ millionaire 
period,’’ was rewd, a good business-man, 
and not afraid@of work. 

The three put their heads and cash to- 
gether. Out of this came the Kemble-Wid- 
ener-Elkins syndicate, so-called. Kemble 
opened their eyes to the secret of the im- 
mense profit in street railroads in Philadel- 
phia. Soon Elkins bought the Seventeenth 
and Nineteenth streets line, Widener the 
Market street road, and Kemble persuaded 
his old friend, Colket, to part with his much- 
cherished Chestnut and Walnut streets line. 
These were thrown into the pool with the 
Inion and Continental lines and the Phila- 
delphia Traction company was given birth. 

This was the beginning ,of the movement 
that resulted in the organization of the 
Chicago, New York, Baltimore, and other 
street car line syndicates. It was the for- 
mal presentation to the public of the now 
famous Kemble-Widener-Elkins combina- 
tion. Kemble’s idea was that all the roads 
should be brought under one management; 
all extras should be lopped off; the public 
be induced to ride by attractive cars and 
great conveniences. If he could raise the 
earnings of a car from $14 per day to $17 
there was just so much increased profit for 
the stockholders. William H. Kemble was 
made President of the Philadelphia Trac- 
tion company and William L. Elkins and 
Peter A. B. Widener Vice-Presidents. So 
it continued until Kemble’s death a few 
years ago, when Widener became President, 
Elkins First Vice-President, and George D. 
Widener, a son of P. A. B., and a chip of

company was also in the syndicate. Will- 
iam M. Singerly, proprietor of the Phila- 
delghia Record, is also a big factor in the 
enterprises. 

Backed as these men are by the banks and 
trust companies of Philadelphia, it can read- 
ily be seen that they are powerful under the 
guidance of such energetic minds as Widen- 
er and Elkins. It has always been the cus- 
tom to send Widener to the front in a fight 
or an emergency. His dashing, aggressive 
style is taking. His courteous manners 
please, and he captures the enemy before 
the latter is aware of it. When the three 
leaders used to get together, portion out 
their work, and say: “‘ Peter, you do so-and- 
so,’ Widener would ejaculate: “‘ That’s a}- 
ways the way; you fellows get me to pull 
your chestnuts out of the fire.” He went 
ahead and pulled, though, just as hard. 
Widener is gradually drawing in his outside 
investments, and it is said that he is putting 
the cash into Philadelphia Traction. On the 
other hand Mr. Elkins believes that many 
of the schemes outside of Philadelphia have 
great merit, and he has invested heavily 
there. At the same time it is given out 
quietly that the interests of the two leaders 
of the syndicate in Philadelphia Traction 
will aggregate about $7,000,000. 

Dame Rumor says Mr. Elkins is worth 
$12,000,000 and Mr. Widener $8,000,000. In 
one year each of these rentlemen pocketed 
$1,500,000 as their share of the syndicate’s 
and their own work.

HOW CHICAGO WAS CAPTURED. 


An Incidental Visit That Led to Great and 
Unexpected Results. 

When the first cable line was under con- 
struction in Chicago Messrs. Kemble, Wide- 
ner, Elkins, and a few friends made a trip to 
that city to inspect it for the purpose of in- 
troducing the cable in Philadelphia. They 
returned singing the praises of the new in- 
vention, but the cost of construction, $130,- 
000 per mile, was too high. Kemble put his 
wits to work, and ina short time he designed 
a wrought iron tube for the cable, by which 
means a mile of road could be constructed 
for about $65,000. While driving about the

ing around found John B. Parsons, manag- 
ing the People’s Line syndicate there for 
about $3,000 a year. Parsons was hopeful 
and energetic. With him out of the way the 
syndicate thought it could capture its 
greatest rival there—the People’s Line. 
Parsons was engaged at a salary of $10,000 
a year, and it is said he has developed into 
one of the best street railroad men in the 
country. Recently the syndicate has sent 
Robert Laughlin, the banker, to help Yerkes 
and also to look after its’. interests. 
Yerkes had always been looked upon as a 
dashing fellow, but his work at Chicago 
amazed his old associates in the East. It 
can be said confidentially that while the 
Philadelphia crowd hold an interest in the 
Chicago roads today, the biggest end of the 
stock is held by Yerkes and his friends. 
The Philadelphia syndicate that originally 
reorganized the companies made about 


$1,500,000 clear out of the deal, so Chicago. 


owes them nothing on that score. 

It has always been a question in the minds 
of many whether in the Chicago Gas deal the 
Quakers did not get their fingers scorched 
at first. Among those whom they employed 
to assist in getting control of the individual 
companies was J. Edward Addicks, who has 
been wasting his time and money at Dover, 
Del., in the endeavor to be elected United 
States Senator. It is given out that Addicks 
got a grip on some of the concerns, and fear- 
ing that he would be shut out in the final 
deal demanded $400,000 in cash. This 
was paid him, and Addicks laughs to this 
day at the success of his scheme. The 
Quakers eventually accomplished their de- 


sire, and the great corporation was set on 
foot. For their work in this deal the syndic- 
ate was given $750,000 in bonds, or $250,000 
for each of the three. Chicago Gas is prac- 
tically a Philadelphia institution. ‘It was 
conceived by William L. Elkins, and Kemble, 
Widener, and Dolan followed. The Fidelity 
Trust company and other financial institu- 
tions in the Quaker City are deeply inter- 
ested in the success of the corporation. Re- 
cently the heaviest part of the stock hold- 
ings have been removed to New York and 
Chicago, the Philadelphians drawing their 
money for schemes that will be told of below. 


HEAVY FIGHTING FOR NEW YORK. 


Big Guns Brought to Bear to Secure Vic- 
tory. 

“If I could own the Broadway railway 
and have the monopoly of the retail coal oil 
trade of Philadelphia I would retire,” re- 
marked William L. Elkins one day in dis- 
cussing the syndicate’s great profits in its 
New York investment. But the battle that 
was required to secure the coveted prize was 
well worth the “ powder ’’—the latter com- 
modity in this instance being interpreted as 
cash. 

The syndicate had its eyes on Broadway 
for a long time, but it could not work the 
scheme until an alliance was made with 
Jacob Sharp and the battle finally cost Sharp 
his life. After Sharp obtained the privilege 
of a road on Broadway from Billy Meloney’s 
notorious Board of Aldermen he tried to 
cheat the Philadelphians out of their share. 
He held thé prize and tried to freeze them 
out. The Quakers were ever resourceful. 
They were not so innocent as they may have 
appeared, and determined on desperate ex- 
pedients. To an editorial friend connected 
with a New York paper the syndicate’s 
agent gave an inkling of the bribery of the 
Board of Aldermen. The newspaper man 
was only too glad to make the fight. The 
syndicate was satisfied to let some one else 
fight their battle, so they remained under 
cover. The Board of Aldermen sought Can- 
ada, Sharp was indicted, and died from 
fright and in disgrace.

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LIGAT ON THE NEW FORCE IN MEDICA 


Some-of Whom Have Studied for Years 
but Refrained from Making the 
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Puzzling Things That Interest: the Unfortunate. 


Performed Before 
Men of Veracity 
Who Tell of Them. 


YPNOTISM is destined, in the next 

few years, to play an important 

partin medicine. It isclaimed by 

its friends that the influence of 

mind upon mind has been found 

to be far greater than that of drugs upon the 
human system, After seeing what has been 
accomplished by modern scientists, working 
on a scientific principle, much of the super- 
natural is removed from the miracles of old 
days. Authenticated accounts of operations 
performed in government hospitals by offi- 
cial surgeons show that the wonderful power 
not only exists, but that it can be used prac. 
tically to the alleviation of human suffering. 
Great as are the results already achieved, 
say these friends of the new power, they are 
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nothing to those which may yetcome. The 
science is in its infancy and, like all new 
methods, gains ground but slowly. Never- 
theless it has many firm champions among 
Chicago physicians. There aresome men in 
the medical world who useit daily. There 
are hundreds of others who would use it did 
they know how, and who are now reading and 
atudying, not to satisfy curiosity, but to ex- 
tend their power of relieving suffering. That 
this is true is shown by the statement 
of a Chicago book dealer. A few months 
ago a new work on hypnotism was published, 
The author treats the suvject from a scientific 
standpoint and, aphysician himself, uses lan- 
guage which would only be plain to a physi- 
cian. Asa consequence the work finds read- 
ers only in medical circles or among a few 
who are making a careful study of hypnotism. 
Despite this fact more than 10,000 copies of 
the book have been sold in Chicago and the 
towns ciose by. 

In the hands of charlatans who have used 
it to fleece the public, hypnotism has met a 
serious drawback. The idea of quackery and 
humbug which has become associated with 
the power has rrevented many a liberal- 
minded person from investigating the true 
merits of thea science. Nevertheless some 
men, brave enough to chance being regarded 
as cranks or fools, have gone systematically 
on with the work. But they have kept their 
discoveries to themselves, the popular 
mind has drawn its information from the 
statements of the traveling hyponotist or from 
distortei stories in which the real benefit of 
hypnotism is lost to sight. Left to the novel- 
ist and the playwright the great natural law 
would be worse than useless; in the of 
skilled physicians it may of ines- 
timable benefit.

Then there was the Wisconsin 
case where twogirls claimed to have been 
ruined by two men who had hypnotized them, 
The medico-legal records contain many such 
stories andl am thankful that Chicago has 
none to its discredit so far.

That case was investigated by the Brit- 
ish Society for Psychical Research, It was 
told of in Chieago and I heard it from Dr.

woman of education. She was taken sick and

| last resort the woman was taken to Zurich 
' and placed ina hospital. Death was immi- 
nent, and the physicians decided to try hyp- 
notism. The woman was placed in a’som- 
namoulistic state gnd her suffering removed, 
The physicians déSired to test the vase, and 
with the consent of the family decided to 
leave the woman in the hypnotized condition. 
Accordingly she was made to forget her fam- 
ily and her real standingin society, and was 
persuaded that she wasa poor girl without 
friends or reiatives and entirely dependent 
upon herself for her tivelihood. Then it was 
urged upon her that she could beét earn a 
living for herself by learning to be a trained 
nurse and acceptinga place in the hospital. 
She did this, amd had been in the hospital two 
years when the Psychical Research Society 
investigated the case. SK 

“Of that case know only through Dr. 
Meyer, but that it is true I have no doubt, as 
I have cured by hypnotism dozens of patients 
who were suffermg from nervous troubles, 
There was one very laughable case I had some 
time ago.

eep it there two minutes. I merely wanted 
to have his temperature, but he thought that 
the thermometer was some new kind 
of medicine and before he had it 
in his mouth two minutes he 
pulled it out and looking at 
it curiously maid: ‘That’s mighty strong 
medicine, docter. I never had anyt act 
on me that way before.’ I saw his mistake 
and acted on it without undeceiving him. 
Turning to my desk I took up a vial of violet 
water which I found. Givmg it to him I 
warned him that it was a very strong 
and that he must be careful how he) teok 
I directed him to take five drops three ti 
a day and to take the doses by the watch so 
that tney would be eight hours apart. Then 
I told him to go home and that he would 
be all right, but to let me know 
if the medicine gave out before his headaches 
disappeared. I never heard from him, buta 
few months later I received a letter from the 
Iowa physician. In it he asked for a copy_of 
the prescription I had given the patient. He 
said the medicine was the ost wonderfu! he 
had ever seen, as it had entirely cured the 


man. 
‘*Now that cure was made by hypnotism. 
man came to me with the idea that he 
was‘to be cured, and by a thermometer and 
some violet water to deceive his objective 
body I persuaded his subjective or inner body 
that the cause of his trouble was gone and 
that he would be well. It is much like the 
faith cure, and that is.why I say that Chris- 
tian science and the faith cure area branch of 
by pnotism. 


Wonderful Case of Local Hypnotism. 

‘“‘There is one case which had I not seen 
and taken part in the operation I never would 
have believed possible. Consequently I ex- 
pect that many people will doubt the truth of 
what Isay. And yet such thi can be done. 
It was while I was in the British army. I was 
a Surgeon-Major and was stationed at Calcut- 
ta. I was called upon to aid in the removal 
of a fifty-pound tumor froma man. It was 
such an unusual operation that, of course, I 


in Dr. Esdaile’s infirmary. There were sev- 
eral of us in a waiting-room adjoining the 
one where. the operation was to be per- 
formed. Then one of the attendants 
came in and said that everything was 
ready for work. As we walked up to the 
operating table I saw that the patient was 
perfectly conscious. His eyes were and 
as we came in be glanced at us and spoke to 
one of the atteddante. I was greatiy sur- 
prised and started to go back, saying that I 
thought the man was already under the in- 
fluence of anesthetics, I was told that he 
was. Then for the first time I learned that 
he had been lecally hypnotized. That is, 
that part of his body upon we were to 
work and the flesh for séme inches around 
had been hypnotized so that it was entirely 
without sensation, I did not like the idea of 
cutting into a man who watched every move- 
merit, but the others took it as a matter of 
course and so I went ahead. 

* All during the operation the man watched 
us carefully, and sometimes when we asked 
the attendants for a sponge or some instru- 
ment which we wanted and which was iying 
upon the operating table he would hand it to 
us. It was a strange experience and one 
that I will never forget. It was the first time 
that 1 had ever seen such a as local 
bypnotism, and you can imagine first’ im- 
pression under such circumstances. After it 
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that he came to me I put him 
in the hypotoxic or second stage. While 
he was in this condition I suggested to him 
that in the future the taste or smell of any- 
thing containing. alcohol would make him 
sick atthe stomach. In order that the sug- 
gestion might bestrong I had him come to 
me in August and again hypnotizing him re- 
peated the suggestion. This I thought would 
be sufficient to last for six months. I planned 
to treat him again about the first of the year. 

“During the fall I received a letter from 
the man’s wife. She said th@t the treatment 
was working splendidly byt that it wasa 
little violent. eee or twice in passing a 
saloon her husband had caught a strong odor 
of aicohol and had been made sick. As @ 
consequence he had to take care to avoid sa- 

_loons. Everything was all right until just 
after Christmas. .Then I was summoned in @ 
hurry. WhenI got there the wife told me 
that while at dinner Christmas day her hus- 
band had been taken violently ill, He had 
been sick at his stomach and sivce had been 
unable to take any food without a feeling of 
nausea. I examined. him but could tind 
nothing the matter beyond his etomach, 
which was weak owing to the severe vomiting. 

‘* Then I asked his wife if he had taken any 
-aleohol. She insisted that he had not. I 
asked what he had eaten for dinner Christmas 
day. Among we. things was mince pie, and 
in this had been put some brandy. It was 
just after eating this that he was taken, sick. 
Then I told him what-ailed him. and said that 
he had carried out my suggestions in regard 
to alcohol better than I thought I myself 
would have done. 

“But, rh hewn said he, “I didn’t think of 
your suggestion at all. There must be some 
kind of mechanism inside of me that took 
your suggestion and stored it up and acted 
upon it without my knowledge.’’ And that 
was as good a definition of hypnotism as I 
ever heard, His treatment was given in the 
hypotoxic state. because it was necessary to 
make the impression upon the subjective life. 


Pneumonia Chased Away. 


‘*But I had a case not long ago where no 
action was required except the ordinary one 
of suggestion upon the patient’s mind. It was 
late one night that I was called by a man and 
asked to.see his wife. I was just going to bed 
and replied that I would come in the morn- 
ing. Haifan hour later I wascalled again— 
this time by the daughter. She wanted me 
to come at once and see if her mother had 
pneumonia. In speaking of the case she said 
that all her mother’s relatives had died of 
pneamonia. Then I hurri@d to the house. A 
hasty examinatioa showed that the woman 
had a well-developed case of pneumonia. 
But, knowin the. circumstances, 
of course, Sid not let her know 
it. I laughed ‘at her idea that she had 
it and told her that if she never came any 
nearer death than she was at that time she 
would liye forever. Then I told her to put a 
poultice over her lungs where the pain was 
and that she would be al! right in the morn- 
ing. I fought that pneumonia as hard as I 
could, and by keeping her’mind entirely free 
from fear pulled her through. 

‘* Her nephew, who is stucgying medicine at 
one of the colieges,. nearly upset my plan. 
He went to see his aunt and finding she 
was sick diagnosed. the case and 
told her, she had ~ pneumonia. She 
had been so thoroughly persuaded that it was 
not pneymonia that she laughed at him and 
said he was a foo!, Then he came to me and 
I told him the sate thing and showed how by 
telling hismunt the truth he was dvuing the 
best he-eoiild to kill her. In that case I gave 
her the belief, hypnotically, that she did oot 
have pneumonig. .As a result she recovered. 


. Had I told her the truth or had she-believed 


the truth when-she was told she would have 
given.up and probably died. 

“It is bepeuce the object is‘attained by sug- 
gestions impressed upon the subject’s mind 
that I say that suggestion would be a better 
name for the power than hypnotism. Peo- 


’ ple have come to associate the name hypnot- 


ism. with some uncanny power, and they do 
not seé how each person uses it every day. 
Every person has two beings. One says ‘I 
arfued with myself’ without realizing how 
true the statement is. Thereisan ‘I’ anda 
‘myself.’ The objective life, as IU term it, 
furnishes the experience and is the being that 
we ordinarily regard as ourselves. The sub- 
jective life furnishes the memory. It is these 
two beings that argue with one another. ° 

“Tt'is by acting upon the objective life that 
the secona and third stages of hypnotism are 
produced, In the first stage the mind is 
acted upon without the knowledge of the 
objective life but while that life is ina 
normal cond tion. In the second state—the 
hypvtoxic—the objective life is conscious but 
is not in full strength. In the third, or som- 
nainbulistic state, the objective life is asieep 


_and there is nothing to interfere: with the 


giving: of imprensions to the subjective life. 
This state: of light somnolence is the one 
chiefly used in France by the Nancy school 
in their experiments. 

‘*The popular impression that a person 


‘when in a hypnotic state can be made to do 
sangthing the operator wishes is all nonsense. 


Nosuch thing can be done. No man will 
commit a murder when in a hypnotic conai- 
tion unless he-would-have committed it when 
in full possession of his faculties. No girl can 
be led astray when hypnotized unless she would 
have .consented when in ordinary life. This 
has been’*proved by analogous experiments. 
For imstance, take a man whosmokes, hypno- 
tizeshim, avid give him a carrot and teil him 
it is.a fine cigar. He will puff away at it with 
great enjoyment. G.ve that carrot to a hyp- 
notized- woman who in ordinary life does not 
sinoke and she wiil reject it. Other similar 
experiments have been tried and they all go 
to show that a person when in a hypnotic 
tranee cannot bs made to do anything the 
idea of which would be repugnant to them in 
everyday life. Therefore it is that I say that 
I ain than«ful that, in this recent lugging of 
hypnotism into the criminal courts as an 
excuse fer crime, Cook County has been 
spared fromm any such nonsensical proceed-

**Physicians are slowly beginning to per- 
ceive the vaiue of hypnotism, but they are so 
slow. Not that they are any worsé here than 
anywhere eise. In America and in Chicago 
we have some of the brightest and most pro- 
gressive physicians in the world, and there 
are as many old fogies and opponents of hyp- 
notism in Europe as there are in Chicago. 
The only thing the matter is that hypnotism 
is not in the pharmacopeia. If it were every 
doctor would use it; but it isn’t, and they 
won't. 

Will Take the Place of Anesthetics. 


‘Hypnotism is one of the main factors in 
evolutio“. It is absolutely necessary for the 
advancement of the animal world. If it were 
not for hypnotism education would be im- 
possible. - In medicine and surgery its value 
is almost inestimable, .It can, as have 
shown, be made to take the place of anzsthet- 
ics in surgery. It can be used to the relief 
of womankind in childbirth... Many a time 
has it been used inthis way. Many of my 
confinement cases huve been treated with it. 
For instance, at the commencement of the 
mother’s suffering she is put intoa hypnotic 
trance, her objective life lying unzonscious 
until the child is born and the travail over. 
Then she is restored to her full mental powers 
and is in much better condition than she 
could posgitly have been had she been forced 


' to undergw ail the physical suffering. 


‘in fuictional disorders and in nervous 
cases there is nothing which produces so good 
results. Charcoi used to have a little vial of 
brilliant-colored liquid which he kept with 
great’ ostentation of care in his office. The 
vial was sealed and reseaied. What its con- 
tents were no one knows or cares. but Char. 
cut used to accomplish great results with it. 
Taking it carefuliy from its case he would 
show it to a patient and tellihim that it 
contained. a drug of great value and of 
‘most wonderful strength, So powerful 
Was it, he wouid say, that it was 
not hecessary to open the bottle tu 
obtain the effect. To simply place the vial 
“against a certain nerve center would be 
enough. His reputation and his air of pro- 
found %elief in the drug would satisfy the 


’ patient and when he pressed the bottle against 


uny nerve center that he chose the desired re. 
sult would be accomplished. That one bottle 
Was used as an emetic, a8 a purgative,.and ina 
hundred other different ways. The patients 
thought that it was the wonderful drug that 
cured them. But it wasn’t, It was Chartot’s 
mind acting upon theirs. 

* You can make a biister, if you want to, 
on aiman’s neck with an ordinary postage 
stainp: Ithas been done manyatime. All 
that is necessary is to irfluence the man’s 
mind, moisten the stainp, and stick it on the 
neck, and te!l the man to come the next day 
te have the blister dressed. If he was satis- 
fied 1m the first piace to have the blister made, 
and believed that you were doing something 
which wou'd twakeit, you will find a good, 
heaithy biister when he comes in the morning. ' 
- “Theda case only afew days ago which 
seeins very simple and which is simple, and 
yet where the result was wonderful. A young 
man was brought to me who was sufferi 
from abstinence from worphine. He hag 
been a cofifirmed user of the drugand was 


endeavoring to break off. The sufferings he 


were someth frighttul, but he 


endured 
would not take the drug imseif. Sohe came 


to me and asked if I could do anything to re- 
lieve him, {[ told him that of course I 
I said that that the worst of his suffering was 
over and that by giving hima dose of mor- 
phine I couldallay the pains with which he 
was tormented and that they would not re- 
turn. Did I give him the morphine? Of 
course not. I gave hima hypodermic injec- 
tion of distilled water. Ay ons pesmi Sony 
sufferings were gone and he went away . 
Seabip Gh ease a confident that his battle 
with morphine was over. 

‘ But it is not every one who is susceptibie 
to hypnotism—that is susceptible to any great 
extent. Every onecan be influenced more 
orless. Persons suffering from nervous ill- 
ness are those easiest influenced. Attention 
is everything. In India I once saw a cavalry- 
map who was charging in action. He held 
his saber in his right hand, and every sense 
was strained with the idea of getting into ac- 
tion. While inthis condition his left arm 
was taken off near the shoulder by a solid 
shot. He did not know nor feel any pain un- 
til a companion calied his attention from the 
battle to the loss of his arm. Then he 
fainted and fell from his horse. It seems 
wonderful, but the explanation is simple. He 
had, by centering his attention on his one 
object, temporarily hypnotized himself. It 
was not until the action of his companion de- 
stroyed this condition that he felt any pain. 
‘hen restored to his normial self he fainted 
from the shock. 

“It is the working upon the mind that 
counts. There caf be no suggestion without 
hypnosis. If it were not for this there would 
be no mental value to drugs and one patient 
could be given as large a dose as another, As 
it is there is as great a mental value to each 
medicine as there is a physiological value. 
Every doctor in writing a prescription should 
make an allowance in considering the amount 
of the drug for the temperament of the pa- 
tient. If the physician is able to inspire a be- 
lief in the patient that thedrug is gving to 
produce /the desired effect, then in many 
cases water could be substituted for the med- 
icine with as good result. 

‘*But the confidence of the subject to be 
hypnotized must be gained, That is one rea- 
son why it is so difficult to hypnotize the 
young people of the present day. They are 
all too suspicious. They have been so busy 
during their lives putting up schemes to ‘do’ 
some one else that they are: afraid to repose 
absolute contidence in any one. I can much 
more easily take persons of middie age and 
hypnotize them than I can a young one. 
There are other necessary qualifications on 
the part of the subject. The person must 
have a good healthy-mind, and a firm will. 
Confidence and attention are requisites anda 
willingness to aid. Without will power the 
attention cannot be centered and without that 
little can be done. That is why what I call 
‘bird-witted’ people are an aggravation. By 
‘bird-witted’ I mean those people whose 
thoughts fly here and there, never remaining 
long on any one thing. ? 

Quieting the Mind by Monotony. 

‘*It is because the healthy mind is lacking 

that neither idiots nor the insane can be hyp- 


notized. This has been tried time and time 
again, but has always failed.* It is almost 


impossible, to6, to keep the attention of the — 


insane centered on any one thing. During 
part of my life in India I-wasin charge of a 
large insane asylum. One of the chief diffi- 
culties that l encountered was to keep the 
minds of the people quiet. The attendants 
had been in the habit of trying hypnotism, 
but I stopped that. Then, after hunting 
around, I found a ballad-singer in a neighbor- 
ing village. One of his pieces was a song, 
or, more properly, a recitation, that contained 
some 2.000 verses. I hired him to come and 
sing, and with some of the most tractable pa- 
tients sitting ina semicircle in front of him 
he used to spend the evenings. He had a 
tom-tom which he beat. witb one hand. 
Knowing that if a man’s attention could 
be kept centered on one thing he could be 
hypnotized, and that 1f necould be hypnotized 
he was wellon the road to recovery, I told 
the singer to keep the attention of the men 
upon him if he could. That if he saw any of 
them growing restless and looking away he 
should emphasize some of his blows upon the 
tom-tom. That night he sang his long song. 
I chose that because the rhythm would be the 
same all the time, and wouid tend to in- 
crease the monotony and aid the success of 
the experiment. It was pretty hard work, but 
it proved a success, for, by 1 o’clock that 
night, we had many of the patients in a hrp- 
notic sleep. 

‘But take it in everyday life little is 
known of hypnotism or of the great benefit to 
humanity which could*be brought about by 
an intelligent use of it.”’ 

‘* The pussibilities of hypnotism .in medi- 
cine and-surgery are something wonderful,” 
said Dr. George Silver of No. 67 Twenty- 
third street. ‘*I have studied the science for 
seventeen years, and, while I have accom- 
plished something, J feel that I am _ bdrely 
upon the outskirts of the*’real power. I may 
live to see the day when it will be used and 
appreciated as it ought, and I hope I may, but 
it seemns now as though there was little chance 
of it. -The medical fraternity does not seem 
willing to accept it and the charlatans and 
quacks are almost the only ones who have 
courage to make public use of the power.” 

It was Dr. Silver who accomplished the 
wonderful cureof Mrs. Sodergren of No. 
6843 Wabash avenue, toid of in Tue 
TRIBUNE not long ago. The woman was 
suffering from nervous prostration, following 
an attack of the grip. She had been attended 
by four physicians, each oneof whom had 
given her up, saying that she could not possi- 
bly recover. Asa last resort Dr, Silver, who 
was knowr to have hypnotic power, was 
calledin. At thetime the woman was ina 
pitible condition. She was unable to lie 
in bed and was consequently confined to a 
chuir. She breathed only with the greatest 
difficulty and the only ‘food she could keep 
upon her stomuch was milk, of which she 
could not take more than a tablespoonful at 
atime. The condition of ‘her stomach was 
such that she could not take medicine ana her 
attending physician’s only idea in calling in 
Dr. Silver was to secure for the woman a res- 
pite from pain by putting her in a hypnotic 
state. After the hypnotic treatment began 
the woman rallied wonderfully. She could 
sleep and eat and within three weeks was able 
to walk about, dress herself, and take care of 
the room in the hospital to which ehe had 
been taken. 

‘**From my own experience,”’ said Dr, Sil- 
ver, *‘ I know the value of hypnotism and hyp- 
notic treatment in medicine and surgery. 
The cases in which I myse]f have used it are 
of a nature which wouid not interest the pub- 
lic. Frequentiy I have taken advantage of it 
to relieve suffering in confinement, and [| 
have found it an excellent substitute for 
ether or chloroform where some anesthetic 
was necessary for a surgical operation. But 
even what knowledge I have gained in the 
years of study I have giyen it seems as noth- 
ing to me when I look ahead and see the 
almost limitiess possibilities of the power. 
For, say what they will, it is a power 
for good and not for evil. No man can 
be placed under its influence and made to 
comnit a crime unless the crime germ is in 
him. That is, uniess he would do the same 
thing when in full control of all his faculties. 
No womin can be taken advantage of under 
its influence any more than she could if she 
were not. This use of hypndtism as a plea 
for defense on the part of persons who have 
broken the law is preposterous and would 
carry no weight if the science were properly 
understood. Even though this is soit might 
be wise to put safeguards around the exercise 
of the power, and in my opinion it should be 
limited to physicians or others who wouid be 
abie to use it scientifically for the benefit of 
humanity. 

‘i feel that now we are as far from having 
learned the real secret of hypnotism as were 
the electricians of twenty years ago from 
having learned all the uses of the electric cur- 
rent. They are only now beginuing to realize 
how limitiess are their opportunities; we are 
still farther behind. So far the men who go 
about the country giving exhibition; are abcut 
the only ones who have profited by the power 
and their use of it is a prostitution. 


Some of the Things Easily Done. 


“That the experiments are interesti j 
true. Many wonderful things can be dent be 
means of hypnotism. A man can be put into 
a cataleptic state and his muscles rendered so 
rigid that he can be laid across the backs of 
two chairs supported only by his heels and 
neck, While in this state stones can be 
pees upon his chest and broken With sledge- 

ammers. All this can be done and is some- 
times done in the performances given by the 
traveling operators, But it is a thing which 
should not. be allowed, for it accomplishes 
nothing for science, but rather does it an in- 
jury. By these performances the pubiic is 
given a false idea of the true benefit to be de- 
rived from hypnotism. It comes to look 
upon it as a piece of spectacularism and fails 
to see the everyday uses to which it can bé 
put with benefit to the human race. 

“Experiments wifh the object in view of 
teaching the @a more inteiligent use of 
the power are all right and should be encour-

‘One of the men was an admirable subject 
and I put him into the somnambuiistic state. 
While in that condition he was perfectly con- 

dom my voice and presence, but was ob- 
ii to allthe others. To show the physi- 
cians thefijgreat aid that hypnotism would 
PreweTin surgery I caused one side of the 
man’s body to become entirely numb, while 
the other side was even more sensitive than 
usual to feeling. Either side could be made 
numb or sensitive at will, or the whole body 
could be rendered devgid of physical pain or 
made unusually acute to it. 

‘**Then, to show the wonderful] power the 
operator has over the subject, £ thrust a 
needie through the flesh of the forearm of the 
hypnotized man, The point where the needle 
éntered the flesh wae fully an inch and a half 
from the spot where the point came out. In 
ordinary conditions the pain would have been 
intense, but as it was the man suffered noth- 
ing. But this was not all. While the needle 
was still in the wound I asked the physicians 
whether or not they wished blood to flow 
when the needle was drawn out. They said 
they did not and 1 withdrew the needie, not a 
drop of blood markirg either the spot where 
it had entered the flesh or where it 
had come out. Putting the needle through 
the flesh again in adifferent spot l asked them 
from which of the. two openings in the skin 
they wished the blood to flow. Toshow them 
I could influence the hypnotized man with- 
out speaking I told them not to tell me at 
which piace they wished the blood, but to 
point to the spot. They didso and when I 
drew the needie from the flesh the blood 
oozed out at the spot to which they had 
pointed. To say that they were astonished is 
to put it mildly. Some of them had seen 
hypnotic experiments before where the sub- 
ject was rendered insensible to pain, but to 
see the flow of biood controlled was something 
they had not dreamed of. 

“Then to satisfy them still more of the 
power of hypnotism I again rendered one 
side of the subject dead to sensation, at the 
same time making the other side hyper-sensi- 
tive. Into the dead side they thrusta needle 
full length without causing the slightest 
twinge on the part of the patient. Ou the 
other hand the mere touch of a feather to the 
hyper-sensitive side made the man cry out in 
agony. I also made some of the more ordi- 
nary tests for them, such as persuading the 
subject that while he was looking at my stove 
he was seeing Niagara Falls. 

** One experiment which I attended, but in 
which I had no part beyond that of a specta- 
tor, impreseed me greatly and did much to 
make me feel so strongly in regard to the 
limit to be put upon the use of hypnotism. 
In this case the subject was a man of un- 
‘usually nervous -¢emperament, while the op- 
erator was one of the most skilled in the 
country, @ man who has made his living for 
years by giving hypnotic exhibitions. The 
operator after hypnotizing the subject and 
performing some of the more ordinary ex- 
periments, commanded the subject to look 
into hell. * Look! Look!’ he said, * on the 
tortures that are being inflicted there! Hear 
the cries of thedamned as they beg for mer- 
cy and burn forevér! Watch the sufferings 
of those whose mouths are cracked with 
thirst and who are unable to reach the cooling 
spring that is just beyond their reach!’ 

** Ay he spoke the features of the hypnotized 
man were a study. The deepest horror and 
fear were painted in his face. He crouched 
down as though drawing back trom the en- 
trance to the bottomless pit. His features 
were distorted and his hands haif-clenched 
and rigid. The circulation of the biood 
seemed to stop and his fingers became blue 
while the backs of his hands were an ashen 
gray. His eyes seemed starting from their 
sockets and his cheeks were biocodless, It 
was the most horrible transférmation 
I ever saw. Some  pbysicians who 
were present said it was merely a piece of 
acting, but I knew thatif that man could, by 
his own will and skili, have so changed his 
face and features he would havé been on the 
stage and made his fortune instead of making 
a bare living by touring the country as a sub- 
ject for hypnotic experiments. It was then I 
was first iinpressed with the dangerand worse 
than danger in allowing hypnotism to be used 
for such purposes, and | determined that so 
far as I could I wouid see that it was kept in 
channel where it belonged—that of medi- 
cine,”’ 

Some Physicians Who Are Experimenting. 


There are scores of other physicians in the 
city who are studying hypnotism and who 
are experimenting with the view of using the 
power in regular practice in case they find it 
what its friends claim it to be. Among these 
is Dr. Stafford of Twenty-fourth street and 
Indiana avenue. Dr. Stafford has been 
quietly studying for some time, and has been 
reading and watching the resuits of tests with 
a great deal of interest. He was in charge of 
the private hospital to which Mrs, Sodergren 
was taken ill while she was being treated by 
Dr. Silver, and watched the change in the 
woman’s condition with much intereat, 

‘*Mrs. Sodergren’s was the first case treated 
with hypnotism that I ever had an opportunity 
to watch,”’ said Dr, Stafford. ‘‘ lam not posted 
well enough in hypnotism to be able to speak 
authoritatively. But I know that when Mrs. 
Sodergren was brought to my house she was 
in a most pitiable condition. She was suffer- 
ing intensely, but said she was better than 
she had been a few days before. She 
was in the hospital nearly three weeks 
and during that time received no medicine. 
After being here two days she was 
s0 much improved that she could make her 
own bed and care for her room. Within a 
week she was well enough to go home, but 
was kept here so that other physicians could 
watch her. Hypnotism certainly produced 
most wonderful resuits in her case, and Ido 
not see why it cannot in others. It seems to 
me that hypnotism affords almost limitless 
possibilities in medicine and surgery. Ido 
not see why it cannot take the place of ether 
and chloroform as an anwsthetic, and why in 
nervous troubles it cannot supersede drugs.”’ 

"To me hypnotism seems to be in its in- 
fancy,’’ said Dr. H. B. Williams. ‘What is 
now known I believe is but a beginning. It 
is scouted by many and made fun of, but 
nevertheless it isa fact which remains and 
which will ultimately be made use of. My 
own experience with itis small and my in- 
formation has been gained from reading and 
from a few experiments which I have been 
fortunate enough to witness. They were 
sufficient to show that the power exists. But 
as to how it shall be applied and how made 
use of I cannot say. lum still too much of a 
beginner in the study to attempt to teach. 
It is for me to learn.”’ ) 

‘** My attention was first called to hypno- 
tism nearly fifteen years ago;’’’said Dr. A. C. 
Chamberlain. ‘ It was whiie I was in Cin- 
cinnati, and with several other physicians I 
attended an exhibition given by a trayeling 
hypnotist. I was greatly interested at the 
time and fully intended to begin an investiga- 
tion. But other matters prevented. Five 
years later the experience was repeated, and 
again six years ago. Three years ago I 
began an investigation, which hag not pro- 
gressed as fur as 1 would wish. It has gone 
far enough to make me regret that I did not 
begin it earlier in life, for I see possibilities 
which may work as great a revolution in 
medicine as has anything in the past. In my 
opinion hypnotism is the.goming curative 
power,”

- “4 the 78th milestone, with pride I recall the 

umble part borne by myself in that contest and 
the exultation I felt when a telegram announced at 
10 o'clock that night that Illinois, in her popular 
vote in the most closely contested election ever 
held withineher borders, had elected the entire Re- 
publican tieket. It was as good as a revelation 
from the divinity, that freedom was from hence- 
forth safe, and that slavery and oppression must 
recede in darkness. With all Republicans I felt 
exultant. Mr. Lincoln could not go to the Sen- 
ate, but I felt there were yet future triumphs for 
him on another field, and that field the Nation. 

I felt prophetic—the possibilities of the near fut- 
ure loomed up before me—as I next morning sat 
down at my desk to announce the result. The 
Gazette was waiting to go to press—only lacked 
the setting of the type announcing the result of 
the election, I wrote hastily, it seemed to me care- 


lessly, and when completed it ran exactly, with- - 


out change since, as found below, the first edi- 
torial that ever was written proposing that Abra- 
ham Lincoln should be nominated as the Repub- 
lican candidate for the Presidency for the cam- 
paign of 1860. 

From the I}linois Gazette, Nov. 8 1858: 


“ ABRAHAM LINCOLN FOR PRESIDENT IN 1860.” 


‘The contest just closed, and the glorious result 
of vesterday’s election, showing by the popular 
vote that Illinois is redeemed from Democratic 
domination by theelection of the entire Republican 
state ticket, although the Legislature will be 
Democratic by reason of the unfair apportionment 
of the State in the Senatorial and Representative 
loistricts by a former Democratic Legislature. so 
that counties where large Republican majorities 
prevail are massed together, while counties where 
there are but small Republican majorities are 
swallowed up by attaching them to counties that 
are largely Democratic, thus insuring the election 
of Democrats to the Legislature, and thwarting 
the will of the people by securing the reé@lection to 
the Senate of the United States of Stephen A. 
Douglas for six years from the 4th of March next, 
instead of Abraham. Lincoln, the orator and 
Statesman, whom the popular voice has declared 
should be entitled to that high office. 

“To him, the Republican standard-bearer—their 
chosen leader in the brilliant and glorious con- 
test just_closed—we are indebted for this glorious 
result. The masterly manner in Which he con- 
ducted the campaign, both in the joint discussions 
with Douglas and his grand speeches made to the 
people in all parts of the State, has attracted the 
attention of the whole country and of the world to 
the man that gave utterance to the sublimest 
truths yet enunciated, as principles now adopted 
as Mhe future platform of the Republican party, 
and marks him as€@the leading statesman of the 
age, possessing the confidence of the people in his 
inflexible honesty, and his fitness to lead the peo- 
ple in yet other contests in which the field will be 
the Nation, and his leadership to conduct the hosts 
of freedom to victory in 1860. What man now fills 
the full measure of public expectation as the 
statesman of today and of the near future as does 
Abraham Lincoln? And in expressing our own 
preference for him we believe we but voice the 
wishes of a large majority of the ople that he 
should be the standard-bearer of the Republican 
party for the Presidency in 1860. 

‘*There are McLean, Seward, Chase, Rates, Cam- 
eron, and possibly others, who will be presented be- 
fore the convention meets, and their friends will 
urge their claims with all the pertinacity that de- 
voted friendship and political interests may dic- 
tate, and their claims as available candidates will 
be fully canvassed. And they possess all these in 
an eminent degree; but Abraham Lincoln more so, 
both as to eminent statesmanship and also of 
avuilability. The friends of all the statesmen 
named, if they fail in securing their choice, would 
rally on Lincoln as their next choice, thus showing 
his acceptability to all. 

‘*In the Presidential campaign of 1860 the issues 
are already sharply defined. These will be, as 
they have been in our State canvass, slavery and 
slavery extension on the one hand and freedom and 
free territory on the other. Douglas will lead the 
cohorts of slavery. Lincoln should lead the hosts 
of freedom in this irrepressible conflict. Who has 
earned the proud distinction so well as he—as he 
is in himself the embodiment and exponent of our 
free institutions? These two men have fought the 
battles over the plains of Illinois. What so proper 
as their being the champions of the two principles 
on the national field ?’’ : 

Mr. Lincoln, after the close of the canvass, re- 
tired to his home, his mind absorbed in the future 
of the great questions that the people of Illinois 
had for themselves as a State decided, but which 
were now being considered by other Statés for 
their campaigns of 1859 and 1860. He gave the 
questions closer attention than ever, as he was re- 
ceiving letters by the score from Eastern, Middle, 
Northern, Western, and some from the Southern 
States. He knew he would be called upon by his 
argumentative powers to aid in these States, and 
he set about to prepare himself. The press of the 
country was discussing prospectively the proba- 
bilities of Presidential candidates for 1860. The 
Tribune, as recorded in Mr. Medill’s ‘‘Recollec- 
tions,’’ was doing ‘‘educational work” by giving 
‘‘pointers’’ to the country press. As ‘‘a starin the 
East’’ one of the Republican journals at Augusta, 
Me., published an article in February, 1859, sug- 
gesting Mr. Lincoln’s name in connection with 
the candidacy for President. Soon after this a 
journal published in Washington County, Pa., 
modestly threw out some ‘‘advance thoughts’”’ on 
the subject, and at different times during the 
spring and summer of 1859 ‘‘lines of thought’’ 
were published in other papers East and West 
showing that the leaven was working, popular 
sentiment was ‘‘doing its perfect work’’ preparing 
the way for Mr. Lincoln's nomination in 1860. Of 
individual effort through personal influence and 
combination of individuals in consultation I have 
not much to record for the next few months. The 
Hon. R. W. Miles of Knox County tells of a meet- 
ing held in the library room at the Capitol at 
Springfield in January, 1859, where Mr. Lincoln's 
name was mentioned as one of the probable states- 
men whose name would be presented. A gentle- 
man present, giving his views, said: .‘‘We are go- 
ing to bring out Abraham Lincoln for President.’’ 
Mr. Lincoln, who had been calited in, protested 
against the movement. This shows that he did 
not seek, but rather held in check those of his 
friends who so early sought to present his name. 
About the same time the Republican-Register at 
Galesburg printed an able editorial favoring Mr. 
Lincoln's nomination. I remember that some time 
after the election of 1858 in discussing the article 
in that paper with several of the leading Repub- 
licans of Marshall County, and personally strong 
friends of Mr. Lincoln, they thought his time had 
not yet come; that the best that could be done 
would be to_elect him Governor in 1860. Then on 
the expiration of Douglas’ term in_1864 to elect 
him to the United States Senate. Meantime his 
reputation as a ‘statesman would grow apace, and 
in 1868 he would be the ‘‘logical candidate’’ for 
the Presidency, making two terms his crowning 
giory and the close of an illustrious career. 

The autumn and winter of 1859 and opening of 
1860 were crowded with big events politically. 
The ‘‘time and the man’’ had come that could by 
his clarion notes arouse the people, and Lincoln, 
who had been ‘‘biding his time,’’ was called from 
his retirement at Springfield, and at aven- 
worth, Cincinnati, Columbus, Cooper Institute, 
New York;, Hartford, Meriden, and New Haven, 
Conn. : Woonsocket, R. I., and several other cities 
in the East made speeches that aroused the peo- 
ple to their future dangers and the questions to be 
met in the contest of 1860. 

The great dailies of the country gave these 
speeches in full, and the people read them and 
they made Lincoln’s name the property of the Na- 
tion as the Republican candidate for President.

THAT CONFEDERATE MONUMENT, 

It is proposed by Gen. J. ©. 
Commander of the Confederate Veterans’ 
Association in this city, to dedicate Memoriai 
day a monument to the memory of the 6,000 
Confederate prisoners who died at Camp 
Douglas and were buried at Oakwoods Cein- 
etery. Gen, Underwood has raised the most 
of the money himself, ard he claims that the 
monument does not represent a defiant sol- 
dier, but one honorably submitting to the 
fate of war; that neither a Confederate flag 
nor the insignia of a rebel army corps shall 
be displayed on that occasion, the only flag 
being the Stars and Stripes; that he has se- 
lected an ex-Chaplain, afterwards Colonel of 
a Union regiment and Past Commander of a 
Grand Army post, as the honorary Chairman; 
and that the monument is merely a tribute to 
the bravery of the mistaken Americans who 
fought against the Union and are buried there, 
and notin any way a glorification or justifi- 
cation of the lost cause for which they con- 
tended and died. | 

From this point of view there can be little 
objection to the erection of this monument; 
and yet it is entirely natural that the proposi- 
tion should have aroused much opposition 
and indignant comment among the veterans 
of the Grand Army posts, It is not remark- 
able that Department Commander Thayer of 
the Grand Army of the Republic in Massa- 
chusetts should have declared such a cere- 
mony would be **blasphemy.”’ It would be 
strange if the veterans of the Grand Army of 
the Republic who endured the privations and 
diseases and incurred the dangers of a four 
years’ war, forced upon them by the seces- 
sion South without the shadow of a logical or 
constitutional cause, and whose comrades 
fell by tens of thousands upon the field of 
battle or died in hospitals and in rebel prison 
pens, should stand calmly by and watch with- 
out some protest the dedication of a monu- 
ment to the memory of the men who strug- 
gied to destroy the Nation created by Wash- 
ington and his compatriots, and who entailed 
upon this country the loss of hundreds of 
thousands of its young men and billions of 
treasure, besides all the dangers and disorder 
which always follow in the train of a great 
internicine war. If the Union  vet- 
erans were satisfied that this ceremony 
was only a tribute to the bravery of the Con- 
federate dead, it is not likely that they would 
oppose it. for brave men always recognize 
bravery in others, but it is evident they do 
not believe this is the whole meaning of this 
ceremony. They regard it asthe glorificacon 
of the ‘lost cause,’’ as a justification of the 
Tight of secession from the Union. 

They believe, as does every Union man 
who reads history carefully and aright, that 
the South precipitated this struggle for the 
propagation of slavery and the extension of 
human bondage over free territory, willfully, 
defiantly, and treasonably. They think that 
lenity' enough has been shown the South: 
They remember that when the war was over 
no rebel was punished; that they . were 
allowed to give their paroles and go to their 
homes; that the political powers of that sec- 
tion was restored; and that it has prospered 
owing to the financial help of the old Union 
section of the country. They know further 
that if the Confederates had been successful 
the American Nation would have been de. 
stroyed, independent confederacies North, 
South, ‘East, and West would have been es- 
tablished and upheld by standing armies; 
the weaker States would have been tramp ed 
upon in wars and despoiled of their rights by 
the more powerful ones; and that the Repub- 
lic of these United States for which Washing. 
ton fought would have been destroyed. 

Having these feelings it is not remarkable 
that the old Union soldiers regard this cere- 
mony with distrust and not complacency. It 
cannot therefore. be.made tog certain that the 
dedication of this monument does not imply 
any justification of secession or any glorifica- 
tion of the cause for whicl the Confederates 
fought or died. 


SCIENCE AGAINST DR. NEWTON, 

Tue Trisune of Sunday, April 28, intimated 
briefly that the conclusions reached by Dr. 
Heber Newton in regard to the resurrection 
ure more objectionable to the scientific man 
than is the position with which Newton finds 
fault. Some readers of that article have ex- 
pressed a wish that the point should be stated 
a little more fully. The student of physical 
science in our day knows that some of his 
predecessors erred in their reasonings about 
the operation of natural law, as Dr. Lardner 
did in asserting that no steamship ever 
would pe able to cross the Atlantic. 
Hence he is more careful in judging of 
what is possible or impossible, except 
on one point. The physicist of today 
accepts it as axiomatic that every 
phenomenon in nature is produced by the 
operation of some cause or chuses, and that 
the energy required to produce it corresponds 
in amount with the effect produced. For in- 
stance, he knows that the very same quantity 
of heat is evolved by the union of so many 
pounds of oxygen with wood fiber whether 
the union be effected during the siow process 
of rotting or the rapid one of burning in a 
quick fire. Similarly, he is obliged to be. 
lieve that, whether there be a distinctrvely 
vital force or not, the sudden building up of 
a human body out of the surruunding air, if 
it were possible at all, could only be accom- 
plished by the exertion of a total amount of 
chemical force equal in quantity to that 
expended during the slow process of 
growth of a body of equal weight 
and complexity of organization from the 
first nucleated cell to the full and complete 
cundition of the adult of corresponding age. 
Of course it will be understood that this de. 
manded equivalence does not inciude all the 
muscular force that is exerted by the indi-; 
vidual during the process of growth. But 
after making due allowance for that it still 
remains true that to build up the human 
body suddenly could only be accomplished 
by the exertion uf a large percentage of the 
total force exerted under normal conditions 


by the average human being, which roughly 


may be stated as about eqhal to that due to 
the combustion of three tons of coal. ! 
Sq we may spy that the sudden materialisa-

tion of a “ visible and tangible’’ human body 
out of the surrounding air, a body able to 
eat, speak, think, and exhibit other powers 
that equate it in ability to the normal adult 
human frame, hardly could be accomplished 
at the cost of a less amount of force than that 
evolved by the explosion of fifty pounds of 
gunpowder. To suppose that this immens¢ 
unt ef force could be exerted so quietly 
pilose] room or even in the presence of 
adn the open air so quietly that they 
t be aware of it until their attentifn 
was called to the tact by hearing the body 
speak or being told of it by some one else who 
had perceived it first, is as utterly unbelieva- 
ble by the scientific mau who considers the 
matter as a problem in physics as is the per- 
petual motion or the squaring of the circ'e. 

The allegation that a man who died at a 
named time and place was reanimated a few 
hours later, is another matter. Leaving out 
of the count all theory as to the case being 
simply oue of suspended animation, and tak- 
ing the claim literally as stated in the gospels, 
the scientific problem resolves itself into a 
matter of evidence. The advanced student 
of natural science is aware that all he knows 
of the so-called laws of nature is gained by a 
study of phenomena, and that if he had 
studied the latter more thoroughly he might 
see reason to change his views in regard to 
the formers But the more widely a claimed 
fact disagrees with his understanding of the 
eperation of the laws of nature the 
more exacting is he in regard to 
the evidence on which ‘he is asked 
to modify hig ideas of natural law. It is 
true that many students of physical science 
do not think the evidence (or testitnony) in 
regard to the resurrection is sufficient to war. 
‘rant them in accepting it as valid. But it is 
equally true that they would not hesitate tu 
beliéve in spontaneous generation, the mirac, 
ulous conception, or the resurrection if they 
had submitted to them. unimpeachable and 
otherwise sufficiently strong evidence that any 
such things occur today. Hence bodily mate- 
rialization in the presence of the disciples is 
open te certainly as much scientific objection- 
if notto more, than would be resurrection a 
few hours after real or supposed death. 

And the objection is not met by the hypoth- 
esis of Dr. Newton that the risen body con- 
sisted of **a finer ‘materiality than the one 
which was nailed to the cross. True, we may 
suppose that if such a * finer materiality” 
were possible (of which there is no sufficient 
proof, in spite of Dr. Newton to the contra- 
ry), the amount of physical force ueeded to 
evolve it out of ‘* the incorporeal air”’ might 
be less than for the norma! human body, but 
it still would be important if that finer ma- 
teriality were so much of a materialized en- 
tity asto be abia to eat fish and bear the 
physical examination of a hand thrust into it 
without the examiner being able to detect 
any difference between the new body and the 
former one. Furthermore, the writer of the 
gospél according to St. Luke, who avers that 
he had “‘traced the course of all things ac- 
curately from the first,’ reports that the risen 
Jesus said to his troubled diéciples: ‘** Behold 
my hands and my feet, that it is I myself; 
handle me and see; fora spirit hath not flesh 
and bones, as ye see me having.”’ This is ex- 
plicit enough for anybody who accepts the 
testimony of the gospel writers; and for one 
who rejects jt, as Newton seems disnosed to 
do, there remains no other course open than 
to drop the whole business in despair of being 
able to know anything about it. 
ELECTION FRAUDS COST THEIR PERPE- 

TRATORS LITTLE, 

Day before yesterday nine men, indicted 
on charges of violating the election laws by 
interfering illegaliy with legal voters in the 
Twenty-ninth Ward at the November elec- 
tion, were found guilty. Two of them, one 
being the Democratic judge of election, were 
fined $500 each. The others were required 
to pay only $50 apiece. In view of the evi- 
dence given on behalf of the prosecution the 
penalties are absurdly inadequate, 

The Republican challenger for that poll, 
whose testimony was corroborated by other 
witnesses, swore thatthe Democrats assumed 
sole charge of the voting. There was no pen 
or ink in any of the booths, and only pencils 
were used, so that the marks made by Repub. 
lican voters might be erased with more ease. 
When a Republican presented himseif a Dem- 
ocrat would go into the booth and try to get 
him to mark his ballot for Democratic candi- 
dates. When this failed and the man handed 
his ballot to the Democratic judge this 
happened: 

Flynn would turn it in his hands, and would 
not put it in the box. If the voter didn’t say 
anything about it or immediately went out Flyon 
would put the ballot in his pocket. If the voter 
insisted upon seeing the ballot go into the box 
Fiynn would pretend to put it into the box, and 
while be was pretending to put it into the box 
some other member of the gang, I mean some of 
these defendants here, would step up behind the 
voter and slug him in,the neck and throw him 


out of the poiling-room. While he was being 
thrown out Flynn would put that ballot into his 


pocket. 

Then, according to t#e witness, the next 
thing done after getting hoid of some Repub- 
lican ballots was to work them over iato 
Democratic ones after this fashion: 


Every now and then Flynn would take a pack- 
age of Republican ofan out of his pockets; 
the members of the gdng would get around him 
and he would give thee Republican ballots to 
some members of the gang; they would go into 
the booths and would change those ballots so as 
tu make them Democratic ballots; they would 
come back and hand those ballots to Flynn, and 
Flynn would put them into the ballot-box. That 
oe the scheme that was worked there on that 
ay. 

Such crimes as these should not be pun 
ished by fines. The principal offenders, at 
least, should have been sent to the ieniten- 
tiary, and it would have been better to send 
all of them there to teach them to respect the 
rights of citizens and the sanctity of the bal- 
lot, A few months agoa man who was guilty 
of no graver offenses committed at the No- 
vember election was sentenced to the 
penitentiary. There should be no let- 
ting-up on these scoundrels. No leniency 
should be shown them. They should be pun- 
ished severely enough to make them respect the 
law. Friday after these Twenty-ninth Ward- 
ers bad been fined their lawyer handed over a 
check for the total amount, and they went 
free. Doubtless their political friends or em- 
ployers put up the money for them. Had 
these law-breakers been sent to the peniten- 
tiary or the jail they would have had to suffer 
for their misdeeds. 

If the action taken in these case. is to be a 
precedent election frauds will be encouraged 
rather than discouraged. If Democratic 
heelers and their bosges are given to under- 
stand that it costs—ia case of detection and 
conviction—only from $50 to $500 to throw 
voters out of a polling-place, to enter the 
booths, where privacy is guaranteed them, 
and try to make them vote against their con- 
victions, and then to take Republican ballots, 
mark them over again, and count them for 
Democratic candidates, those offenses will be 
committed at every poll where there are 
enough Democratic toughs. All that will be 


required will bea large enough campign fund 


to pay the fines of the men who may be con- 
victed. 

Judge Clifford, who fixed the penalties on 
these cases, has put a pecuniary rating on 
crimesof the gravest nature—crimes designed 
to subvert the fundamental! institutions of 
the country. The theft of the vote of a citi- 
zen cannot be atoned for by a fifty ‘dollar

ae, paid for by the politicians who hired the 


offender. Judge Tuley’s course in the Chap- 
man case was much more satisfactory. 


THE CORRELATION OF STUDIES, 

The greatest service that has yet been done 
for the common education of the American 
people is the recent report prepared by Dr. 
William T. Harris for the conference of 
school superintendents at Cleveland on ‘* The 
Correlation of Studies in Elementary Educa- 
tion.” In Boston last week Dr. Harris made 
an address before the Schoolmasters’ club on 
‘* Psychology,”’ which may be regarded as the 


complement of the earlier report—the pbil- 


osopher supplementing the schoolmaster, as 
the speuker is so competent to do, 

That something is needful to remedy the 
unsatisfactory condition of elementary edu- 
cation in our public schools has been apparent 
fora long time. In the secondary schools 
the principle of correlation of studies has 
been recognized, but the arrangement of 
elementary branches in their proper order 
has been left to the judgment or fancy of in- 
dividual teachers. The five fundamental 
branches—Language, Arithmetic, Grammar, 
Geography, History—have borne only such 
a relation to each other as _ resulted 
from each teacher’s efforts to develop his 
own hobby. One teacher has considered 
arithmetic the most essential of all branches; 
another has placed an excessive value on 
language: another has unduly exalted geog- 
raphy; aud another has laid supreme stress 
onthe cultivation of the memory in gram- 
macor history. Dr, Rice’s recent work on 
“Public School System’’ revealed these 
facts with painful clearness. Dr. Harris, 
through his tife-long acquaintance with the 
public schools, has. seen the bad results of 
this haphazard condition. He knows that 
the eight years commonly taken for ele- 
mentary education ought to bring better 
results than they do, and that if notime were 
wasted in unprofitable work their efficiency 
would be far greuter than it is now. 

The task to which Dr. Harris addresses 
himseif is not the substitution of new studies, 
but the proper adjustment of relations be- 
tween the old ones, The same studies should 
be pursued as now, but the methods em- 
ployed should be more direct and heipfu! to 
the student. While not ignoring the func- 
tion of each study, and its place in the whole 
order, he has risen toa conception of what 
these studies should accomplish for a com- 
plete education. What he is striving for is 
the equipment of the inind with materials for 
use in the work of life. Although he seems 
to be exclusively concerned with the better 
adjustment of elementary studies, it is be- 
cause he has kept steadily in view the high 
conception of education as something more 
than ,a mere accumulation of congiomerate 
information that his recent school docu- 
ment is attracting so much attention ‘ both 
from educators and others. 

Fifty years ago in the public schools the 
only aim of the student was-to see how far he 
could goin the prescribed branches. There 
was no idea of their relation to one another, 
and but little attempt to show their bearing 
on the individual’s own education. The fac- 
ulties of children were confused and blunted 
at the very beginning; young men entered 
college with no proper conception of the sytn- 
metry of studies, 

This condition of things was bad enough, 
but in attempting to introduce new methods 
it has not been sufficiently recognized that 
something deeper is required, Each study 
needs to be properly articulated. It must 
not only be taken for whatit is worth, but as 
it is related to the other studies that are to 
follow, The whole course of education needs 
to be considered in its entirety; but the 
elementary schools, though first in point 
of time, have been last to receive their due 
consideration from educators, Dr. Harris, 
by penetrating to their vital defects and show- 
ing how they may be remedied, has done a 
work of the highest importance to the cause 
of popular education, and one. which will be 
more and more appreciated as its theories are 
put into practice, 
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MARS A DIED-OUT WORLD. 

It was stated by Tue Tripune several 
weeks ago that observations of the planet 
Mars made by Prof. Campbell at the Lick 
Observatory show that there is no more evi- 
dence of aqueous vapor or an atmosphere on 
Mars than there is on the moon. In the 
North American Review the matter is 
formally reported on by Prof. Holden, the 
director of the observatory, and his statement 
fully bears out the views earlier expressed, 
He says ‘the lakes, oceans, canals, 
(of water), the snow-storms, inupdations, 
inhabitants (like ourselves), and the signais 
they were making us, etc,, etc., have all 
vanished with the aqueous vapor.’’ He adds 
that five years ago he had occasion to remark 
that we did not then know which of the dark 
and red markings oun Mars were land and 
which were water. It now is demonstrated 
by his associates to be in the highest 
degree improbable that any considerable 
bodies of water exist at all on the planet. He 
is not prepared to affirm with cer- 
tainty that Mare has absolutely no at- 
mosphere, but he is quite certain that if he 
has any at all it must be at least as thin and 


probably very much thinner than that of the 


highest peaks of the Himalayas. Put into 
the language of the meteorologist this means 
the martian atmosphere hardly could balance 
a column of mercury one foot in height, 
while at our sea level the atmospheric pres- 
sure is measured by about two and a half feet 
of mercurial colump. 

The rationale of the process by which this 
conclusion was arrived at is easy to be under, 
stood. The rays of light that come to our 
spectroscope from Jupiter are reflected_sun- 
light which has passed once through the solar 
atmosphere, twice through that of the planet, 
and once through that of our earth. The 
spectrum of the sunlight as affected by pas- 
sage through the solar atmosphere has been 
studied closely and the extent to which it is 
modified by its own atmosphere ascertained 
by examination under different condi- 
tions of altitude, cloudiness, ete. The 
light received by us from Jupiter gives a 
spectrum which differs from that of light 
coming direct from ‘the sun to the earth, and 
evidently the points (lines or bands) which 
constitute the difference are due to the double 
passage of the light rays through the atmos- 
phere of the planet, whether they have been 
reflected from a solid interior surface or not, 
The spectrum of moonlight is simply that 
of suniight as modified by the earth’s atmos- 
phere, from which it is inferred that the 
moon has not an atmospheric envelope suf- 
ficiently dense to be appreciated, and this 
agrees with the deduction from other ways of 
studying it that the moon has not an atmos- 
phere that is able to balance more than about 
one-thirtieth of an inch of mercury. If Mars 
has no atmosphere its spectrum must corre- 
spond to that of the moon undér like condi- 
tions as to altitude, etc., and Prof. Campbell 
has been unable to detect any difference be- 
Hence he infefs that if Mars has 
an atmosphere it must be an exceedingly ten- 
uous one, 

Till this deduction is controverted by the 
work of some other capable investigator it 
will be necessary to relinquish the notion that 
the people on the planet Mars have dug 


gigantic canais visible by us, that they are | 


| trying to signal us, that there now are any 


such people, though the planet may have 
been inhabited by rational organisms 
in past eons, of even that there 
isa regu'ar succession of forming and melt- 
ing of polar snows or growth and disappear- 
ance of dquatorial verdure on the surface of 
our martian neighbor. The most plausible 
supposition now will be that life, as we un- 
derstand it, has died out from that planet, 
and that it resembles our moon in being a 
dead world. 
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ANOTHER FREE SILVER FALSEHOOD. 

The statement is made that ‘our act in de, 
monetizing silver in 1873 was soon followed 
by Germany, and then by all Europe.’”’ This 
is not correct, In 1871 provision was made 
by law fora new money system in the Ger- 
man Empire, the principal features of which 
were the establishment of the exclusive gold 
standard and the issue of national coins, in- 
volving as a necessary consequence the with- 
drawalof atl gold and silver coins then in 
circulation or heid as treasury and bank re- 
serves, This law antedated by nearly two 
years the law of 1873. 

The amount of silver coin in the empire in 
1871 was about 350 millions of dollars, It 
was expected that two-thirdd of this would be 
exported to neighboring countries. France, 
Belgium, Italy. Switzerland, and the Nether- 
lands, having a double standard, were the 
natural markets for this surplus, which it was 
believed would be disposed of there for gold. 
The price of silver began falling at once. The 
countries mentioned above were alarmed, 
and measures were taken to prevent a further 
influx of silver at the expense of gold.- The 
Netherlands mint was closed temporarily, and 
the Latin Union reduced to a trifle the manu- 
facture of legal tender silver coins at their re- 
spective mints. 

It took a long time for the German Empire 
to complete the preliminary arrangements 
for the chauge from a silver toa gold stand- 
ard, so that it was not until Jan. 1, 1876, 
that the latter standard went into full force 
and effect throughout the entire territory of 
the German Empire, but the change was re- 
solved on in 1871, and its effects manifested 
themselves immediately thereafter. Hence 
Coin’s statement that ‘the abandonment of 
the use of silver as primary money by the 
United States was followed by Germany four 
months later and then by the Latin Union” is 
an impudent faitsehood. What the United 
States did in 1873 was a matter of no great 
consequence, as far as the value of silver was 
concerned, for this was not a silver-using 
country. That of Germany was of the great- 
est importance, because that country aban- 
doned the silver for the gould standard. The 
free silverites ought to abuse Bismarck.

March. There was no great amount of wofk’ 
to be done for the city, but there was to bewm 4: 


election on the 2d of April, and jobs were 
given to 2,300 men in order to encourage 
them to vote the Democratic ticket. As there 
was no work for them todo this was equiva. 
lent to taking $52.000 from the treasury and 
expending it for purely political purposes 
It was an embezzlement of public funds, and 
those who were guilty of it ought to be pun- 
ished, 

At the very time when these 2.300 extra 
men were engaged in doing nothing and ex- 
pecting big pay therefor, the city authorities 
were complaining of a lack of money. They 
did not pay bills for supplies because they 
said they had no cash, and yet they were in- 
curring an indebtedness of $52,000 in one 
haif month for unnecessary labor. Worse 
than that, there were placed on the rolls the 
names of men who did not even make a pre- 
tense of working, of men who did not exist, 
and whose pay was drawn by Democratic 
heelers. 

The employment of too many men is not 
indictable, but the making out of bogus pay- 
rolls is, Therefore there is merit in the sug- 
gestion that when the Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works has his facts in shape a special 
grand jury be impaneied to go still deeper 
into the matter and find out who the chief 
criminals were. For subordinates are not 
likely to be guilty on a grand scale of the mis- 
deeds Commissioner Kent has brought 
to light unless they had the sanction 
or acted under the orders of superiors. They 
would not have had the boldness, and if they 
had they would have been detected speedily. 

If a grand jury made up of men of the 
same caliber as those who investigated the 
robberies of the boodling County Commis- 
sioners can be secured to pry into the recent 
City Hall robberies the population of the 
Joliet Penitentiary can be increased consid- 
er. bly. 


Tue Times-Hemald is of the opinion that 
whoever gets on a railroad train for purposes 
of robbery, and in order to out his pur- 
pose assaults a conductor, a passetger, or an 
express inessenger, has committed a mere 
misdemeanor; and should not be sent to the 
penitentiary, therefore a jail sentence ora light 
fine ought to be sufficient punishment for him 
according to thattender-hearted paper. Then 
it ought to insist on the repeal of the existing 
law, which says that an assault with intent to 
commit robbery shall subject the offender to 
imprisonment in the penitentiary for not less 
than one nor more than ten years. There are 
men at Joliet now for the trifimg ‘* misde- 
meanor’’ of assault with intent to commit 
robbery. The Times-Herald is of the opinion 
that these men are suffering penalties “‘ not 
proportioned to the nature of the offense,” 
and that their imprisonment is a violation of 
the Constitution; or it believes that a train 
robbery or an attempt to commit one ig a 
venial sort of a sin, which is not deserving of 
a severer punishment than a mild rebuke. 
That is not the way the community feels, 
Most people think train robbery a grave 
crime, ,

Réjane labored was that 
of appearing in a theater in which all the 
fine and subtle effects of comedy were on 
account of distance lost. . It was necessary 
to sit close to the orchestra in the Columbia 
to catch the shades of expression on the 
actors’ faces: and the tones of their voices 
were not properly adjusted to the acoustics 
of the house. When will managers learn 
that a comedy and a large hall are two ele- 
ments that are utterly irreconcilable? On 
the stage of the Columbia the comedy of 
‘‘Mme. Sans-Géne’’ looked as if seen 
through the reversed end of an opera-glass. 
it would be ungrateful if the few wno saw 
Mme, Réjane—and some saw her more than 
once—failed ‘to record their impressions of 
her naturalness, her fine modesty of man- 
ner, and the kindliness of spirit that shone 
through and sweetened her impersonation. 
Nature has not been generous to her in face 
and figure, but has made up the deficiency 
in subtler directions. Recalling her as the 
trim and demure laundress in the prologue, 
one’s impressions chiefly are of a large 
mouth, a small nose, and twinkling eyes—a 
face on the whole that was piquant when 
animated and plain in repose. She could 
not be so fine a comedienne as she is if her 
sense of humor was not underlaid with one 
of sympathy. She has a strain of tender- 
ness never obtrusive, but softening the 
echoes of laughter. It appears in her solici- 
tude for the wounded soldier who seeks shel- 
ter, and it peeps out on other occasions, es- 
pecially when she assumes rank, suggesting 
that platitude of Tennyson’s, ‘True hearts 
are more than coronets.”’ A play like ‘“‘Mme. 
Sans-Géne”’ should be flattering to a demo- 
cratic people; for it iga glorification of the 
absence of caste in its two principal figures: 
these are the laundry woman of Paris who 
rose to become Duchess of Dantzic, and the 
young leutenant of artillery who was des- 
tined to become Emperor of France. It re-

courts, and it seemed as if the prize was 
about to slip from their grasp.

Finally a way out of itwasfound. kEx- 
Secretary of the Navy William C. Whitney 
was fkterested in the Broadway road. He 
Saw in it big things. He was always a 
friend of Richard Croker, and there was to 
be given out a big contract for the construc- 
tion of the railroad if the Philadelphians 
should be sustained in possession. Mr Cro- 
ker suggested as the proper contractor to 
build the road John D. Crimmins, the favor- 
ite of Tammany Hall, and his close friend. 

‘‘Of course Mr. Crimmins could have the 
contract,” said the Philadelphians, and he 
got it. The case lagged in court, the stock 
that had been issued under promising 
auspices had declined from par down to 50 
or thereabouts. One day a decision came, 
and the Philadelphians were sustained in 
possession. The st0ck value went up liKe a 
skyrocket and in a few days it had touched 
par, and it has since been over the mark. 
Crimmins built the road and became its 
President, retiring recently for H. D. Vree- 
land. Whitney introduced a friend’in the 
person of Daniel 8S. Lamont, and he was 
given a position as Secretary at a comforta- 
ble salary, more than he now receives as 
Secretary of War. Lamont, it is said, has 
not relinquished his interest in the Metro- 
politan Traction company, and he Is a fre- 
guent visitor to the residences of Messrs. 
Widener and Elkins. Out of the Broadway 
deal rose the Metropolitan Traction com- 
pany, which absorbed the Metropolitan rail- 
vay, Broadway Surface, and other roads. 
Crimmins resigned to go into the Consoli- 
dated Traction of New Jersey, another leg 
of this syndicate.

GREAT SCHEME IN NEW JERSEY. 
Franchises Purchased for a Song That Are 
Immensely Valuable. 

Stepping across the Hudson River from 
New York City into New Jersey, the Wid- 
ener-Elkins syndicate has projected one of 
the most important street railway enter- 
prises in the country. Itis the control and 
connection of the street railway systems in 
Jersey City, Newark, Elizabeth, Bergen, 
and all the smaller towns thereabouts, with 
the ultimate view of extending the roads so 
that there shall be a trolley line direct from 
New York City to Philadelphia, from the 
latter city to Baltimore, and from there to 
Washington, D. C. The idea is to capture 
the immense local trade between the towns, 
leaving to the steam railroads the express 
and long-distance passenger traffic. This 
idea has received the quasi sanction of the 
managers of the Pennsylvania railroad com- 
pany, and is worthy: the attention of rail- 
rvad operators in all sections of the country. 
William L. Elkins and Clement Griscom, of 
the Widener-Elkins syndicate, are directors 
of the Pennsylvania railroad company. THe 
latter company possessed, among other 
franchises, the right to construct a street 
railway from-Jersey City to Newark, paral- 
leling its own tracks and covering the only 
highway between the cities. The Consoli- 
dated Traction company of New Jersey was 
formed in March, 1893, with William L. Ei- 
kins at its head. In addition there were in- 
terested, besides Mr. Griscom, A. J. Cassatt, 
ti. H. Houston, and Col. Henry D. Welsh, all 
Pennsylvania railroad directors. The plan 
embraces the New Jersey Traction, Jersey 
City and Bergen railway, Newark Passenger 
railway, Newark Plank Road company, 
Elizabeth Street railway, and Rapid Transit 
Street railway of Newark. 

The Pennsylvania officials foresaw that 
the trolleys were coming to stay, and they

Jersey City. The Widener-Elkins syndicate 
took the lease and proceeded to business in 
itm usual energetic way. John D. Crimmins, 
who had proved of so much value in New 
York City, was brought over to New Jersey 
and placed in virtual charge of the lines, re- 
linquishing the Presidency of the Metropoli- 
tan Traction. The great banking house of 
IK F. C. Young & Co. of Jersey City was 
brought into the scheme. There was deep 
method in this. E. F. C. Young is one of the 
letiding Democratic politiciahs of North 
New Jersey. His bosom friend is ex-Sena- 
tor John R. McPherson, also a strong Penn- 
sylvania railroad man and one of its friends 
in the United States Senate for years. Then 
James Smith Jr., now United States Senator 
residing at Newark, was brought into the 
fold. With these men financially interested 
and their great political influence and eapi- 
tal backing up the scheme it was not to be 
wondered at that all the local legislation 
needed by the corporation was readily ob- 
tained. Ex-Secretary Whitney, Secretary 
Lamont, and ail their friends went into the 
New Jersey scheme and areinit yet. Elkins 
regards this project as one of the most 
promising street railway affairs in the coun- 
try, and has gone into it deeply on his own 
account. Rumor says he has taken $1,000,- 
VOO of the 5 per cent bonds for himself. The 
lines are rapidly being extended in all sec- 
tions, and last week all the big capitalists in 
the company made an inspection of the sys=- 
tem. 


NOW THE BALTIMORE PROJECT. 


A Big Idea That Is Not So Successful as 
Others, 

It is hardly probable that the Widener- 
Elkins syndicate would have gone into Bal- 
timore, Md., with its street car scheme if it 
had known that it could not secure the Balti- 
more City Pasenger railway company, of 
which Oden Bowie, the well-known horse- 
man, was the President, and whose family 

wns the controlling interest. In 1888 the 

*hiladelphians organized the Baltimore 
Traction company, embracing the North 
Faltimore Passenger railway company, the 
Baltimore and Curtis Bay, Baltimore an‘1 
Powhatan, Citizens’ railway, People’s rail- 
way, Pimlico and Pikesville, and Arlington 
and Pimlico lines. Immediately a war was 
begun against the Baltimofe City railway, 
and the finest sugar-coated offers made to 
Oden Bowie to part with his possessions. 
but he withstood temptation like a rock, 
and died recently, still holding the fort. The 
Baltimore City line controls the cream of 
the business, and with it in their possession 
the syndicate could make itself whole. 

The scheme for capturing Baltimore inthe 
first place did not meet with an enthusiastic 
reception, so bait was set to coax the timid 
into the net. Those who went in on th» 
basis named below made money, but the lit- 
tle fellows, as usual, were badly squeezed. 
The par value of the stock was fixed at $25 a 
share. To each person who subscribed $10, - 
000 at the outset there were given 400 shares 
of stock and $5,000 in 5 percent bonds. The 
stock’ opened at $12.50 per share on the ex- 
changes. In two years a 1 per cent dividend 
was declared and the stock went soaring up 
to $28. Then it fell with a crash to $13.50. 
and is now quoted at $16.50. Those who got 
out the advance were in pocket hand- 
somely, as there has not been a dividend de- 
clared since, and financiers say the day is 
distant when one can be honestly declared. 

Despite this skyrocketing the roads are 
being developed, and negotiations are on 
again with the Bowie family for the riva! 
road. Again does politics come into play. 
Gov. Frank Brown, one of the most popular 
‘men in the State, has been made President 


well known as the Republican leader for 
Western Pennsylvania. He is a power in 
rolitics and he is known not to have too 
much love for United States Senator Quay. 
Magee appeared to be hand-in-glove with 
his associates, and they never suspected the 
trap into which they were led. Magee be- 
gan to think that he was not treated as well 
as he might be, and as matters were not to 
his liking he took awfulrevenge. The stock 
of the Pittsburg Traction had jumped along 
until it had reached $48 or $49 per share. 
Somebody began pouring it on the market 
one day, but just who it was no one could 
tell at the time. As Senator Quay and 
others had orders in the brokers’ offices to 
take all the Pittsburg Traction stock offered 
the brokers, of course, bought itin. Magee 
had hada row with Quay shortly before this, 
and he remarked to some of his intimates, 
when he gave the order to sell: ‘* There 
— it, Quay wants some of that stock; let 
him’ get it. He'll get enough of it.” 

{t is needless to remark that Quay did get 
enough of it. The holdings of Magee were 
quickly absorbed, and then the leaders of 
the syndicate began looking around to find 
where the stock came from. FHlis associates 
had paid top prices for the stock, and they 
felt in no very amiable mood, But Magee 
did not keep them long waiting before he 
showed his hand. He went into City Coun- 
cils, in which he controlled, and in twodayer 
after he had sold his stock to the Philadel- 
phians he had secured privileges over near- 
lv all the unoccupied streets of Pittsburg 
tor the Duquesne. Traction company, of 
which he announced himself as President. 
The stock of the Pittsburg Traction com- 
pany fell from $4) to 817 per share in two 
days. The dictionary did not contain 
enough words for the Philadelphians to 
express their condemnation of their late as- 
sociate. But the revenge of Magee was very 
bitter. He constructed a trolley line out 
F'orbes avenue, only one block from the 
Fifth avenue line of the Philadelphians, 
and paralleled their’ road. The people 
flocked to Magee’s line and he got the bulk 
of the travel. The war grew so intense that 
the Widener-Elkins line carried people for 
three cents, and Magee was compelled to 
meet the cut. This continued for six months 
All overtures failed for a time, and the war 
was carried into the State conventions. In- 
deed, Quay wae so bitter over the manner in 
which he had been treated that he threaten- 
ed to have Magee driven out of Harrisburg 
if he dared to come there during the session 
of the Legislature. Finally, in December, 
IS01, peace was patched up, and the war was 
ended, Magee coming out victorious. An 
operating contract was executed whereby 
the Pittsburg Tra@tion company took the 
Duquesne Traction company under its wings 
for ninety-nine years. The former assumed 
all the operating expenses of Mawee’s roads, 


every six months on the basis. of .575 for the 
Pittsburg and .425 for the Duquesne com- 
pany. Recent reports from Pittsburg say 
that Magee is again becoming restless, de- 
claring that he wants a bigger share of the 
prolits. 


GAS AND ELECTRIC INTERESTS. 


A Rich Field That Is Being Rapidly 
Developed. 

Among the most valuable possessions of 
the Widener-Elkins syndicate are its gas 
and electrical enterprises. The parent of 
these concerns is the United Gas Improve- 
ment company of Philadelphia, a corpor- 
ation inspired by William lL. Elkins and 
some of his associates in the Standard Oil 
company. It has a capital stock of $10,- 
000,000 paid in. The specific object of this 
company is to build gas plants and then 
operate them if desired. It uses the Lowe 
system of water gas and has an interest in 
companies all over the country. It has 
built works in New York and even in Lon- 
don, and were it not for the fact that there 
is so much. business here it would seek a 
field abroad. An example of the work of 
the concern is found in the fact that it 
makes one-third of all the gas now used’ to 
supply Philadelphia. This gas costs the 
makers nineteen cents per thousand feet and 
is sold to the city and delivered to the city 
works for 36 cents per thousand feet. It 
is then mixed with the ordinary coal gas 
and the eity retails it to the consumer for 
$1 per thousand feet. Philadelphia is one 
of the few cities in the country that man- 
ufactures~its own gas. Syndicates repre- 
senting the United Gas Improvement com- 
pany have offered $25,000,000 for the gas 
works and the exclusive privilege of supply- 
ing the city, but the offer was rejected. 

The Chicago Gas company was. born in the 
office of the United Gas Improvement com- 
pany of Philadelphia, as well as many other 
schemes on a smaller scale relating to the 
control of gas works all over the United 
States. Thomas Dolan is the President, and 
the other directors are W. W. Gibbs, George 
S. Philler, Clement Griscom, Peter A. B. 
Widener, William L. Elkins; and Samuel T. 
Bodine. 

Next in importance comes the Electric 
Storage Battery company, in which the U. 
G. |. is also heavily interested. This con- 
cern is capitalized at $13,000,000, of which 
$5,000,000 has been paid in. It proposes to 
supply stored electricity for commercial 
purposes. It will deliver a small motor at 
vour house, so that the sewing machine can 
be run, or for a small engine, or power of 
any sort. When the electricity is exhaust- 
ed another lot of “ stored lightning ”’ will be 
supplied, the same as the milkman serves 
milk. It proposes to run street cars, boats, 
or supply power anywhere or for any pur- 
pose. 

This is a novelty and is in course of devel- 
opment. One company has been formed in 
New York with August Belmont at its head, 
and the sum of $800,000 cash was paid for 
the privilege of the térritory. Another 
company is being formed, for which $1,000,- 
000 will be paid. 

The United Gas Improvement company 
has in its possession other patents for gas 
and electrical devices, but those mentioned 


, are the most important. 


In addition to the above William L. Fl- 
kins and others, as a side issue, are inter- 
ested in the Meloney Gas Lamp company, a 
coneern doing a big business in suburban 
lighting. They are also interested in the 
Atlantic Refining company, one of the 
Standard’s big concerns here. Five years 
ago the Widener-Elkins syndicate went into 
the oil fields in Washington, Pa., set some 
wells in operation, and prepared to build a 
pipe line. They also began to build a $300,- 
(00, oil refinery near thiscity. This move ex- 
cited the Standard Oill people greatly, be- 
cause they feared a new syndicate was 
about to come into the field and fight them. 
Gefore either of the projects was finished 
powerful influences were brought to bear 
and the Widener-Eikins crowd sold out to 
the Standard at a big profit over their origi- 
nal investment. The refinery on the Dela- 
ware River was dismantled and the pipe 
line at Pittsburg destroyed. 


HOW THE IMMENSE DEALS STAND. 


Exact Condition of the Investments of the 
Rig Syndicate. 

In summing up the operations of the great 
Widener-Elkins syndicate a glance at the 
condition of their chief investments is inter- 
esting. Philadelphia Traction is a 850 stock, 
full paid, and is quoted at $82. AnS8 percent 
yearly dividend has just been declared. 
United Gas Improvement is a $50 stock, full 
paid, and is selling at $69. The par value of 
Electric Storage is $100, but only about $25 
has been paid, and it is selling at $5v. 

Baltimore Traction is full $25 paid, and is 
selling at $17 per share. Metropolitan Trac- 
‘tion of New York is a $100 stock, and is sell- 
ing at S01. It is believed that the insiders 
never paid more than $0 for the stock when 
the company was first organized. Wells- 
bach Incandescent Light is a $5 stock, and is 
selling at $43 pershare. The capital stock is 
shortly to be increased to 1,000,000 shares, 
New Jersey Traction is not quoted, and it is 
believed that most of the work in New Jer- 
sey is accomplished by the isue of bonds, and

And today, sitting one on either side of the 
long tables in a big up-stairs room on Clark 
street, are a hundred girls hard at work. 

The Brownies retail for 50 cents apiece. 
Rartolli casts the little white figures. The 
models are furnished him from the Brownie 
factory. There the process of casting is 
Simple enough. The models are laid ina 
long vat, and around them is poured a non- 
adhesive, gluey substance. This is allowed 
to harden. The mass is then split length- 
wise, after the manner of a cucumber, and 
the models removed. The two haives of the 
shell are then fitted back together. The 
licuid plaster is poured into the molds from 
apertures at the side, and the mass is al- 
lowed to harden, the hands and feet, which 
are of lead, having been previously inserted. 
The same molds are used for a number of 
castings. 


GROWING CONSUMPTION OF SAKI. 


Japanese Stimulant Which Is More Power- 
ful than Forty-Rod Whisky. 

The renewed impetus given to the interest 
in everything Japanese by the brilliant vic- 
tory of the Island Kingdom over China may 
bring us saki. It established itself in Cali- 
fornia three or four years ago, and its im- 
Portation has been increasing ever since at 
a rapid rate. 

““ The use of saki as a popular drink,” said 

a California gentleman at the Auditorium 
the other day, *‘ has grown and is growing 
SO fast as to very seriously affect the sale 
of our native wines. The competition was 
first felt in the case of Hawaii. After its 
introduction there the Hawaiians took to it 


to such an extent that our exportations to 


the island began to show a sharp decline. 
For 1803 the Californian wines sent to the 
island amounted to over 116,000 gallons. 
Last year they dropped to Something over 
90,000, a decrease of 25,000 gallons. The 
importation ef saki during the same period 
rose from less than 10,000 gallons to nearly 
73,000 gallons. . 

“Now the Japanese drink is beginning to 
come into use in San Francisco. Drinkers 
are always ready to try some new form of 
alcoholic stimulant, and it has not been 
difficult, under the circumstances, to inter- 
est them in saki. It is nota drink which ap- 
peals to cultivated palates, but for the man 
‘who wants to get the largest amount of sen- 
Sation with the least expenditure of money 
there is nothing in the drink line that equals 
it. A man can get hilarious in an almost 
incredibly short space of time. Some of our 
cheap whiskies in this country upset the 


mental faculties pretty quickly, but a man 


with saki can give another with whisky 
cards -and spades, as it were, and then beat 
him. Another feature about saki is that it 
is, perhaps, even more injurious than poor 
whisky, and a man who gets to using it 
habitually is going post haste to the potter’s 
field. The effect upon-the Hawalians, who 
have to a great extent abandoned gin, 
which was fornierly the favorite tipple, in 


4 favor of the Japanese beverage, is said to be 


something terrible. I hope something will 
happen to check its progress in this coun- 
try, but for those who have acquired a taste 
for bad liquor the worse it is the better they 
like it, and unfortunately a considerable 
proportion of the drinking populdtion are of 
this description.”

fHILE the ordinary black bear is a

Canine Labor in Belgiunt 

In this country the dog is really, in nine 
cases out of ten, the master of the man. In 
Belgium, however, his status is very differ- 
ent. One of the first things that impress the 
stranger in Brussels is the immense number 
of dogs employed in drawing barrows and 
small carts about the streets. In the capital 
alone over 10,000 dogs are so engaged, and 
the number of draught-dogs in the whole 
country is probably not less than 50,000. 
Generations of servitude have made the Bel- 
gian dog a race apart. For his size he is 
said to possess the greatest pulling power of 
any animal, four times his own weight be- 
ing considered a load well within his pow- 
ers. Taking his average weight as half a 
hundredweight, this means that something 
like 5,000 tons are daily dragged about by 
canine labor in Belgium,

RAILROAD IN THE GORGE OF NIAGARA, 


The Route to Include All Points of Interest 
on the American Side. 

New York Evening Post: The Niagara- 
gorge electric railroad is now believed to be 
assured, for the surveys have been made 
from Niagara Falls to Lewiston, the work 
of cross-sectioning the line has been com- 
pleted, and the necessary bonds to secure 
the capital are being floated easily. The 
pian of the route includes all the principal 
points of interest on the American side, the 
islands, the falls, the Whirlpool Rapids, 
Devil's Hole—in fact, a continuous trip 
nlong the water's edge at the base of the 
deep river gorge, past every notable natura] 
feature. Every one who has ever visited 
Niagara remembers the cost of hacks, ele- 
yator fares, and admission tickets. Under 
the new system, however, it is proposed to 
charge one fare, and that not extravagant, 
for the round trip by electric road, the cir- 
cuit to include the best views to be had from 
the Ameriean shore. It is believed this will 
attract many more visitors than have been 
able to enjoy these wonders in former years, 
especially as it will be possible to offer bet- 
ter rates to excursion parties from all points. 
Yet no one will suppose of course that the 
new road is planned from any spirit of disin- 
terested philanthropy. It is rather to be 
looked upon as a resuit of Canadian compe- 
tition. For some time the tide of tourist 
travel has set toward the Dominon shore 
on account of the superior facilities afforded 
there by the Canadian electric railroad run- 
ning from Queenstown to Chippewa. The 
American hotels, owing to this foreign at- 
traction, quickly felt a loss of patronage, 
and it was evident something must be done 
to check it. Buffalo capitalists who held 
large property interests at the falls became 
interested in the problem, and the plan for 
the new road is the result of their enter- 
prise. Now that the surveys have been 
made the work will be pushed rapidly, and 
there is little doubt the road will be in run- 
ning order by the time the tourist season is 
at its height.

The magnitude of the egg product of 
United States is vaguely understood by th 
not directly in the trade. The leading Cities 
of the country consumed 600,000,000 dozens 
last year. Laying them end to end 
would form a line 170,454 miles long, In Other 
words, they would stretch around the world 
over seven times, and would go around it 
once forming a band fourteen inches wide 
the product handled for daily consumption 
last year at an average price of 17 centgg 
dozen makes a total of over $100,000,000, 


while the value of the wheat crop was less 
than $300,000,000. 

Eggs are used in many ways that the gen- 
eral public seldom thinks of. If the hen 
should stop laying not only would the goup- 
rand suffer, but the arts would'come in for 
a large share of hardship. The number of 
eggs used by photographers, artists, paint- 
ers and paper-hangers, bookbinders, and 
chemists, and in the mechanical arts in gen- 
eral, is something enormous. 

Even the poor, despised bad egg has come 
to be a necessity for certain uses other than 
those of the stage. A few years ago it was 
discovered that the yolk and decayed parts 
made the finest of preparations for finishing 
leather. When properly worked up the bad 
egg is barreledand sent to France, Germany, 
and other countries, to say nothing of large 
‘cuantities used at home. It has become in- 
dispensable to morocco and kid dressers ag 
well as to glove manufacturers. The pro 
portion of bad eggs coming into Chicago has 
been reduced to a minimum since the can- 
dling system has come into vogue. This hag 
been reduced to almost a science. Experts 
are required for the work. Before being 
shipped to the city markets the eggs are 
taken into a dark room and examined in 
front of d candle. By this means any spow 
showing signs of decay are discovered and 
only good onesjare sent to market, thus sav- 
ing the freight on poor stock, while the 
housewife is saved annoyance. 

In the early days of the commercial hie 
tory of eggs farmers employed primitive 
methods for the preservation of eggs if 
store for the winter months, when the sup” 
ply is almost e¢ut off and the market price - 
abnormally high.

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MEMOIRS OF BARRAS THE JACOBIN. 


N the 15th of this month Harper & 

Bros. will publish the first two vol- 

umes of the long-expected Memoirs 

of Barras, the Jacobinical Viscount 

of the French Revolution, For 

over half a century publishers and 

public have been clamoring for these 
memoirs, which will be published simulta- 
neously in England, France, Germany, and 
the United States. M.George Duruy, the 
historian, into whose hands these memoirs 
fell, has written a preface to each volume, 
which is not their least interesting feature. 
When Barras breathed his last, though it 
was at 11 o'clock at night, “his papers

A 
firm resolution on his part to suppress noth- 
ing has ded him to print these memoirs 
without alteration. Barras takes good care 
to make known his intimacy with Mme. 
j'allien and constantly boasts of his success 
with women. “I have,” says his editor, 
“felt, and to a still greater extent, the same 
inher disgust, when perusing the pages de- 
voted by him to that noble Mme. de Staé#l, 
whose name should, it seems to me, be for- 
ever dear to us, because she suffered greatly 
and thought much. If, in the case of Mme. 
Tallien, it is sufficient that she should bea 
woman, and a woman only, in order that 
Karras should have committed a gross in- 
delicacy in showing a lack of respect for her 
memory, what are we to think of the insinu- 
ations he indulges in and of the malicious 
epigrams he hurls at the illustrious friend of 
Penjamin Constant? And yet he knew her; 
he had enjoyed the happiness whéch I envy 
him of seeing and hearing her. Was, then, 
his own soul too mediocre for him to gauge 
the nobility of hers? I think it difficult to 
explain otherwise his daring to jeer at her 
as he has done. He saw in her naught but 
a woman, and has remembered only her 
weakness and what was open to ridicule in 
her character. “Poor, silly, and vainglorious 
Don Juan!” 

“But,”’ continues M, Duruy, ‘‘having once 
resolved upon giving the memoirs of Bar- 
ras to the public, I hada duty to perform to- 
wards the man Whose publisher I thus be- 
came by a strange freak of destiny. This 
duty consisted in giving to the reader Bar- 
ras’ own idea, all his idea, and naught but 
his idea. My conscience tells me that I 


, have honestly fulfilled this duty.’’- 


Barras may be said to have discovered Bo- 
NMaparte and to have started him on the 
road to fame and fortune. He grew to hate 
him, however, and nothing rejoices him 
more than to tell us how poor and needy the 
young soldier was when he first gave him 
2a helping hand. Barras’ nature was nota 
lofty one. He was a good deal of a tattler, 
and shows a very mean spirit when writing 
of those he disHiked. The very character of 
the man, unpleasant as it must have been 
to encounter, adds to the interest of the 
book. It reads like fiction, but what French 
history does not? And it is written with the 
touch of the novelist, the playwright, one 
might say, so keen an eye hag the author 
for dramatic effect. 

Barras devotes a chapter in his first vol- 
ume to a strange courtship of Bonaparte’s, 
and shows us how near a certain wealthy 
maiden.lady of advanced years came to mar- 
rying him. -As this.is to most of us an un- 
known chapter in the life of Bonaparte, I 
quote freely from the words of M. Barras: 
Bonaparte was at that time a General inthe 
army. A Mile.. Montansier, who had been 
an actress, and who owned theaters-and 
other valuable properties, offered Barras 
lodgings in her house out of gratitude fora 
service he had rendered her. | 

‘“*] had,” says Barras, ‘‘ from time im- 
memorial known Mille. Montansier, first at 
Versailles, where my uncle’s influence had 
obtained for me admission to the -court. 
MuNe. Montansier, who directéd the theatri- 
cals, had been admitted into the private 
apartments of royalty. She had soon got 
on a footing of intimacy with the Queen, 
owing to a certain amount of assurance, 
kept, however, within bounds; her theatrical 
position gave her a sort of right to be an 
arbiter of fashions, for in those days it was 
the stage which set the fashions, and the 
court was the first to receive them from the 
stawe. Mile. Bertin, so famed as the Queen’s 
milliner, was merely the intermediary, or, 
if one may say so, the interpreter of Mlle. 
Contat with the Queen. This actress.since 
her success as Suzanne in *‘ Le Mariage de 
Figaro,’”’ was the prima donna, par excel- 
lence, to impose the supreme laws of fash- 
ion. Hence it was that, being well ac- 
quainted with the fashions the moment they 


made their appearance, and on the lookout 


for novelties, Mile. Montansier happened 
to be a power at court; she was doubly so 
owing to her intimacy with the Queen’s 
hairdresser, Leonard, a personage who also 
enjoyed a certain celebrity at that period. 
Marie Antoinette may perhaps have shown 
some thoughtlessness in subjecting herself 
and even in surrendering herself so abso- 
lutely to the exacting mandates of fashion. 
This familiarity, mixing up aH classes to- 
gether, was considered one of the primary 
causes of all’ the misfortunes which since 
overwhelmed the Queen, their primary pre- 
text having been found in her thoughtless- 
ness and folly in giving up royal attire to 
adopt new fashions.’”’ 

Barras left his wife in the South of France 
and lived en garcon in Paris, where he kept 
open house, where he welcomed many patri- 
ots who were not ashamed to teil him that 
they stood in need of a dinner. Here is his 
ill-natured way of speaking of Napoleon: 

“Among these patriots, some nobly, other 
ignobly, neédy, one of the first that took 
good care toicall on me was that little artil- 


_lery Lieuteriant of the siege of Toulon, 


whom we had appointed Captain, then 
Major, then Brigade-Commander, then Gen- 
eral of Brigade. The services I had ren- 


dered him at the siege of Toulon were, in my 


eyes, a sufficient title for Bonaparte to con- 
sider himself dispensed, with me, from the 
reserve which people of delicacy considered 
compulsory discretion. As he called on me 
familiarly every morning he would break- 
fast with me: after breakfast I would say to 
him, ‘You dine with us’; he never forgot to 
come to dinner. ‘Were it a question of my- 
self alone,’ he said to me one day, ‘I might 
Wait patiently; a man needs but little; but 
I have a family which is in the greatest des- 
titution. I know full well that we shall con- 
quer our evil luck; in revolutionary times 
there must be bread to-be found for all, and 
for long enough have the aristocrats kept 
the products of the soil, the goods of the 
earth, for themselves; our turn must come, 
meanwhile we are suffering.’ 

“I could not find fault with a cry of dis- 
tress based on so thankless a personal posi- 
tion, so I said to Bonaparte, ‘You have tal- 
ent, ability, courage, and patriotism; ‘all 
that will find and take its proper place a few 
days>sooner or later; patience, then.’ AS 
the word ‘patience’ did not seem to please 
him, I went on to say pleasantly, ‘Well, 
then, if you.wish. to go ahead still more 
quickly I will show you the means: ’tis a 
marriage. This is the’ way we did under 
the old régime; I have seen many a marriage 
of this kind. All our ruined nobles, or those 
Who had never been in a position to be 
ruined, having come into the world without 
a@ fortune—all these nobles were wont to ar- 
range matters -as foliows: ‘They would go 
©n the hunt after the daughters of mer- 
chants, bankers, and financiers; they did 
hot missa single one. If I can only find time 
to pass about and to think I might be able 
to find the very thing for you.’

Served such than myself when Barras at last 
ridded us of that fiend of a Robespierre, and 
made us breathe freely once more. It is to 
Barras that I owe my life. Hence it is that 
I count myself in nothiing else so happy as 
in that he has been good enough to accept a 
lodging under my roof; it seems to me thut 
he is constantly protecting me like the light- 
ning conductor.’ * Mademoiselle,’ replied 
Bonaparte, ‘ who would not be flattered and 
honored at being your defender? Citizen 
Barrag does certainly not lack friends who 
would be delighted to do like himself.’ Mlle. 
Montansier smiled pleasantly on the little 
soldier who so gallantly offered his services, 
and thanked him saying, ‘ That is not to be 
refused ; Iam very glad that Barras’ should 
be mine, and I depend.on it. As she spoke 


she approached the little soldier in a famii- 


sp atigene onan omg warty him a gentle tap, one 

a caress, on the cheek, 
and retired, gayly adding, ‘ Yes, citizens [ 
reckon on all of you.’ Then she made us a 
friendly bow, begging us.both to dine with 
her the same evening, when each would tell 
the other the news gathered during the day. 
Lastly all would stand together if it became 
hecessary to defend oneself. 

‘“ Bonaparte had most tenderly absorbed 
what I had said in regard’to the fortune of 
Mile. Montansier, and he made clear to me 
that this attention embodied a well-thought- 
out principle of interest. ‘ Well,’ said he to 
me the following morning, ‘ you have, Citi- 
zen Representative, led me to*coquet with 
Mile. Montansier. One would really not give 
her the age she has; she is brimful of gayety 
she is good and obliging, and always en- 
gaged in setting people at their ease.’ 

Cut short your compliments,’ I said, 
smilingly, to Bonaparte. ‘I mentioned the 
subject of marriage to you quite recently; 
you have not forgotten it. Do you by any 
chance intend to carry out my idea? Speak 
out frankly; do you wish to marry Mile 
Montansier?’ 

‘“* Citizen Representative,’ replied Bona- 
parte, looking down, ‘ this requires thinking 
over. There is nothing to say against made- 
moiselle’s personal appearance: the dispro- 
portion between our ages is like so many 
other things one has no time to notice in 
revolutionary times; but what you have 
told me of her fortune, is it as true since her 
reverses as before? When one thinks of so 
serious a thing as marriage it is necessary 
to know on what foundation one is building.’ 

Iam unable to reply to your questions, 
which are those of a more sensible man than 
myself,’ I replied; ‘for I married some 
twenty years ago, and I did not stop to think 
of these considerations; it is true that I mar- 
ried in a hurry, and left my wife in a still 
greater hurry, for two days later I left for 
India, and since then I have not seen her.’

Another interesting chapter is given to Tal- 
leyrand’s intrigues in regard to getting him- 
self Minister of Foreign Affairs and the part 
played by Mme. de Staél. 

*‘In the possible accession of Talleyrand to 
office,’’ says Barras, “‘Mme. de Staél had 
foreseen a double and excellent bargain: 
her old friend a Secretary of State—Benja- 
min Constant, her present friend an Under- 
Secretary! In her eyes this was all that was 
required to save the republic; for such is the 
illusion of the passions that when occupying 
ourselves most with some private interest, 
we often imagine we are working only in the 
interests of the public. Mme. de Staél had 
at first lent- Benjamin Constant to Talley- 
rand. Now she completed the sacrifice and 
handed him over as a gift. Benjamin Con- 
stant regarded this transfer of himself to 
T'alleyrand in the coolest manner possible. 
He kept his eyes only upon his master, and 
had spoken to me about him in the highest 
terms at a time when the plenipotentiaries 
were being nominated at Lille. Talleyrand 
had failed, but he did not consider himself 
beaten, and early every morning at 6 o’clock 
he was at Benjamin Constant’s bedside, 
dragging him up and spurring him on to set 
about their business.”’ 

Mme. de Staél frequently asked permission 
of Barras to let her bring Talleyrand to him, 
but some secret sentiment warned Barras to 
beware and made him hesitate ‘‘to accord 
him permission to set his crippled foot inside 
the Luxembourg.’’ Mme de Staél was, how- 
ever, persistent and forced him to appoint a 
certain evening. 

“Neither of them failed. They were an- 
nounced and came in together. Mme. de 
Staél, accustomed to play the page of honor 
to those whom she introduced, was slightly 
in advance. Talleyrand came hobbjing after 
her. I had never seen this individual, who 
had already made himself famous under two 
reigns, and who was still to be so under 
many others. In speaking of my interview 
with Robespierre before the 9th of Thermi- 
dor, I mentioned what a striking portrait of 
that terrible personage had at a later period 
presented itself to me and one which in its 
place I should submit to those who took 
pleasure in collecting historical physiogno- 
mies. This is the right time.for making my 
observation, which has been confirmed by 
a searching examination and recorded with 
the most religious fidelity. Upon seeing 
Talleyrand enter, with his cadaverous and 
expressionless face, his eyes fixed and inan* 
imate, I thought there stood before me Ro- 
bespierre himself. I was still more struck 
on examining him more closely—the same 
protruding bones, the same short head, the 
same retroussé nose, the same hard, wicked 
mouth; add to all these natural features the 
same artificial accompaniments, the same 
powdered hair, the same stiff, unbending 
carriage. 

“1 was so dumfounded by this astonish- 
ing resemblance, which extended from the 
head down to the very legs, that I could not 
refrain from imparting my thoughts to 
Mme. de Staél. She laughed at the cqmpari- 
son without denying its truth, and said to 
me: ‘O! I assure you that the resemblance 
is not complete.’ She, however, began to 
look at her man more attentively, telling me 
that Robespierre’s image was well im- 
pressed upon her mind—his powdered hair, 
too, and his harsh, haughty manner. * Yes, 
doubtedly a false resemblance of 
and a very strong one. But 
hat, although physically there 
fortunate likeness, ond is 

rally, and Talleyrand is a vastly bet- 
tor man than the other. M. Robespierre, 
for instance, was entirely devoid of any feel- 
ing of either friendship or gratitude; there 
is no better nor more faithful friend than 
Talleyrand. I will prove it to-you. He ts 
a man who carries his heart on his sleeve 
and who is entirely devoted to you. For 
you he would go through fire itself. 

“Seeing that Talleyrand was listening to 
gravely, I turned towards him,

whose respect and gratitude can only be 
equaled by his admiration——.’ That is the 
whole of the painful speech that seemed to 
mmake its way from the innermost depths of 
this personage who enjoys such a prodigious 
reputation for wit and elocution, for a spark- 
ling and abundant flow of words sufficient 
to entertain a whole assembly.,. It is true 
this reputation might be of his own build- 
ing up, and that, in making a name, as well 
as in making a fortune, there is nothing like 
doing all the work one’s self. It has been 
shown that in all these matters, too, the 
resemblance between Talieyrand and Robes- 
pierre was very striking, and that neither of 
these worthies of the revolution possessed 
any quality that was lacking in the other. 
Such was my first interview with Talley- 
rand. Mme. de Staél, after having proffered 
these few words, and hoping no doubt to 
have sown in my heart all kinds of excellent 
ideas which would have been good fruits for 
Talleyrand, took the latter by the hand to 
lead him away. Talleyrand, while still talk- 
ing about his respect and his eternal grati- 
tude, told me he knew that I went to bed 
early: that he also knew I was the first to rise 
in the whole republic; that he did not wish 
to encroach on my rest; that the country 
had need for me, and that it was wrong to 
keep me from it forasingle moment. Mme. 
de Staél, on leaving me, whispered: ‘I have 
told you nothing yet about Citizen Talley- 
rand; I might have shocked his modesty. I 
can only speak to youin hisabsence. I shall 
come back tomorrow alone, and willask you 
for a private interview.’ 

‘*She got what she asked for, and, during 
the interview, she praised Talleyrand to the 
skies. 

‘“** He has.’ she said in a burst of real en- 
thusiasm, ‘he has all the vices of the old 
and of the new régime; he has, and always 
will have, a finger in more pies than one; 
you cannot, therefore, find a more useful 
agent. With regard to yourself, Citizen Di- 
rector,’ she repeated, *‘ he has always enter- 
tained for you such affection, esteem, and 
respect as make him consider you something 
superhuman; it is you personally whom he 
wishes to serve, and I have no hesitation in 
expessing the sentiments, since I share them 
myself. Who is there that is better and 
greater than you? You are a masterly poli- 
tician without making any pretension tothe 
name; you are a great soldier, for you have 
proved yourself so at Toulon and in Paris, 
in battles more terrible than any fought on 
the frontiers, and in which even Turenne 
and Condé would have shown the white 
feather. You have been a mighty orator at 
decisive moments; you are, moreover, a true 
statesman: and, above all, you are a simple 
and modest man who makes no boast of 
what is most your own. Barras, you are 
not only great but beautiful; you are like 
the Apollo Belvedere, from the crown of 
your head to the sole of your foot——’ 
‘Would you mind leaving it at that,’ I said, 
for I was really unable to see where she 
would stop. ‘ What isit you are aiming at?’ 
I asked, tired out by her persistence. ‘ kx- 
plain yourself. What is it you want us to 
make of this dear Talleyrand?’ * Firstly,’ 
she replied, ‘a Minister—a Minister of For- 
eign Affairs at the least, after what I have 
told you of his ability and fitness for such a 
post.’ ‘ Well,’ I replied, in order to get rid 
of her, * I will think it over at the first oppor- 


tunity.’ And Mme. de Staél, though very , 


unwilling to do so, relieved me of her pres- 
ence.”’ 

Barras gave & third interview to Mme. de 
Staél, and, according to his description, it 
must have been an exciting one: 

‘* Mme. de Staél comes to me again on the 
morrow in a state of terrible perturbation, 
her dress in greater disorder than ever, her 
hair disheveled, and a wild look in her eyes 
—this giving her the appearance of having 
just recovered from an attack of hysteria 
or being on the point of having one. On 
entering she throws herself into an arm- 
chair, and, seizing my hands, draws me vio- 
lently towards and almost upon her, ejacu- 
lating in breathless accents: ‘ Barras, mon 
ami, you are the only man in the world upon 
whom I rely; without you we are lost—en- 
tirely lost. Do you know? QO, no! you do 
not know or you would not let me remain in 
such a state of despair. Do you know,’ she 
continues, choking with sobs, ‘do you know 
what he said, what he told me only just 
now?’ ‘Who? Whatare you talking about, 
madam?’ ‘ Barras, mon ami,’ she repeats, 
clasping my hands still more tightly, and 
rolling her eyes as if she were in an apoplec- 
tic fit. ‘Mon Dieu! I am talking of our 
poor Talleyrand. Do you know what has 
happened to him?’ ‘ Well, what, madam?’ 
‘I have just left him; perhaps he is no longer 
alive; he told me that he was going to throw 
himself into the Seirie if you do not appoint 
him Minister of Foreign Affairs. He has 
nothing in the world but ten louis.’ * Has 
he no other resources, no friends?’ ‘ Friends, 
indeed! I, who certainly am a friend of his, 
have gladly supported him until now; his 
expenses have been very small, and he has 
not even hired his carriage since his return. 
He goes about all his business in a cab, he 
who was accustomed to live in such luxury 
in the olden days; he has not even a house, 
always staying with me or with some one 
else. To be penniless, to have no lucrative 
profession, and to have, moreover, a heap 
of debts, is a very cruel situation for a man 
to be in, and we must get himoutofit! My 
dear Barras, we are lost: Talleyrand will 
drown himself, he will die if you do not make 
him a Minister. If you have definitely dis- 
posed of the foreign portfolio elsewhere 
give him any other and he will do equally 
well with it.’ s 

‘** All this,’’ continues Barras, ‘‘ was spo- 
ken by Mme. de Staél in the midst of an at- 
tack of convulsions, her almost foaming 
mouth betokening the approach of graver 
symptoms. I was a prey to two very dif- 
ferent sensations; the one was a mixture 
of compassion and terror at seeing a woman 
in such a state of distress in my house, 
wheré she might be found by any one with- 
out my being able to explain her unfortu- 
riate condition satisfactorily. Who would 
believe that such a state could result from 
such a cause? On the other hand, I felta 
wild desire to burst into laughter, that was 
only: restrained by the terror I was in.”’ 

Mme. de Staél, according to this tattler, 
clasped his hands and held him so tightly 
that it was impossible for him to ring for 
the servants. 

‘There were,” he continues, “a good 
many people in my ante-chamber, some of 
whom had been waiting two hours for an au- 
dience. What would all these people say 
on seeing such an agitated woman pass out 
with her dress, too, in a state of disorder 
that her attack had only made worse? [ 
fully believe that if I had made Talleyrand’s 
appointment subject to a certain personal 
and sentimental condition, Mme. de Staél 
who offered me what she called her life and 
everything else in the world, would not 
havea been deaf to my prayers. But I swear 
that such an idea never entered my head 
and that my role in that case would rather 
have been a defensive than an aggressive 
one; and finally, that those who saw Mme. 
de Staél leave in such a state of distress, 
and perchance drew any conclusions from 
her emotion, were entirely mistaken and 
have grossly calumniated me. Never, in a 
matter of this kind, have I come out of a 
similar temptation more innocent and more 
pure,”’ 

The foregoing gives a fair idea of what the 
reader may expect from M. Barras’ vol- 
umes, of which there will be four, the two 
last not appearing before February.

PRIMER FOR BEGINNERS IN THE 
RAISING OF PLOWERS, 


gimple and Comprehensive Methods by 
Which Little Patches of Ground in City 
Lots Can Be Made BeautifuleDirections 
for Amateurs, with Hints as to What Is 
Best to Piant and Sow=Timely Hints to 
Women Who Wish to Brighten Their 
Homes During Summer, 


The time is at hand when every one feels 

the spring impulse to make garden, and the 
digging and planting will soon begin. But 
to what end? 
. Too often the strength and time expended 
fin such work produce results so meager as 
to be discouraging. ‘ And if money has been 
added to the enthusiasm and labor, such re- 
sults are not likely.to encourage a repetition 
of the program when another spring rolls 
around. Thus floral disciples are lost and 
many people defrauded of a pleasure that is 
a part of every man’s birthright. So it is 
pleasant to know that failure in amateur 
gardening is wholly unnecessary. 

Much is written about the growing of flow- 
ers, but in most cases the writing is done by 
those who know so much that they forget 
how little they once knew, and how little 
those for whom they are writing know about 
the matter. In short, they mean well, but, 
like- many instructors, they take too much 
for granted. What most amateurs need is 
to study the primer, and it may be as well 
to take nothing for granted and begin with 
ABC. 

All beginners in gardening want to see 
immediate results, This end can be at-

tained in two ways. First by planting the 
seeds of annuals—those plants that com- 
plete their existence in one season, from the 
planting of the seed in the spring to the 
ripening of more seed in the fall, after which 
the entire plart, root and branch, dies. Sec- 


’ ond by setting out well-grown plants of 
© species that require more time to reach 
‘their blossoming period. The first method 


is the cheapest way to get a supply of sum- 
mer flowers. By it the expenditure of $1] 
will give cut flowers from July 15 until frost, 


and by sowing the seeds of certain hardy 
*“ annuals in the fall the flower season will 


open at least two weeks earlier. Some an- 
nual8 can be brought into bloom earlier by 
sowing the seeds in shallow boxes of earth 
in February or March and transplanting 
the seedlings into garden beds about June 
15, but the simplest way is to use varieties 
that can be safely started from séed out of 
doors, 

The first thing to plant is sweet peas, and 
where water is plentiful no more satis- 
factory flower can be grown. They must 
be put in the ground as soon as it can be 
worked, and even in Chicago there is-usually 
a time in March when the light soil is dry 
eneugh to manipulate. Sweet peas must be 
planted in an open, sunny location well 
away from trees; they must have something 


-strong to climb on, such as deeply-stuck 


brush or wire fencing; they must be plante:l 
deep, not less than five inches, but only cov- 
ered two inches deep at first. After the 
plants are well up above the level of the 
surrounding ground the holes or trench in 
which they are planted must be gradually 
lled nearly full, leaving only a slight hol- 
low to retain the water where it will do the 
most good. Don’t put any manure around 
them, nof into the ground where they are 
to bé@ pldnted, but, to secure the best re- 
turns in: fragrant flowers, dig a trench 
twelve inéhes deep and eight or more inches 
wide, and in the bottom of it pack five 
inches of any manure obtainable. On 
top of this put two inches of soil, 
“no matter how poor in quality, 
and on that plant the seed. Cover with two 
inches of: soil and fill in the rest as directed 
above after the plants are six or seven 
inches high. If‘there is frost and snow after 
the sweet peas are up they will not be hurt, 
and even a light freeze will not injure them;

but should there be indications of a hard 
freeze it will be well to cover them with 
strips of carpet, paper, or other material un- 
til the severe weather is over. Do notallow 
sweet peas to go to seed; if they do they will 
stop flowering. 

The next seeds to sow are poppies, If the 
choice is limited to one kind let it be a pack- 
age of Shirley poppies in mixed colors. Pre- 
pare a bed by spreading old stable or barn- 
yard manure three or more inches deep on 
the surface, spading it a full spade deep and 
then raking the ground until it is fine and 
even. .Then on the surface of the bed sow 
the seed, simply scattering it evenly, and 


’ make no effort to cover it beyond pressing 


the earth firmly around the seed, either 
using the back of a spade, the flat of a hoe, 
ora bdéard. The last is an excellent method, 
as the board can be lifted about and walked 
on each time it is shifted until the entire bed 
is neatly pressed flat The top of all flower 
beds must be even with the ground around 
them. To make them on a higher level 
causes the water to run off and the beds to 
dry out too rapidly. This is especially true 
of the sandy seil around Chicago, but it ap- 
plies to all places where hot dry summers 

are the rule. 
> At the same time that poppies are sown, 
or a very little later, sow mignonette. These 
three sorts, sweet peas, poppies,and mignon- 
ette, must be sown where they are to remain, 
as they do not bear transplanting. The beds 
for all seeds mentioned below are prepared 
just as described for poppies, and all seeds 
are to be covered only their own depth (bar- 
ring the deeply-planted sweet peas and the 
Surface-sown poppies). It will be best to 
soW mignonette and others named in drills— 
that is: in straight rows—marked at each 
end with sticks to enable the amateur to dis- 
tinguish the seedling plants from the weeds 
that aré certain to spring up withthem. In 
the case of poppies this is not really neces- 
Sary, because the blue-green color of their 
foliage is quite distinct from all weeds. 
Still, they also should be sown in rows if 
there is the slightest danger of their being 
confused with weeds. Both poppy and

ons Phlox. The last looks best in a bed 
y itself, and several packages of named 
varieties will insure godd coloring; but a 
package, or quarter ounce, of mixed colors 
will give a good result if the plants beating 
flowers with dull, muddy, and magenta col- 
ors are pulled out as fast as they show blos- 
soms. There will be plenty of good colors 
left to fillthe bed. Sow the seed in drills, the 
Same as mignonette, and when the plants 
have about six leaves they are easily trans- 
Planted into positions between the rows, so 
as to distribute the plants evenly over the 
bed and make a close, even growth, so that 
no plant need be wasted. The more the flow- 
ers are picked and the fewer are allowed to 
£0 to seed the greater will be the vield of 
blossoms. Indeed, this is true of every vari- 
ety named in this paper, and sweet peas 
simply must not be allowed to form seed 
pods if flowers are wanted in abundance, 
Phiox Drummondi is sometimes sown in 
the fall and the bed covered with leaves, 
flower stalks, etc., as by this means an early 
Start for the seedlings is secured. In fact, 
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if the old bed is protected many self-sown 
seed will germinate in early spring. In very 
severe winters, however, the seed is likely 
to lose its vitality, but it is always worth 
while to try this plan. Poppies, too, may 
Safely be sown in the fall: and hundreds of 
Self-sown plants will be found in any gaf- 
den where poppies have flowered, and they 
never fail to bloom long before plants from 
Spring sown seed. This is also true of 
bluets, otherwise known as cornflowers, 
ragged robins, and bachelor buttons. So 
some seed this spring with the early contine 
gent and the self-sown seédlings will spring 
up plentifully next year. 

Other good annuals for amateurs to sow 
early are calendulas, or pot marigolds, and 
the dainty morning glory. The last, being 
a vine, needs a shrub, brush, or stump to 
climb over or stringstorunup. It, too, may 
be sown in the fall. ? 

All the annuals named bloom well, and to 
do so only require to be planted in good, well 
prepared soil, in open sunlight, not too near 
trees, and never on the north side of any- 
thing that will shade them during most of 
the day. Eastern or southern exposure is 
best. Their seed must be covered only about 
their own depth with fine soil that is free 
from lumps, stones, etc., and the soil must 
always be firmly pressed around the seed. 
The beds must be kept free from weeds and 
thoroughly watered in hot, dry weather. 

Plants in light, sandy soil need to be 
watered more frequently than those in 
ground that retains moisture, and in any 
soil they should be thoroughly watered if 
watered at all. The water must reach be- 
low the roots if it is to do any good, merely 
sprinkling the ground is useless. Anything 
that stimulates growth in seedling plants is 
good for them, and while loosening the soi! 
around them is not always a necessity it is 
always helpful and hastens the blossoming 
period. But do this work gently, never dis- 
turbing the roots. 

While planting seeds of hardy annuals for 
this year’s flowering it is but little more work 
to sow those of certain hardy biennials and 
perennials that will form a basis for the 
flower garden of the following and succeed- 
ing years. 

Biennials are, strictly speaking, those 
plants that form roots and leaves the year 
the seed is sown, produce flowers and ma- 
ture seed the second year, and then perish. 
But in fact, some of them will bloom the first 
year and again the second, and some live 
longer ,than two years. Perhaps the most 
desirable biennials for amateurs are Canter- 
bury bells, evening primroses, and snapdrag- 
ons. If but one package of campanula seed 
is purchased it should be of the single-flow- 
ered sort in mixed colors. Pink Canterbury 
bells are of an exquisite, pure shade of pink, 
seldom found in flowers, and the white ones 
are lovely. It is well to remember that of 
pure white flowers no garden can have too 
many. There should be many more of them 
than of colored blossoms, for they are the 
floral peacemakers—true flags of truce, har- 
monizing the warring tints that dwell to- 
gether in gardens as nothing else can. 

Double Campanulas (Canterbury bells) 
are less desirable than single, but there is 
a comparatively new form Known as Cup 
and Saucer that is very attractive. This 
biennial will not bloom until the second sum- 
mer, and the seedling plants raised this year 
mustbe protected during the coming win- 
ter by covering the ground around them 
with strawy manure, not too fresh, and by 
heaping dry leaves on the plants them- 
selves and inverting empty boxes over them 
to keep the leaves in place and shut out the 
cold, There must be some opening in sides 
of the boxes to give ventilation. 

Sow evening primroses at the same time, 
and they, too, will. be nice plants by fall, 
and, being more hardy than campanulas, 
will only need a protection of leaves and 
strawy manure held in position by old flower 
stalks or sticks. This is one of the most in- 
teresting garden plants because of its cu- 
rious and unusual habit of springing its 


flowers open so quickly that the process can ; 


be watched. On warm evenings this is done 
so quickly and rapidly that the exhibition 
may easily be missed unless close watch is 
kept. It is quite possible to leave the plants 
without an open flower and return in ten 
minutes to find a sheet of blossoms of a 
yellow so pure in color as to seem 
to reflect light. The flowers are 
deliciously fragrant, too, and for this rea- 
son are an additional source of interest, 
since their form and odor attracts the big, 
and somewhat rare, sphinx moths, and 
their peculiar appearance and habits can 
readily be studied by any one who will stand 
quietly near a primrose piant. Indeed, the 
great moths are so fond of the nectar hidden 
deep in the tubes of the primrose flowers 
that they will poise on swiftly-quivering 
wings over a flower held in one’s hand while 
the long, slender tube through which they 
suck the honey is unrolled and thrust deep 
in the heart of the beautiful yellow blossom. 

Snap dragons usually flower both the first 
and second year, and furnish an abundance 
of velyety flowers in a wide range of colors 
This old-fashioned flower is likely to be. 
come quite the fashion now, as it has re- 
cently been discovered that it can be forced 
into bloom in greenhouses for winter flow- 
ers. Its gay spikes will probably cost con- 
siderable when bought from a florist in 
cold weather, but any one can have them in 
plenty during summer by sowing a package 
of seed as soon as garden work begins. 

The perennials that should be sown early 
are the coreopsis, columbines, delphiniums 
(larkspur), digitalis (fox gloves), candy- 
tuft (the evergreenor perennial), gaillardias, 
Iceland and Oriental poppies, pyrethrums, 
Indian pinks, and hollyhocks. Of these 
the pyrethrum, Iceland poppies, larkspur, 
and gaillardias are quite likely to bloom 


the first year if transplanted into roomy 


quarters and good soil as soon as the seed- 
lings are large enough to handle, and then 
kept free from weeds and nicely cared for 
ut all times. That is, the soil must be kept 
loose around them and they must be watered. 
All will flower the second year if given such 
treatment and will continue to do so for 
many years. They must be given winter 
protection, such as strawy manure and 
leaves, being careful to cover the plants 
themselves with leaves only; and fine old 
manure may be spread over the ground 
each spring and gently mixed with the soil 
with a spading fork. When plants get very 
large they can be divided in spring. or fall 
or even in summer if a rainy day is chostn 
and set into new ground. This, with weed- 
ing and*watering, is all the care they require. 

A bed or permanent border of the best 
hardy perennials should be a part of every 
flower garden, for when once established 
they need but little attention, and they make 
the place gay with flowers long before the 
annuals come into bloom. In fact, peren- 
nials and shrubs should and must form the 
basis of every permanent flower garden. 

For immediate results roots of the hardy 
herbaceous perennials—plants whose tops 
die down every fall and are renewed every 
spring—may be bought and’ planted at the 
same time early seed sowing is done. If 
this is done the preceding list may be in- 
creased by adding munkshood, forget-me- 
nots, which are best when grown in a partly 
shaded situation and must be watered at the 
root only, as watering the leaves makes 
them decay and finally destroys the plants; 
lily of the valley, which is also a shade-lov- 
ing plant; German irises in variety, but 
especially white ones_and pale yellow ones, 
and Oriental poppies. The last is the most 
showy herbaceous plant that grows, not 
excepting peonies, but they, too, should be 
planted, as they are very fine, 

These are all easily managed and are good 
bloomers, and they are hardy, requiring 


even in severe climates only the slight pro- 


tection already described.

DOES SUNSHINE PRODUCE FRECKLES! 


Harmless Recipe for Removing the De- 
stroyers of Beauty. 

Those of us who have suffered year after 
year from these annoying blemishes ~ who 
have seen them comeunder theraysof the 
summer sun and disappear when the yearly 
reign of King Sol is over—areiliogical enough 
to consider the glowing monarch accountable 
for our annual crop of freckies. All sorts of 
reasons have been given for:these annoying 
pigmentary discolorations. One weil-known 
dermatologist deciares they are the result of 
too much iron in the blood and that the sun’s 
rays bring the iron-stuined spots to the sur- 
face just as they do toa bitof cioth which 


has come in contact with iron and then is put. 


in the sunlight. In other words, that freckles 


are iron rust. 

Prof. Hebra of Vienna, who is accounted 
the greatest authority of his century, insists, 
on the contrary, that the sun does not pro- 
duce freckies. He says: ‘It is a fact that 
lentigo (treckles) neither appear in the new- 
ly-born nor in children under the age of 6 
or 8 years, whether they run about the 
who.e day in the open air and exposure tu 
the bronzing influence of the sun or wheth- 
er they remain confined to the darkest room, 
It is therefore certain that neither light nor 
air nor warmth produces such spots in chil- 
dren.”’ 

There are all sorts of remedies for freckles, 
and it is generally conceded that when the 
outer skin is permanently stained by thein, 
that is to say, when they never disappear en- 
tirely, but are visible winter and summer, 
there is but one way of removing them, and 
that is by using a lotion which will paifilessly 
and not too hurriedly take off the outer skin, 
and with it the freckies. Face bleache’ said 
to remove freckles are very dangerous com- 
pounds to have any dealings with. ‘They are 
nade almost without exception of a strong 
soluzion Of corrosive sublimate and water and 
are extremely painful aswell as dangerous, 
The Medicai Record, which is the acknow!l- 
edged highest authority in its line in this 
country, gave a tormuia some years ago for 
the removal of freckles, which has been tried 
with surprising success. It is as follows 
(slightly reduced in strength). It has the ad- 
vantage of being harmless: 

Four ounces lactic acid. 

Two ounces giycerine. 

One ounce rose water. 

Apply with asmall velvet sponge two or three 
times daily. 

This lotion will causea slight burning of 
the skin, which is a part of the process of the 
extinction of freckies. The use of a little 
witchhazel cream (the formula for which is 
here given) to the irritated surface will allay 
the burning. 

Qne ounce each of white wax and sperma- 
ceti and one-quarter pint oil of almonds. 
Meit, pour the mixture into a marble mortar 
which has been heated by being immersed 
for some time in boiling water, add very 
gradually three ounces of rose water and one 
ounce of witchhazel and assiduously stir the 
inixture until an emulsion is formed and 
afterwards until the mixture is nearly cold. 
{Suit the use of the freckle lotion to the con- 
dition of your skin. It is never intended to 
produce more than a stight superficial red. 
ness. If the redness and burning are uncom- 
fortable omit the freckle lotion for a day or 
two, using the witchhazel cream meantime. 
Be careful of nostrums warranted to do im- 
possible things in a few hours, A good rule 
tu go by is never to purchase an advertised 
preparation which has not been indorsed by 
chemists and physicians, Moth patches are 
almost invariably the resuit of iiver 
or kidney disease. Nothing externally 
applisd will permanentiy remove such 
patches—at ieast that is my opinion. 
Therefore if you are so afilicted you 
should consult a physician at once and try to 
remove the cause by a course of internal treat- 
ment. Some times, however, when internal 
remedies have failed electricity will restore 
the liver toa normal condition. A ten-cell 
dry battery of the best make should cost 
about $15. Be sure to get a good one, for, 
like everything else, they have been imitated 
and many worthless batteries are in the mar. 
ket. If possible, make the application of 
electricity through a tub of water. If you 
have a large bathing tub fill it two-thirds full] 
of water as warm as can be pieasantly borne: 
if you have not, use a sitz tub. Throw a 
large coifee-cup of common cooking salt into 
the water. Attach the wiresto the ceils ac.

GULLY AND HIS PUPIL 


REMINISOENOES OF THE NEW SPEAK- 
_ ER OF THE BRITISA HOUSE. 


How the Man Who Succeeded Peel and 
Wears the Blue Ribbon of English Poli- 
ties Began His London Career=Believes 
the Common Law an Admirable Con- 
trivance for Lubricating the Machinery 
of SocietymAinusing Anecdotes of a 
Student in the Great Man’s Office. 


The position of Speaker of che House of 
Comnronsis the blue ribbon of British poli- 
tics. I was somewhat surprised, though not 
astonished, when the announcement was 
made that a dark horse, in the person of Mr. 
William Court Gully, had carried off the 
“coveted_prize. I had the pleasure of knowing 
Mr. Gully, as I studied law in his chambers 
—or, rather, madea pretense of doing so— 
more than twenty years ago. He had then 
come~Gown to London from  Liver- 
pool, where his reputation was well 


established as a successiul lawyer practic- 


mg in the admiralty courts. He was 


practically unknown in the metropolis, and 


Irishman who had been called to the bar for 
ten years without the offer of a single brief 
from avy benevolent attorney. ‘* What would 
you do, Roche,” said a friend, “if any body 
should send you a brief?” f 

Do!” replied Mr. Roche, ‘* I'd emigrate. 
I felt at this moment that if I had the money 
back in my pocket whicn nad been paid down 
for the privilege of making clear the unintel- 
ligible I should feel very rnuch like carrying 
out the plan that’ Roche had only contem- 
plated. I went out to the clerk’s room and 
asked him if he had not some simpler brief to 
begin upon. Hesaid: ‘*Here’s a nice little 
case of a giandered horse that may interest 
you. It is our duty to prove that the animal 
was and is sound in wind and limb, and excel- 
lent in every respect.

thrown up a certain fortune for the honor of 
competing in the larger field, with heavy odds 
against him. However, he evidently knew 
the road. because in a few years he had a large 
practice in London added to his monopoly of 
Liverpool work on circuit. 

Most people-who are at all interested in the 
British legal system know that in order to be 
admitted to the bar in England or Ireland 
it is necessary that the~ student 
shall go through the operation known 
as “‘eating one’s dinners.”’ This process 
is extended over three years for a university 
‘man and over five years for a non-university 
man. There are four legal terms in the year, 
of about six weeks each, and they are known 
as Hilary, Trinity, Easter, and Michaelmas. 
In each term the university man must eat 
three dinners—though he has the privilege of 
paying for six—and tife man without a 
Bachelor’s degree is compelled to eat the six. 
A man who wants to be called to the Irish bar 
must *‘eat half his terms’’ in Dublin and 
half in London. It is presumed that 
roast beef cooked in England is 
an antidote to the political disaffection 
which young Irishmen of ail classes have ex- 
perienced from time to time. It is needless 
toadd that the student who intends to prac- 
tice at the English bar is not compelled to 
eat any of his beef in Dublin. This is another 
Irish grievance, one, however, which young 
men of my time, whose fathers or guardians 
were ready tocome down with the ducats, 
cheerfully condoned. It gave them an excel- 
lent excuse for running over to London occa- 
sionally. 
dinner eating was the one indipensable pre- 
liminary of a call to the bar. A youth might 
condescend to pass an examination in lawif he 
pieased, but he frequently didn’t please. He 
adopted the more convenient alternative. He 
paid a practicing barrister £100 for the priv- 


_ ilege of reading the great man’s briefs and 


studying-lawin his chambers for 4 year.

When I wished “to read with” a barrister 
I consulted my friend, Arthur Wilson, the 
very eminent Irishman who had been se- 
lected from the entire body of the English 
bar todraw up the procedure act of 1873, 
the act which practically fused the systems of 
common law and equity in England.

My companion was amused at the begin- 
ning of the address and amazed at the end of 
it. ** Why,” he said, **I presunie if we ap- 
pear for the defendant it is our business to 
make the best of even a bad horse. It is one 
of the beauties of law that when a lawyer is 
sufficiently well paid for it he can always find 
amnple reasons to prove that in every Rosi- 
nante there lie dormant, though not dead, the 
virtues and beauties of Bucephalus. Of 
course, we must stand up for ourown. This 
poor quadruped is now your client, and you 
must always do your best for your client. So 
tomorrow you may draw up the pleadings for 
the defendant.”” Whereupon he took up a 
bundie of papers and was proceeding to re- 
move the tape. I had had enough -of law, 
cared nothing for admiraity arithmetical co- 
nundrums, and had not the slightest intention 
of hunting up arguments to prove that a bad, 
unhealtay hurse was a virtuous and vigorous 
animal, Solsaid: “Mr. Gully, I fear you 
will think mean idiot and I think Iam, so 
far as the practice of law is concerned.

He was, in truth, the very ideal of a 
courteous and straightforward gentieman. 
To please him and earn his. good opinion I 
would have been delighted to study law. But 
it was impossible, Lawappeared to me then, 
as it appears to me now—"a dead skin 
game.” Other men, with hardier con- 
sciences, may not see it in this light. Mr. 
Wilson: and Mr, Gully were among the best, 
as they certainly were among the most gifced 
men I have ever known, and they accepted 
the cémmon law as an admirable contrivance 
for lubricating the machinery of society. In 
presence of even such excellent models of the 
gentieman and the lawyer I am not con- 
vinced, but I am embarrassed, and would be 
silent. 

And now Mr. Gully is Speaker of the House 
of Commons. He confers new honor upon a 
position which requires perhaps the rarest 
combination of tine qualities to be found in 
due proportion in any one man. To hold the 
balance between Tories, Whigs, Liberals, 
Unionists. Radicals, Home Rulers, Socialists, 
and monomaniacs is not an easy matter. 
But Mr. Gully is a humorist. He under- 
stands the hutnan comedy. He has great 
precedents in Sir Thomas .More, Lenthal, 
Onslow, Peel, and others, who in troubled 
times occupied the Speaker’s chair and 
brought harmony out of discord, If he 
should ever read these reminiscences of an 
obscure newspaper writer he will have for- 
gotten ali about the glandered horse and the 
metaphysician who could see no good in that 
animal. But the writer will not forget that 
Mr. Gully seemed to find some good in both 
the quadruped and the philosopher.

‘No 
use, Tommie,’ thinks the young teacher, But 
when she examines the papers site finds Tom- 
mie has crammed to some purpose—he stands 
10 per cent above the ploddmg l/ittle German 
girl who has had a pertect lesson every day, 
Verily, Salisbury was right when he said that 
if every lrishinan were to take a German wife 
the [rish question would be settled. 

‘*American children? QO, they have nerves 
and things the matter with them. Have you 
ever heard an American baby cry without its 
mother asking: ‘* Whatis the matter? Is he 
sick anywhere?’ They grow up with the idea 
that something must be the matter with them 
and you can’t hold them toanythimg. They 
learn readily—what they like to learn. 

‘**But I started out about the negro. A 
kindergarten teacher finds a cvlored child a 
source of joy. Heisso bright, so docile, so 
precocious that she predicts a great future for 
him. ‘lhe primary teacher aiso rejoices in 
him; the grammar teacher is deceived in him. 
He repeats his lessons as neatly and exactly 
as if ail the rough edges were trimmed ‘off. It 
begins to dawn upon her that he is merely 
memorizing and afew searching questions 
serve to confuse‘him. He fails utterly on ex- 
amination. Few go through the high schools. 
They reach the limit of their mental capacity 
inthe grammar schools in most cases, and I 
think tne best plan for the development of the 
colored man is the manual training school. 
This opinion is rapidly gaining among edu- 
cators in the South.’’ 


MEN ARE THE PRINCIPAL OFFENDERS, 


The Good Showing Women Make in the 
Police Records of New York. 

New York Sun: In the official reports 
made by the Police Department a separate 
record is kept of the felonies. These form 
a relatively small percentage when com- 
pared with the total number of arrests, and 
a peculiar thing about them is that very few 
women are among the prisoners. According 
to the official report of the last quarter, of 
1,681 arrests in New York for felonies only 
ninety-two were women, while 1,589 were 
men. 

Of the ninety-two women, fifty—more than 
haif—were charged withthe crime of larce- 
ny; fourteen were charged with an offense 
which is made a felony by statute, attempted 
suicide; eight were charged with felonious 
assault, usually against another woman: 
three with burglary, one with bigamy, one 
with perjury, and one with forgery, rare 
among women. r 

In the totai of arrests thirty-six different 
crimes are represented, and in the case of 
twenty-two of these there were male offend- 
ers only. At the head of the list was the 
odious crime of arson, and lower down were 
}blackmail, bribery, counterfeiting, extor- 
tion, passing counterfeit money, robbery, 
and embezzlement. In respect ot the last 
charge, it has become a fact so well known 
as to be universally admitted that with the 
increasing number of women and girls em- 
ployed in stores, shops, offices, and public de- 
partments in New York there has been no 
corresponding increase in the number of 
financial breaches of trust. Embezzlement 
by women is so rare as to be practically un- 
known,and the standard of honesty has been 
greatly raised by their employment in offices 
and business houses generally. 

There are some things about the felony rec- 
ord of the Police Department that do not ap- 
pear upon the surface. Thus the number of 
arrests and prosecutions for bigamy are four 
times more numerous among men than 
among women. If novelists are to be be- 
lieved, duplicity and deceit are much oftener 
characteristic of women than of men. Yet 
for the statutory, legal crime of false pre- 
tenses there were no arrests among women 
in the last quarter, and it is fondly to be 
hoped that there was no occasion for any. 

The homicide record of the last quarter 
Was not so large as usual. It included thir- 
ty-four male and four female prisoners. 
There were no arrests for murder, and it is 
very rare in New. York that a woman is 
charged with that offense in its highest 
grade, though the victims of premeditated 
murderous assaults are in the great majori- 
ty of cases women, not men. Another felony 
in the arrests for which women do not figure 
at all may hereafter have a different show- 
ing. That is the crime of violating, with 
malice prepense, the election laws. No wom- 
an in New York violates these laws at pres- 
ent for the most obvious of reasons, but if 
the woman suffragists have their way per- 
haps it will be different in the future, and 
perhaps, too, the number of masculine of- 
fenders wfil be reduced at the same time.
